Col. Forbes Begins His Term in — 
Promises Warden, to. ‘Make the Best of It’ 





LEAVENWORTH, Kan., ‘Maren \20 
().—Colonel -Charles R. Forbes, hero 
of the World War and former head 
of the Veterans’ Bureau, became a 
prisoner at the United States Peniten- 
tiary today. The man who was once 
entrusted with millions of dollars to 
spend in salvaging the human wreck- 
age of the World War began serving 
a two-year sentence for gonspiring to 
defraud the Government. 

Although only 47. years old, Colonel 
Ferbes appeared to Warden W. I. Bid- 
die to be a much older man. He 
limped as he walked slowly. through 
the prison gate. A stroke of paralysis 
a year ago has stopped the lively step 
with which Forbes once marched as 
a drummer boy in the marines and 
later led a signal battalion in France: 

After physicians’ report next week 
on the prisoner's health, the warden 
will decide what kind of work he will 
assign to him. Forbes weighed only 
150. pounds, while his normal weight 
is around 225 pounds. 

Forbes had little to say except to 
assure his keeper that he would 
“make the best of it.’’ ' He said his 


nearest relative was his 90-year-old 


“She’s my only care in this world,” 
he remarked. 

The former chief of one of the largest 
bureaus of the Federal Government 
was convieted last year in Chicago. 
He and John W. Thompson, a St. 
Louis and Chicago contractor, were 
found guilty of conspiring to defraud 
the Government. Thompson, who is 
70 years old, is in 4 St. bouis hospital, 
too il! to begin his sentence.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., March 20 (®).— 
Four hundred tons of molten metal, 
slushing and sputtering in all direc- 
tions when No. 2 furnace of the Wood- 
ward. Iron Company, ten miles west of 
Birmingham, exploded today, caused 
the instant death of sixteen workers 
and brought injury to eleven others, 
five of whom died in a hospital to- 
night. Six, still alive, are in a serious

Kuhn, Loeb & Co. and the National 
City Company of New York are men- 
tioned in the preamble to the resolu- 
tion. The railroad was adjudged in- 
solvent March 18, 1925; according to 
Senator Gooding, through a petition 
filed in thé norther# district of Hlinois 
by the’ Binkley Coal Company. This 
was. referred to.as evidence before 
the Interstate Commerce Commissicn. 

“It further appears from said testi* 
mony,”’ continued the preamble, ‘“‘that 
collusion existed between said creditor 
company and the officials and direc- 
tors of said railway company as a 
result of which the latter was ad- 
dudged insolvent by the court and re- 
ceivers appointed, all to the grave 
prejudice and loss to the stockholders 
and bondholders thereof, and contrary 
to the public interest.”’

The Episcopal service was read at 
the home and at the grave.

PREDICTS BAD TIMES 
FOR RUBBER INDUSTRY 


Britisher Warns Americans te 
Expect Shortage on Account 


of Poor Prices.

LONDON, March 20.—A gloomy out- 
look in the-rubbef {Industry during 
the. next few years is prophesied to- 
day by Eric H. Miller, Chairman of 
Harrison & Crossfield, Ltd., one of 
the largest rubber companfes in Eng- 
land, at a luncheon given in the Cecil 
Hotel by the American Chamber of 
Commerce. 

F. E. Powell of the Anglo-American 
Oil Company, was in the chair and 
reminded’ the guests that. Mr. Miller 
was one of the originators of the 
Stevenson restriction scheme and had 
visited the United States in 1923 to 
explain the working of that-plan to 
American manufacturers. 

Most of Mr. Miller’s defense of the 
British rubber policy consisted of 4 
historical summary of the develop- 
ment of the industry, the growing of 
rubher and the run of prices since 
1905. Thus he explained how the in- 
troduction of Ford tires in the place 
of fabric tires in 1920 had made grow- 
ers expect a considerable fall in the 
demand for rubber. 

The new tires were expected to last 
four times as long as the: old and 
that -would. mean. far lesd *rubher 
bought, he strenuously contended, and 
went on {0 say that, without the. Ste- 
venson committee the whole industry 

would have gone into ruin, making

The manufacturers, however, kept 
out of the market with the result that 
rubber fell in 1924 to nine pence per 
pound and geleases fell 50 per cent. 

Mr. Miller then outlined -the recent 
history of the Stevenson scheme with 
its gradual increase of releases to 100 
per cent., and he‘also spoke of the 
future. 

He said the world demand for rubber 
is rising 13 per cent. yearly and there 
has been no rubber planting for the 
last five years as a result of the poor 
prices realized. A plantation takes 
ten- years to mature, he said, and 
there must, therefore, be a shortage 
in the future, 

He concluded’ by ——e— out that 
America consumes two-thirds of the 
world’s output, but has only supplied 
two and one-half per cent. of the capi- 
tal invested in the industry.

Mr. Garvin notes that the conclusion

FLAMES NEAR BIGGER TANK 


Second Explosion Showers Debris 
on’ Fifty Firemen—Tenants ; 
Routed From Houses Near By.

A flywheel whirring at high speed in 
a pump house of the Nassau Gas Light 
Company, Kent Avenue and Rush 
Street, Brooklyn, broke yesterday. It 
cut electric wires and the resultant 
flash ignited gas. An explosion fol- 
lowed and flames shot high. 


Twenty feet fromthe fire stood a 
huge gas tank filled to capacity. When 


sponded to the alarm of a watchman 
he found the flames reaching perilous- 
ly close to the tank. He turned in two 
more alarms. . 

When the small army of fire fighters 
Were pouring streams on the burning 
pumpsstation and were wetting down 
the blistering sides of the tank, a sec- 
ond explosion occurred. This was at- 
tributed to the ignition of a pocket of 
gas which had collected in the pump 
house. Its forée was not as great as 
the first one, but it was. sufficient to 
blast away part of the brick wall. 

Débris showered upon fifty firemen 
working near ‘the wall. None was in- 
jured, however, nor Wid any of the 
workmen in the inclosure at the time 
of the first blast stiffer -hurts. 

The explosions «caused excitement 
in' the. neighborhood. Tenants of 
houses hurried down to the street. The 
reserves from three statior pushed 
the frightened onés back three blocks, 
where lines were established. When 
it seemed if the fire would spread 
to the » occupants of tenements 
were ordered out to join the crowd 
beyond the police lines. 

The damage was estimated by the 
firemen at $100,000. A fire at the 
Triamping ‘station several years ago 
resulted in the death of five fire- 
fighters. - x \ 

> representative of the Brooklyn 
Union Gas Company, which operates 
the plant, said: . 

“After an investigation we discov 
ered that a flywheel attached to an 
exhauster engine broke and went 
through the roof, severing — electric 
light lines. When the wires were cut 
there was a flash which ignited gas 
from the engine. The engine pumps 
gas into the main tank’ This caused 
the explosion. 

*‘We sent fifty men to. repair the 
damage. The plant was back in opera- 
tion at noon. A new engine was sent 
to replace the one destroyed by the 
explosion. None of our customers 
was deprived of gas by the accident. 
They were supplied by our five other 
plants.”’

The council took ‘this action at a. 
meeting in the Hotel LaSalle, Chicago, 
which atijourned last evening, after a 
two days’ session. The text of the 
proposed statement was sent in ad- 
vance to the headquarters, 437 Fifth 
Avenue, this city. - Telegrams / fol- 
lowed telling of its unanimous adoption 
and also annquncing that a committee 
had been appointed to circulazize 
immediately the other. Protestant 
‘bodies to enlist their cooperation. 

The statement was released yester- 
day from the Fifth Avenue offices. It 
asserts that the Pontiff had a “‘sinis- 
ter motive’ in setting the date that 
he did for ‘‘the Feast of the Kingdom 
of Christ’’ because’ it was on Oct. 31, 
1517, that the Reformation movement 
‘was started through the act of Martin 
Luther in nailing his ninety-five theses 
on the doors of the Castle Church at 


. Wittenberg. 


The Lutherans’ Statement. 


The statement is called ‘‘Lutherans 
will not be caught with the Pope’ 8 
bait.” It follows in part: 

“We have read with. great interest 
the encyclical letter of Pope Pius XI, 
given out on Dec. 1, 1925, in which, 
‘with Apostolic authority,’ he instituted 
‘the Feast of our Lord Jesus Christ as 
King. This feast is to be celebrated 

year and in ail the world on the 
last Bu nday of the month of October; 
that is, the one just preceding the 
eélebration of all the saints.’ He ‘com- 
mands also thgt on that day éach year 
¢be renewed the dedication of the 
human race to the most Sacred Heart 
eo Jesus which our predecessor, Pius X, 
of holy memory, orders to be repeated 
each year.’ 

“It would seem almost a sacrilege to 
gpeak any word except in approval of 
guch a feast and such a dedication. 
All true Christians desire to see Christ 
honored as King, and pray that the 


kingdoms of this world shall become |. 


the Kingdom of our Lord and of His 
Christ. And we would not utter a word 
of dissent were it not for certain state- 
ments in the encyclical which are not 
true, which are sectarian in the worst 
sense, and which are uncharitable, and 
‘were it not for a fact which is obvious- 
ly designing and hostile to very large 
groups of Christians and to widely 
accepted views of Christian truth. 

“The Pope does not express the truth 
for instance, at least not the whole 
truth, when he says that ‘the Catho- 
lic Church’—meaning, of course, the 
Roman Catholic Church—‘is the King- 
Gom of Christ on earth.’ But that it 
is, or by right should be, acknowledged 
as such by all baptized Christians, by 
all nations and governments, is clearly 
implied, if not definitely stated, 
throughout the Encyclical. 


Pope’s Encyclical Assumes. 


“The Pope just as evidently assumes 
that the Church ‘is none other than the 
Roman Catholic Church; and in so do- 


ing he would brand all Christians who 
are not his obedient subjects not only 
as heretics and sectarians, but as 
ogee of having ‘put Jesus Christ and 
most holy law out of their ordi- 
mary life, their domestic relations, and 
public affairs, and thus respgnsible 
for ‘the deluge of evils’ which has in- 
vaded the world. This*is clear —— 
his first paragraph and from his 
tations from his predecessor Leo * 
Thus he makes himself the head and 
leader of the most sectarian of all thé 
sects and acts very uncharitably.

COAL MEN SEEK WAGE CUT. 


Eastern Ohio Operators Ask Union 
to Accept Lower Rate. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BRIDGEPORT, Ohio, .March 20.— 
Coal -operators in the Eastern Ohio 
field, the largest mining region in the 
State, joined today in the campaign to, 
persuade the United Mine Workers of 
America to agree to breaking the Jack- 
sonville wage agreement by accepting 
a cut in wages so that non-union tom- 
petition in West Virginia and Ken- 
tucky may be met. 

The James Paisley interests are said 
to have sent-a telegram to John L. 
Lewis, head of the international or- 
ganization of the United Mine Workers 
of America, stating. that it would be 
necessary to close six mines of the 
company unless concessions were forth- 
coming at once. Three of the. mines 
are. situated in Belmont,.the State’s 
leading coal-producing county, .and 
three in ‘the union region about Mor- 
gantown, W. Va. 

A similar cOMpaign started last year 
met with failure, the miners refusing 
6 open the scale. They said a reduc- 
ion in the union regions would merely 
mean a further cut by operators in 
West Virginia and the present situa- 
tion would be duplicated; again leav- 
ing Ohio, Western Pennsylvania, Illi- 
nois and Indiana on the same basis as

“A rate of fare which returns more 
than tle cost of service is unfair to 


the public because it permits the| 


. grantee to make extravagant profits. 

A rate of fare which does not cover 
the cost of service is not in the interest 
of the public because the grantee can- 
not, under such circumstances, render 
the service the public demands. 

“The Bus Corporation, therefore, 

that all of such routes of- 
ferred be operated initially on a five- 
cent fare, with the exception of the 
Ocean Parkway-Lafayette Avenue line, 
on which the fare shall be 10 cents. 
The franchise contract should provide 
for the precise method of determining 
the cost of service under strict public 
aupervision and thé method whereby 
service, routes, transfers or fares may 
be adjusted from time to time so as 
to cover the. cost of service and no 
more. ;

Mr. Groehl declined to give further 
information concerning the letter or 
definitely to confirm its authorship. 


It- was said, however, that the woman 
who wrote it might appear at the 
prison and seek to see Chapman within 
a few days, and that it was also pos- 
sible she might claim the body for 
burial. 

“In any event,’’ said Mr. Groehl, ‘‘it 
will not go to Yale University. I would | 
bury it myself if it took my last 50 
cents, for I believe in Chapman’s in- 
nocence. That is the reason I am 
fighting so hard to save him.’’ — 

Chapman, his lawyers said, was 
deeply affected at the contents of the 
letter which Mr. Groehl read him. 
Since the denial of his application for 
a writ of certiorari by the United 
States Supreme Court he has not been 
released from his cell in the prison 
hospital when conferring with his 
counsel. They talked with him today 
through meshes of wire netting, and 
ence Mr. Groehl lighted a cigarette 
and pushed it through the screen so 
the caged man could reach it. 

Much of the talk was of the: woman 
letter writer, “Betty Beeswax.”’ Al- 
though she did not figure prominently 
in Chapman’s trial, she has neverthe- 
less been an outstanding figure in his 
life for the last four or five years, it 
was said here today by Hartford 
County officials. She-was with Chap- 
man in New York before his arrest 
for the Leonard Street mail robbery. 


Many Letters Intercepted. 


For months before his arrest in 
Muncie detectives and postal inspectors 
were intercepting letters he wrote her. 
Following Chapman’s twenty-five-year 
sentence to the Atlanta penitentiary 
“Betty” married and moved to Provi- 
dence, R. I., where, unknown to “her 
husband, it is said, she received con- 
stant communications from the man 
who was being hunted all over the 
continent. His capture nearly resulted | 
several times from information ob- | 
tained through these letters. Detec- 
tives and postoffice inspectors were but 
a few hours behind him once in 
Providence, and again in Indianapolis. 

It was said here tonight that,‘‘Betty”’ 
was with George (Dutch) Anderson 
when he was shot in Muskegon, Mich., 
but ‘that she slipped away unnoticed 
before the identification of his body. 

Chapman and his lawyers talked to- 
gether for an hour and a half at the 
prison this afternoon and he gave his 
approval to the new move in his be- 
half. 

“He has not lost courage,” said Mr. 
Groehl, ‘‘and does riot believe he is 
to die.“ Chapman’ harped continuously 
today on the refusal of Judge Jennings 
in the Superior Court to grant him a 
change of venue and held this to be 

. largely responsible for his conviction. 

He pointed out that Judge Jennings 
gave two underlying reasons for not 
granting the motion. The first was 
that it had not been brought in good 
faith. The second reason, Cha n 
pointed out, was doubt of his right to 
grant a change of venue because of 
his issuance of a writ of habeas corpus 
in Hartford County. Chapman. said 
the Court had not passed upon the 
question of whether or not prejudice 
against him existed in Hartford 
County to such an extent that a fair 
trial was impossible here. 


Two Moves Planned, It Is Said. 


Following their conference at the 
prison Chapman’s attorneys returned 
to the office of Joseph M. Freedman 
here and continued to discuss the de- 
tails of their coming move until a late 
hour tonight. 

It is believed that simultaneous ac- 
tion will be taken in the United States 
District Court for Connecticut and in 
Hartford County Superior Court. An- 
other writ of habeas corpus will be 
asked of Federal Judge Bdwin S. 
Thomas, according to reports here to- 
night, while the State court will be 
‘asked to grant a new trial on the 
ground of newly discovered evidence. 
It is hoped by the defense that in the 
event of adverse decisions —*25 can 
be again taken to the United States 
Supreme ‘Court and to the highest 
court in Connecticut.

Helwig was employed. as a private 
detective by a firm of jewelers, next 
door to the scene of this robbery and 
took the principal part in the attempt 
to capture the robber band as they 
were fleeing against traffic in Fifth 
Avenue and in Forty-seventh Street. 
/It was reported at the time that Hel- 
wig fired several shots at the robbers 
as he went in pursuit of their car. 


Chagrined by Escape. 


4 Helwig, because of his twenty-eight 
| years’ experience on the. force, made 

mental notes of the descriptions of the 
thieves, and this information was the 
tnost important turned over to the 
police following the * of the hold- 
up men.’ Friends of Helwig, who was 
55 years old, said after ‘the robbery 
that the former lieutenant expressed 
keen disappointment at his failure to 
bring about a capture. He had estab- 
lished an excellent record as a thief- 
taker in his early days on the force 
and felt that the escape of the hold-up 
men might be considered as a reflec- 
tion on his bravery. 

Added. significance was given to Hel- 
wig's disappearance by tke police he- 
cause it occurred exactly a month to 
the day after the gem hold-up. Hé 
‘was a bachelor and lived with his sis 
ter, Miss Louise Helwig. When she 
_ reported his disappearance on Feb. 15, 
* ghe gaid he left home apparently in the 
best of spirits and she could give no 
reason for his failure to return, Miss 
Helwig spoke, however, of expressions 
of disappointment by her brother over 
his inability ‘to bring about the capturs 
of the hold-up men.

y at Police Heaquarters attention 
was called to the fact that he was 
—— persistent in his hunt for crimi- 
nals. 

The theory was advanced by police- 
men who knew him well in those days 
that Helwig, overwhelmed by the es4

Five Men Get $4,300 Collected by 
Drivers—McLaughlin Spurs Hunt. 
Five armed men held up the cashier 
in the garage of the Bloomingdale

wuuam A: Brady, as Chairman of 
the Managers’. Committee handling 
contract negotiations with the play- 
wrights, yesterday clarified the state- 
ment of Friday concerning a proposed 
closed shop among play producers to 
match that adopted by the dramatists. 
Several published reports had it that 
stich an arrangement among producers 
would bar out the small producing 
bodies, such as the Neighborhood Play- 
house, The Stagers, &c., and it was 
also ‘stated that a reciprocal closed 
shop between managers and play- 
wrights would definitely restrict the 
theatrical field to the current pro- 
ducers and playwrights. ' 

“No such arrangement is proposed,” 
declared Mr. Brady. 

“Nobody would be barred out of any 
managers’ association, and ever in the 
event of a closed shop the producing 
field would remain open. The purpose 
of any managers’ association would be 
primarily to protect the small pro- 
ducer, not to bar him out. I. would 
like to. say, however, that the so- 
called ‘little theatre organizations are 
showing much less interest in the cur- 
rent situation than are the. larger pro- 
ducers. The latter found time to come 
to the’ managers’ meeting yesterday, 
byt most of \the small producers 
not.” 


The managers will continue their 
meeting at the Hotel Astor tomorrow 
afternoon, and will then e up the 
important motion picture clause. -It 
is understood that the Managers’ and 
Playwrights’ Committee reached a 
compromise on this clause, whereby 
final control of film rights. is vested 
in its. entirety in neither the producer 
nor. the. playwright, but in a. third 
party. The new arrangement, itis 
reported, defeats the William Fox plan 
of backing a show in exchange for film 
rights, and still makes possible the 
financitig of a play by a film com- 
pany in such a way as to retain com- 
petitive bidding for these rights.

PARIS, March 20.—Besides a report 
that the French Goyernment is plan- 
ning a Government oil monopoly in 
connection with its negotiations with 
the’ Russian Government, in which 
Moscow is trying.to satisfy thd French 
debt claims by oil goncessions, it is 
said that the English oil companies are 
making flattering offers to the French 
for the Russian ofl concessions they 
may receive. 

The President of the Royal Dutch 
ornpany is understood to have been 
ollowing closely the Franco-Russian 
parleys.

Dowager Queen Louise of Denmark, 
widow of King Frederick WIII, died 
this evening. Her death was ‘directly 
due to.a heart attack superinduced by 
pneumonia. She was 74 years old. 
Several days ago symptoms of pneu- 
, monia appeared, and last night the 
heart was greatly affected. The Queen 
rallied to remedial treatment, but an- 
other attack, — more severe, came 
at 4 o’clock this afternoon. She died 
from. heart paraly- 


The organ had been weakened by 
the racking cough of the pneumonia 
and the tena of a serious illness 
which she suffered last year. 

Queen Louise was the drat sovereign 
of Denmark to die as Dowager Queen 
in 150 years. All of her children, ex- 
cept King Haakon of Norway, | were 
at the —— as well as Queen 
Alexandrina, Crown Prince Christian 
Frederick and Prince Knud. 

King Christian has deareed three 
months’ court mourning. : 


Had a Notable Career. 

Princess Louise of Denmark, daugh- 
ter.of King Charles XV of Sweden 
and Norway, was the tallest and the 
richest Princess in Europe when she 
’ became Queen of Denmark ‘in 1906 
upon the ascendancy of her husband, 
Crown Prince Frederick, who suc- 
ceeded to the throne of his father, 
King Christian IX, when the. latter 
died Jan. 30, 1906, in his eighty-eighth 
year. 

For a brief six. years the strikingly 
beautiful, serious minded and notori- 
ously democratic Queen Louise re- 
mained upon the throne with her popu- 
lar and much worshipped congort, 
King Frederick VIII, who conducted 
the affairs of his government in such 
@ manner that he frequently was 
spoken of as One of thé most com- 
petent ‘‘business men’ -who ever 
guided the: destinies of a_kingdom, 
Queen Louise’s part in the happiness 
and prosperity this short reign brought 
to the people of Denmark was fully 
recognized throughout continental Eu- 
rope. 

The sudden death of King Frederick 
frém a stroke of apoplexy while he 
‘was waking unknown and unattended 
through the streets of Hamburg, on 
the night of May 15, 1922, ended Queen 
Louise’s tenuré, whereupon 
— ped down from the throne in favor

At the age of 18 Princess Louise 
was married to Crown Prince Freder- 
ick, bringing to the reigning house of 
Denmark the great fortuncs which she 
had inherited from Princess Louise of 
Orange, daughter of Prince William 
Frederich of the Netherlands. She was 
45 years of age when her husband, at 
the age of 61, succeeded his father.- 

Preceding this there had been ample 
time for the masterful ‘character 
which marked her life to; become fully 
developed. She had reared a family of 
eight. children—four suns and four 
daughters—had managed and. expanded 
her fortune; acted many times in an 
advisory capacity to the aged King 
Christian, and _ participated. over a 
period of twenty years in some of the 
most important political moves in Eu- 
rope. ° 


Vindictive Toward Princess Maud. < 


She was kindly, generous and sym- 
pathetic, yet vindictive when once she 
harbored a dislike., This latter char- 
acteristic was brought out most prom- 
inently in her social war on Princéss 
Maud, youngest daughter of King Ed- 
ward VII of England, which lasted for 
many years. 

While the demure little Princess had 
in reality done nothing more serious 
than fall in love with and subsequent- 
ly marry Prince Charles of Denmark, 
second son of Princess Louise, it was 
enough to bring down upon her head 
all the wrath which that remarkable 
woman was capable of feeling. The 
Princess had set her heart on a mar- 
riage between het son and the young 
Queen of Holland, who was inclined 
to look upon his suit with favor, This 
dream was rudely interrupted, how- 
ever, when the young Prince met and 
fell desperately in love with the Eng- 
lish Princess,.who became his wife a 
few months later. ‘

CATHEDRAL PIPING 
TO LAST 2,000 YRARS 


Fittings of St. John the Divine 
_to Be Archaeologists’ Joy 
Ages Hence. 





EVEN RADIO HEAT POSSIBLE 


Massive Ducts and Pipes'Can Be 
Reached Without Removal 
of the Stonework. 


The. pipes and fittings of the Cathe- 
dral of St. John the Divine are. being 
installed with the aim of having them 
last for centuries without a leak and 
yet of permitting repairs without the 
removal of stonework, according to a 
statement yesterday by the Rev. Caleb 
R. Stetson, Chairman of the Committee 
on Fabric of the cathedral. 

It is the ambition of the builders, it 
was said, to have archaeologists 2,000 
years hence as greatly impressed by 
the ruins of the cathedral on Morning- 
side Heights as the students of today 
are by the imposing monuments of 
ancient Roman engineers. Experts 
have said that they have never seen 
such massive piping as that which has 
been, built into the cathedral. The 
statement continues: ; 

“The architects, Cram & Ferguson, 
have given long study to the problem 
and have sought advice from various 
sources, aside from the —— — 
tions made by the engineers, el 
& Co., and their associates for the 
electrical work, the Hi Electric 
Company of Boston. Thes tects 
Yassure us that this entire ‘installation 
has been approached with a view.of 
permanency beyond anything yet con- 
sidered in similar construction lines. 

Electric Heating Planned For. 
“Yt Planning’*the system of heating, 
for ‘instance, the engineers re taking 
into cofisideration the probability that 
within fifty years’ this. will be done 
by. electricity. . I think that undoubt- 
only such a system will become gen- 
eral -within that time. We do not 
know, of course, how the current will 
be supplied—p ps by radio—but the 
electrical conduits have -purposely 
been made of extraordinary size. 

“The architects. have attempted .o 
devise an electrical distributing sys- 
tem: that will give unusual durability 
and flexibility. The duct system is s- 
arranged that at any time wiring ca. 
be installed. for any conceivable ser 
vice without disturbing or defacing 
the masonry. The main conduits are 
of fibre; three inches in diameter, of 
Orangeburg manufacture, and with 


special joints. . 

“As far as the architects know, fibre 
ducts of this kind have ever been 
used in building constfuction. They 
have been in use for many years for 
underground work in gities, and were 
designed - for durabilit in places 
where metal ducts could not well be 
used. The ducts are being entirety 
surrounded with concrete, and in case 
the fibre itself deteriorates the chan 
nels left in the concrete would ad- 
mirably serve the same purpose. 


Ducts Start in Basement, — 


“The ducts start at the main elec- 
trical room’in the basement of the 
cathedral and continue 
floors of the basement, the in nave 
floor and at several levels throughout 
the height of the nave. They termi- 
nate in special, extra heavy cast brass 
outlet. boxes set in the floors and de- 
signed to be covered by the flagging. 

“The same care has been taken in 
designing the pipes which will carry 
the water from the roof.

OFFERED BY KENLON 


Fire Chief Submits to Walkera 
Plan to Use Alarm Cables 
for Crime intelligence. 


PROJECT TO COST $500,000 


Suggests 329 Fixed Police Posts 
Linked to a Joint Dispatching 
Office in Central Park. 


Based on the belief that the efficiency 
of the New York Fire Department is 
ina great measure due to its ability 
instantly and simultaneously to com- 
municate information to every branch 
of the service by means of fire alarm 
telegraph code, a plan of coordinating 
the work of the Fire and Police de- 
partments, from a traffic standpoint, 
has been submitted to Mayor Walker 
by Fire Chief John Kenlon. The plan 
calls. for 329 fixed posts in booths, 
“staggered” throughout’ Manhattan 
Island, at strategic points, adjacent to 
some ‘of the existing fire alarm ‘boxes. 

Chief Kenlon offered the suggestion 
to improve police protection generally, 
to facilitate the movement of traffic 
and to provide instantaneous communi- 
cation. of police intelligence, through 
the establishment. of a police code of 
| sigtals, similar to the code now in use 
by the Fire Department. 


Would Aid Police Work. 


Walker the Fire Chief said: 

“While this study was primarily in- 
stituted by a desire to promote Fire 
Department efficiency, the plan as it 
developed has unfolded a way whereby 
the Police Department can be ted 
in its very difficult work by proper 
use of certain facilities available in 
the Fire Department.” 

The outstanding features of Chief 
Kenfon’s plan are:

heating unit, telephone, traffic light 
switches, telegraph tapper’and sound- 
er, code books, &c. The existing sys- 
tem of patrol posts would not be in- 
tefered with, nor would the number 
of posts be diminished. The plan calls 
for traffic semaphores on yard arms 
from existing electric light posts, rath- 
er than traffic towers in the centre 
of the highway. 


How System Would Work. 


The method of operation follows: 

An alarm of fire is received at the 
Central Park signal station from a 
street box. This alarm is made known 
to the police central operator as 
quickly as it is transmitted. to the fire 
engine houses involved in the assign- 
ment to that particular alarm box. 
The police operator instantly trans- 
mits, in one operation, to. all police 
booths in the area over which any 
piece of fire apparatus will respond 
to that call, a code signal on police 
telegraph. This signal would be re- 
ceived in the booths within that area, 


on both the telegraph sounder and on 
a printed ster. Instantly, the po-

“SCOPE OF WORK ALTERED 


— Organization Now. Aims at Family 
Upbullding Rather Than Tem-- 
vorary Relief. 


“Leopold Plaut, President ‘of ‘the 
_ United. Hebrew, Charities, announced 
yesterday the change of the name of 
that organization ‘to the Jewish Social 
Seryice Association. Supreme Court 
» Justice.Proskauer signed an order per- 

. mitting the merging of the two organi- 
zations. 

The change, whitch was immediately 
effective, reflects the drift from char- 
ity to social work during the fifty-two 
_ years of the organization’s existence. 

, As the word “charities implies alms- 
y * giving, it -was decided that the old title 
, mo longer accuraely: described the work 
of the association. 

Another reason, for the change, . it 
was’ announced, was that a certain 
stigma attached to the word “‘chzrity,” 
which caused embarrassment te those 


‘helped by the organization, anc pre- 
vented many proud families from ac- 
cepting its services. It was also felt 
that the new name would give the 


. community a better. idea of what the 


organization does;.and prevent misin- 
terpretation that has sometimes proved 
an obstacle in winning outside interest 
and cooperation, especially among em- 


Ployers. 

’ Formed in 1874. 

The United Hebrew Charities was 
“Organized in 1874, when there were 


: central; relief organization for 
J charities as a result of much 
criticism .of .overlapping, duplication 
and unwise, giving by the current 
charitable organizations.. In its early 
days its work was done chiefly by six 
standing . committees—on , snrployment, 
loans and —— supplies, 
tion, medical. and sanitary ef, and. 
finance. The names of these commit- 
tees explain their functions, and show 
that the main deat of the organiza- 
tion at that time was to extend im- 
mediate financial. relief -in a 
emergencies. Aid consisted ag —— 
money to pay rent, support 

and to relieve temporary want. “At the 
end of its first year it had expended 
$29,312 for relief. 

Immigration of many Russian and 
Rumanian Jews, who fled to: this 
‘country from the pogroms in their 
native lands, beginning in ‘the early 
’80s, doubled the Jewish population ‘of 
New York and confronted the organ-

‘| ization with a problem of finding food, 


shelter and employment for thousands 
of new families. 

This was the beginning of a gradual 
movement to treat such problems in a 
larger way, and to study them in the 
light of their effect upon the ~com- 
munity as well as\on the individual. 
The organization began to interest 
itself in immigration laws, in placing 
immigrants on the farms instead of in 
the crowded cities, 1n helping. the de- 
velopment of. such industries as the 
needle trades, in encouraging better 
housing and sanitary conditions in the 
New York east side, and in combating 
tuberculosis and other diseases. It be- 
gan to strike at the causes rather than 


at the symptoms of poverty. 


Professional Woman Employed. 


This movement continued slowly for 
the next two decades. During this 
period the. organization changed from 
volunteer to paid workers, engaged a 
professional manager, and began to es- 
tablish its personnel on a basis of pro- 
fessional social workers. At the same 
time schools of social work were being 
started, and the enlightened public was 
becoming more and-more conscious of 
the need for social service rather than‘ 
charity. “ ‘ 

In the last ten or fifteen years the 
movement has crystallized in such a 
way as to change the- entire nature 
of the work of the organization and 
lead to the decision to change its, 
name. Instead of giving doles of 
money, food or clothing to tide in- 
dividuals or families over emergencies, 
which frequently recurred in the 
Same cases, the organization now 








works exclusively with the family as 


a unit and ‘with the general — 


of restoring, ‘such families as need its | 


aid to an economic and spiritual ‘level 
which will. the ilfe sot = resume * 
places in the e commu 
and to go ahead with improved train- 
ing, opportunity. and morale which 
will enable them to overcome future 
difficulties, without: help. 

Material relief, once the only form 
of help, is now only one. way in which 
the association provides service to 
families.:\Such relief is, now usually 
in the form of a budget. In other 
ways. the association helps to put 
families on their feet by finding new 
hemes : and .better environment ‘for 
them, by restoring them to health and 
instructing: them in preventive medi- 
cine, by educating the children, by 
finding work for members of the 
families, by smoothing out domestic 
difficulties, by treating mental trou- 
bles and by enlarging opportunities 
for cultural and religious life. All 
this’ is done by cooperation and ¢on- 
sultation with the families and is not 
imposed: upon them without regard 
for their own opinions. In many 
cases such service makes “financial 
assistance unnecessary. 


Standards of Work Higher. 

Miss Frances Taussig, executive di- 
rector of the organization, in her an- 
nual report says: 

“The standard of work has grown 
with the development of the concep- 
tion of family case work as an effort 
to equip people for life in the commu- 
nity. Not only have relief standards 
been raised to conform with the rise 
in the cost of living, but the content 
ot the family budget has been enlarged 
to take into consideration the need of 
the family for recreation, health, care, 
education and the. other necessities of 
normal family life.’’ 

The percentage of cases in which 
material relief is needed has dropped 
from 66 of all the cases handled in 
1911 to 55 in 1925. The total number 
of families under care has also de- 
creased since before the war. In 1915 
about 9,000 families" were cared for; 
in 1925 about 3,500. 

Tuberculosis presented a problem in 
9 per cent. of the cases in 1925, car- 
diac diseases in almost as large a 
number and other chronic diseases 24 
per cent. 

The organization is one of the ninety- 
one constituent societies of the Feder- 
ation for the Support of Jewish Philan- 
thropic Societies, which contributed 
$628,059 in 1925 for the maintenance of 
this organization.

In the three months 
of March, April: and May, 1922,: ex- 
cesses of imports over exports were 
quite large, heing for the months re- 
spectively $56,551,718, $38,760,369 and 
$56,185,108. “Such instances are spo- 
radic-and do not continue for any;ex- 
tended period. One has to go back to 
1893 to find a fiscal year in which the 
imports were greater than the exports, 
and then the excess was only $18,736. 
In both January and February of this 
year the chief element was the drop in 
exports due to decreased shipments of 
cotton and certain foodstuffs. On the 
other hand, the increase in imports 
was mainly caused by takings of raw 
materials such as tubber, silk, &c, 
These facts: illustrate the poor condi- 
tions. abroad, especially in_ Europe, 
where _they are unable to pay, for 
American goods to the extent they 
usually. do.. They also demonstrate 
the high industrial activity in certain 
lines in this country which call for 
larger quantities of raw materials from 
abroad. For the eight months ended 
with February the merchandise ex- 
ports exceed the imports by about 
$328,000,000, and the best indications 
are that the end of the fiscal year will 
see..a favorable balance of. frade of 
$500,000,000 or over.

Some interest 
attached. to what might be shown. in 
the census report on cotton ginned, 
which appeared yesterday. Unofficial 
statements put the amount at over 
16,000,000 bales, a total sufficient to 
negative any idea of an advance -in 
prices. The actual figures reported 
were 16,108,586 bales. The announce- 
ment was followed: by a, sharp up- 
turn in prices,: presumably because it 
was. no worse. The possibilities of the 
next crop are also a subject of specuta- 
tion. Many are watching the weather 
in the growing districts, it being felt 
that a proloriged cold spell in the 
Spring will hold down the crop even 
though there should .be no restrictoin 
in acreage. Regarding the latter it may 
be said that there is so far no evidence 
that there will be a lessened acreage. 
The possibility. that there may yet be 
@ decided drop in the price of cotton 
is worked for all that i* is worth by 
buyers of cotton fabrics, who have 
béen holding out for lower prices. As it 


is, printcloths’are selling at the lowest 
level in about four’ years, and certain 
finished fabrics are in a similar posi- 
‘tion. Some mills have slowed up pro- 
duction because they do not wish to 
accumulate ‘stocks, Percales and, to 
some extent, ginghams have beén sell- 
ing quite well, as have also cértain 
rayon combinations. The réduction in 
bleached goods has not. extended to the 
better known branded lines.- Fall ‘un- 
derwéar is moving sléwly, but there 
is‘more activity in lightweights.

~ OF GROUP BUY ING! 


They Do Not: Believe tt Affects 
Them or a Large Propor-. 
tion of Purchases. 


Group buying will bring with it no 
sensational upheaval in the relations 
of manufacturers, salesmen or retail- 
ers, according to views expressed yes- 
terday by. J..K. Baer, one of the com- 
mitee heads-of ‘the National Council of 
Traveling’ Salesmen’s. Associations. 
The excitement caused by the advent 
and spread of this type of buying, he 
said, is only temporary and reflects 
nothing more than a brief disturbance 
that will readjust itself. Group buying, 
he said, will very likely continue, but 
it will not be’ a one-sided  affair—it 
will be a matter of give and take for 
both manufacturer and group buyer. 

“Much of the recent furor over 
group buying,” continued Mr. Baer, 
“thas not arisen, over the idea of group 
buying itself. It has rather developed 
from the novel application to group 
buying of certain advertising and sales 
policies by the -concerns ~ buying 
through such groups. Such concerns, 
in featuring a name for certain of the 
goods, which they buy in groups, set 
up a specific method of retail distri- 
butioh and sales. In order to carry 
put this method, designed to build up 
prestige and consumer good-will, they 
gather together the sum total of their 
buying power and go into the market 
to get the maximum of style and value 
at a fairly placed minimum of price. 

‘When the concerns originating this 
plan’ were alone theré was no confusion 
and no outcry against group buying. 
When the idea was applied by others 
the situation at once became compli- 
cated. There immediately arose a 
greater amount of competition in the 
relations of the groups with the manu- 
facturers producing the. merchandise. 
Under the stress of competitive pres- 
sure, ‘the market emissari¢és of tlhe 
group buying units committed acts not 
consistent with their real aims. and 
purposes. This, in a nutshelJ, has 
brought about the present crisis, 

“As to the future of group buying, 
I* believe it will go on: Some of the 
manufacturers who are complaining 
loudest about group buymg are not 
really sincere in their complaints. 
They were not invited to’ play in the 
game. The movement, I believe, is 
likely to simmer down to where there 
will be a certain number of group buy- 
ing units and another certain number 
of manufacturers. who will cater to 
their group needs, the merchandise to 
be retailed under the group’s advertis- 
ing and sales policy. The whole con- 
duct of the business in the future, I 
believe, will be along equitable lines— 
fair to both manufacturers and re- 
tailers. 

“As far as the volume of retail busi- 
ness in group merchandise is -con- 
cerned, there is nothing to get excited 
about from this angle. At. present, 
merchandise bought and sold by 
groups totals only about 7% per cent. 
of the turnover. Unmarked merchan- 
dise accounts for 92% per,tent. The 
real evolution of group buying in the 
future will deal with this 92% per cent. 
It takes a smart department manager 
to merchandise a ready-to-wear de- 
partment with both stoup and regular 
merchandise. because e range of 
style and value becomes. lopsided as 
the.percentage of purchases increases 
under group buying. - it takes the 
keenest of experts to keep the stocks 
in line because the public—the court of 
last . resort—is constantly comparing 
values represented in the group. name 
and the unmarked merchandise which 
represents by far the-greater supply. 

“From the long-range standpoint I 
do not see where group — will * 
fect salesmen at. all. has 
brought: to. my EP rec ag that —— 
salesmen have been perturbed about 
the eventual relation wf salesmen to 
group buying... The answer may be put 
his way: If group buying is to elimi- 
nate the salesmen, it must also elimi- 
nate the necessity for direct contacts 
and eventually eliminate the head of 
the department—the puyer—which is 
obviously impossible in any real-wide- 
awake store.. Nothing. can ever sup- 
plant the services of a progressive and 
efficient buyer, or salesmen. 

“Personal contact is worth more in 
business than a thousand letters, to 
paraphrase the saying of an ancient 
Chinese philosopher... This personal 
contact\ for the manufacturer is de- 
rived through dependence upon decent, 
honorable salesmen—men who very 
frequently become owners of their own 

esses. Such salesmen cannot be 
scram ag business would cease. 
wou just as logical to expect 
the United States Government te-dis- 
continue contacts with foreign coun- 
tries and.to recall its Ambassadors, 
—* —— its Consuls, Vice Con- 
Attachés and the like. 

‘On this point it may be of interest 
to cite a letter I received a few days 
ago from the executive ——— of one 
of the largest group-b organiza- 
tions in. the country.

| Girls’ Dresses Are Actively 


In their. special market report cov- 
ering style tendencies and the buying 
activities of retailers during the past 
week, Kirby, Block & Fischer, resident 
buyers,. say: ‘‘Retailers. generally re- 
port their turnover not up to expecta- 
tions during the’ present month, Séc- 
ond ‘showings at wholesale of Spring 
afternoon, ‘street and dinner . dresses 
have been made.” Deliveries will prob- 
ably be slow on these models; :as: all 
show much attention to cut and detail. 
In afternoon dresses those featured 
are of chiffon, plain and novelty taf- 
feta, Elizabeth crépe, frost. or flat 
crépe, and combinations of plain crépe 
with polka dot silks.. Tailored dresses 
of polka dot silk are also shown, the 
dots being of every size. 

“Long sleeves appear on all of the 
afternoon dresses, although short- 
sleeved models will probably be-shown 
soon; The two-piece mode is stressed; 
as are Eton effects. Navy leads in 
colors, with tans, new blues, greens 
and rose following, Chiffon afternoon 
dresses are shown in two-piece tail- 
ored ‘modes or dressy effects trimmed 
with fine thread. lace.. .The ecrépe 
dresses are tucked, lace trimmed or or- 
namented with self-pleatings. 

“Copies of imported ‘coats are shown 
in frost crépe, taffeta, faille, satin, 
charmeen, crépe back satin and crépe 
Roma... Deliveries are from. March 25 
to April 10. The silk coats have capes 
trimimed with fritige and monkey fur, 
while those of charmeen have blouse 
effects or are reversipie styles. In the } 
latter demand we predict favor for 
three-quarter length cape. effects, 
either scalloped or fringe-trimmed. 
Present reorders are mostly for cape- 
back coats with embroidered balloon 
sleeves, retailing as low as $16.75, The 
coat demand is not‘as good as was 
expected, mainly because of the cpn- 
tinued cool weather. 

“In larger cities suits are ‘selling 
well, but there is not much call for 
them frém other sections. The boyish 
hip-length jacket with a plain or kick 
pleat skirt sells best. Spring fur neck- 
wear is selling in limited quantities. 
Leading items are white dyed foxes, 
platinum and beige stone martens and 
some plain stone martens. Some silver 
foxes. are being sold by. better-grade 
stores. The strike in the fur trade, 
which may last for two or three 
months, is handicapping manufac- 
turers in making up their lines, but 
they hope to show-their advance Win- 
ter styles between April 15 and 30. 

“Girls’ street, party and afternoon 
dresses in sizes 2 to 14 are being so ac- 
tively ordered that manufacturers can- 
not take orders for deliveries before 
Easter. .. popular-priced merchan- 
dise is found on the racks. The orders 
are mostly, for garments of crépe de 
chine and’ georgette dresses with long 
sleeves to retail from .$15 to $35. 
Junior ‘‘page boy’’ dresses and those 
of crépe de chine and georgette over 
polka dotted crépé, to retail at $15, are 
selling well.”’

“TO ADD.10 SALES| 


A Study of the Way in Which the 
Methods Work Out in a. Num-* 
= ber of Stores. 


- Various methods of “suggestive sell- 
ing,” their operation and the training 
of store personnel in their use have 
been made the subj of a. recent 
study by the Sales otion Division 
of the Nationa} Retail’ Dry Goods As- 
sociation. The term’ “suggestive sell- 
ing’’ is finding a wider use in the re- 


tail field and refers to the practice of |: 


skillful reference by a‘ salesperson to 
related merchandise in another depart- 
mrent, calling attention to other goods, 
their location in the. store .and their 
value. “In this way ‘the consumer may 
be intereated in merchandise he did not 


-|intend buying, had not considered or 


did not know about. A girl selling 
gloves, for example, can intelligently 
suggest the kind of suit, hat, hosiery 
or shoes that will go with a purchase 
made in her department. 

The actual plans in use in many 
stores are outlined in the division's 
study.. The value of suggestive sell- 
ing, it points out, is demonstrated in 
the figures of one store.. These show 
in this case that using an average of 
twenty-five working days in a month

This store defines suggestive selling 
as not only satisfying one human, need 
but directing people to desire the other 
things equally suitable and — 
to their needs. 

“At the store of Abraham & Straus, 
Inc., Brooklyn,” the survey of the di- 
vision states, ‘‘the subject of sugges- 
tive selling is brought up regularly at 
the buyers’ meetings. They keep a 
continuous flow of teaching material 
in a simple popularized form ‘going 


from the training department to all: 


the other departments. Departmental 
meetings provide the opportunity for 
much greater coordination of ‘style in- 
formation through all the style -de- 
partments, This brings about wonder- 
ful suggestions from the salespersons. 
- “Woodward & Lothrop, Inc., Wash- 
ington, D. C., taught suggestive selling 
by a playlet called ‘The Buyers’ 
Dream,’ presented to their store mem- 


bers. Its theme was the possibility 
of suggestive: selling and: the evils 
which result from slow approach, in- 
difference, lack of selling ability, fail- 
ure to find the customers’ needs: and 
the failure to suggest merchandise. 
The week following the play meetings 
were held by buyers and store mana- 
gers to discuss suggestive selling. In- 
struction was given on suggestive séll- 
ing by a buyer as follows: 

“*l want you to stress suggestive 
selling more. Now there are some very 
grave dangers in suggestive selling to 
which I want to draw your attention. 
Real suggestive selling is the result of 
a sincere desire on the part¢of the 
salesperson to put himself in the cus- 
tomer’s place, to know the customer's 
wanta and to suggest that merchandise 
which, in‘his judgment, is best suited 
to meet the customer’s needs: Your 
suggestion must help the customer to 
retall something she ought to bu:-.

Only Four American Citizens Have 
Received This Compliment in the 


Century of the Club’s Existence.

To George Haven Putnam, veteran 
of the Civil War, who, both'as a pub- 
lisher and as an author, is warmly 
regarded in England as a lifelong and 
fearless champion of the cause of 
Anglo-American friendship, has come 
in his eighty-sécond year to a distint- 
tion which by many men is prized 
above any other honor that could ‘be 
bestowed. The Committee of the 
Athenaeum Club in London has: just 
elected Major Putnam, honoris causa, 
to its membership. He is the fourth 
American citizen to receive this com- 
pliment in the hundred years of the 
existence of the club, which has al- 
ways been regarded as a sort of 
Olympus of international clubdom for 
those who have achieved lasting fame 
in the world of art, of science, of law 
and of literature. 

I have before me as I write the en- 
tertaining ‘‘Notes on England’ of the 
t French critic and histo 
ippolyte Taine, in which he exults in 
having been elected to temporary 
membership of the club, extolling its 
intellectual im; ‘Admission for 
an Englishman, no matter how eligi- 
ble, takes about twenty-five years. 
But there is a saving grace to this 
gpecies of unwritten law tan to this 
protracted period of candidature. For 
each year the Committee on Admis- 
gions, which just —— is 
by the Primats of All land, the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, presents to 
the club the names of thfee men of 
exceptional prominence and distinction

Gifted with a bitter 
tongue and a vitriolic pen, an 
portant factor in the political and 
social world, he had hosts of: enemies, 
and an even still greater army of 
friends who swore by trusted 
him, and ve ee him their unstinted 
confidence affection. So, when he 
get out to found a great literary and 
social centre, he was certain of sup- 
port. It was in 1823 that the idea of 
such a'club as the Athenaeum first 
struck him.

The Athenaeum’s Location.

In dealing with public or politi- 
cal questions President idge 
has political intuition almost 
psychic. One cannut see, touch 
or hear a political tide, but it can 
be felt. The man in public life 
who fails to create a tide or sense 
an adverse tide will soon be po- 
litically lost. Coolidge, with the 
single exception of Roosevelt, has 
possessed this intuition in the most 
marked degree of all our recent 
Presidents.

ERE a hasty reading would 

suggest that Mr. Coolidge’s 

talents consist solely in going 
with the tide. It is a hasty reading 
because, as will be noted, Mr. Slemp 
proceeds without loss of time to 
amplify, and in part to contradict, 
his topical sentence. Tides which 
sweep a man on to success may be 
sensed, but they may also be cre- 
ated. Theodore Roosevelt created his 
tide. It has been easy enough, of 
course, to be wise after the event 
and to show how Théodore Roose- 
velt with extraordinary clairvoyance 
discovered a great gathering of so- 
cial and political forces and made 
himself their channel. But that is 
after the event. If Theodore Roose- 
velt, with the prestige of his enor- 
mous 1904 majority, had thrown his 
energies in a direction opposite to 





what has come to be known as Pro- 
gressiviam, it is not at all certain 
that he would have been a less suc- 
cessful leader than he made himself. 
The aspect of things in 1904 was 
really not dissimilar from the situa- 
tion in 1924. Roosevelt was elected 
President six years after a war 
followed by a notable lift in the 
country’s international position and 
by an enormous increase in pros- 
perity. Mr. Coolidge was elected 
President six years after a war’ fol- 
lowed by an exactly similar set of 
consequences. It is the hostile esti- 
mate of Mr. Coolidge that he is the 
“‘logical’’ President in a period of 
swollen material well-being, the 
protagonist of Big Business as 
against what, I suppose, would be 
called Idealism. But, relatively 
speaking, the years after the founda- 
tion of the United States: Steel Cor- 
poration were as definite an age of 
Big Business as we live in today. 

If Theodore Roosevelt had chosen 
the opposite course from the one he 
did, we might now be pointing out 
how inevitably the materialistic 
spirit of 1904 produced its own kind 
of President in the person of 
Theodore Roosevelt. And if Mr. 
Coolidge had chosen to make himself 
the leader of a crusade_against the 
Interests and the Malefactors, how 
easy it would be to summon logic 
to prove that Mr. Coolidge was in- 
evitably driven to react against the 
excesses of an inflated materialism. 

*,* 
HE truth is that this is a big 
country, with a great many peo- 
ple in it and with many diverse 
trends, and it is within the power 
of a President with personality te 
determine which trend shall domi- 


jnate. To Mr. Coolidge must he con- 
ceded something more than an un- 
canny instinct for catching the tide. 
If -he is moving in a certain direc- 
tion it is because he has consciously 
chosen his course. This need not 
prevent critics of the President from 
describing him as the champion of 
Reaction—or of anything else they 
disapprove of. But if they recog- 
nize the facts, ‘they must admit that 
the réle is of his own selection and 
has not been forced upon him. He 
started, on his elective term, with 
the prestige of an enormous popular 
majority. How that majority was 
brought about does not matter. Pop- 
ular analysis does not go behind the 
returns. In the election of 1924 the 
obviously biggest factor was the civil 
war within the Democratic Party. 
When Mr. Slemp reminds us_ that 
“President Coolidge was the whole 
Republican campaign .of 1924,"’ he 
reminds us that in 1924 the Republi- 
cans had to take Mr. Coolidge or 
condemn their own record in office. 
Even then it would have been a 
hard fight but for what happened 
in Madison Square Garden. What 
promised: to be a desperate Republi- 
can defensive turned into.a parade 
because the enemy's right and left 
wings were entirely occupied with 
clawing each other to death. But 
the Democratic feud of 1904 did not 
detract from the glory of the Roose- 
velt victory, and the feud of 1924 has 
not detracted from the Coolidge vic- 
tory. Prestige and leadership could 
not be denied to the man who, as 
Mr. Slemp remarks, ‘gets more 
votes than any man who ever ran 
for office.'’

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THE ROSALIE EVANS LETTERS 
FROM MEXICO. Arranged with 
Comment by Daisy Caden Pettus.

EVOLUTION has been defined 
as a forcible transfer of prop- 
erty. Here, in this ook, is 
the arraignment of the Mexi- 
can revolution at the bar of 

international public opinion. In 
1917,, when Rosalie Evans, after her 
husband’s death, returned: to her 
ranch in the Puebla Valley, sixty 
miles from Mexico City, her sole 
conscious aim was to carry on her 
husband’s work and make the desert 
blossom like a rose. In her struggle 
against the agrdrians, who -weré 
aided and abetted by the Mexican 
authorities, she became conscious of 
the issue as not merely that of pri- 
vate ownership but as that of civi- 
lization against barbarism. Under 
that conviction she resisted the dis- 
tribution of her land to the Indians, 
in order to create a test case. Her 
resistance became an international 
question and led to the breach of 
British-Mexican diplomatic relations. 
Her murder by the agrarians, on 
Aug. 2, 1924, has made of her a 
willing martyr to the creed of the 
private ownership of land, to the 
sanctity of treaties and to the rights 
of foreigners in Mexico. 

In her letters the encoyragement 
of the agrarians is clearly demon- 
strated; the instructions to the mili- 
tary, who ostensibly were to protect 
her and her property, clearly reveal 
her conviction that the Government 
is responsible for her spoilation, if 
not for her death. 

Recently it has become apparent 
that the assurances of protection 
to American investors, for which, 
according to Mrs. Evans, the Ameri- 
can landowners were ignobly sacri- 
ficed, are in turn jeopardized. Mrs. 
Evans foresaw this very situation. 
Her comments on the negotiations 
between Mr. Warren and General 
Obregon, on American recognition 
and the treaty, are so strongly pro- 
phetic that they demand reproduc- 
tion. 

I think American’ statesmen 
would do better not to assert a def- 
inite policy and noble aims, then 
apparently drop it all and p'!ay to 
the gallery. In each incident with 
Mexico they have been beaten in 
diplomacy by the Mexicans and 
have placed us ever in a worse 
position. * * * Warren appar- 
ently understands the Mexicans, so 
I take the view that they have 
made some secret arrangement 
with Obregon.

When the Chief of 
Police held inquest over her body, he 
asked, ‘‘Who represents this lady?’’

In a letter written in February. 
1924, Mrs. Evans. remarks: “The 
agrarians started in Tlaxcala first 
and the country has returned to 
savagery—not always  fierce—just 
cultivating land enough for their 
simple wants. Then they lie in the 
sun, in front of their mud huts.” 
H. A. C. Cummins, the ousted Brit- 
ish Minister who defended her, in a 
note to the Foreign Office declared 
that, despite the evergreen appeal of 
“something for nothing,’’ the In- 
dians of San Pedro bore Mrs. Evans 
no ill-will and needed to be con- 
stantly spurred against her by agita- 
tors from Mexico City. No one who 
reads Mrs. Evans's letters can doubt 
that, had the Government left her 
and the Indians alone, she would 
still be alive, her hacienda of “San 
Pedro Cox n’’ still intact, and the 
fields still cultivated. 

No man, still less no woman, can 
read the story of Mrs. Evans's 
fight for her rights without bitter 
indignation and without admiration 
for her courage, her wit, her re- 
sourcefulness, her patience. In the 
face of almost incredible duplicity, 
ef broken promises, evasions, down- 
right lies and - forgeries; against 
troops and armed mobs, against rad- 
ical agitators and Government of- 
ficials, she fought for her own al- 
most single-handed. It is a tale that 
stirs the blood. In 1923 she saw 
the omnipotent Obregon and said: 
“Sefior, do you realize that I am 
asking you no favor—no concession? 
The land is my own, left me by my 
hushand, paid for by him—and you 
are deliberately inciting your people 
against me, to rob a woman—a for- 
eigner—a widow—in your own coun- 
try." That is the issue of Mrs. 
Evans. The question of the Chief 
of Police, ‘“‘Who represents this 
lady. has Bet KAMP APT 
ux compiled by these energetic sis- 
ters. Rosalie Caden, who ‘‘never 
sew a fight,” being always in it, 
was born in Galveston. In 1896 she 
went to Puebla, Mexico, with her 
parents, where she met Harry 
Evans, manager of the Puebla Bank 
of London and Mexico. They were 
married at Fort Monroe, Va., on 
Oct. 7, 1808. In 1904 Evans re- 
signed from the bank and bought 
the hacienda of San Pedro Coxtocan, 


‘a Spanish estate dating from the 
| sixteenth century, then heglected 
| and in ruins, He invented a new ir- 
| rigation system and converted the 

; hacienda into the show place of the 
| Puebla Valley. When trouble began 

| in 1910 the place was sacked, 190,- 
000 pesos damages being done. The 
family lived in Mexico City 
till 1913, then lived abroad till 1917. 
In November, 1917, Harry Evans 
died in Mexico City, on a business 
trip. Mrs. Evans left for Mexico in 
January, 1918, with a mystical de- 
termination to-carry on her hus- 
band’s work on the hacienda. After 
six years of struggle with the Mexi- 
can authorities, she was shot from 
| ambush by agrarian desperadoes as 
she was driving back to the ranch 
from the neighboring town of San 
Martin. During the six years she 
outlined every phase of her attempt 
to hold her property in amazingly 
graphic letters to her sister in the 
United States. Her last letter was 
written on the very day of her as- 
sassination: ‘‘I am a poor sleepy 
thing today escorting the carts into 
San Martin.’’ ‘Shortly before her 
death,” says Mrs. Pettus, ‘‘she 
wrote and asked me to go on with 
her work in the event she should be 
killed. This is my reason for pub- 
lishing the letters she wrote to me. 
It seems to me that the best way 
to carry on what she was doing is 
to let the truth be known.”"" 

The letters paint the shifting 
situation almost day by day. They 
show the conversion of Mrs Evans 
from a bereaved, bewildered woman 
into a bold, resourceful politician 
and diplomat, who had her finger 
on every pulse-beat of local politics, 
who worked to influence statesmen 
and nations, who conducted an in- 
ternational press campaign, and died 
ir defense of her land and its prod- 
uce. Of her Warren said: “If I 
were that lady's representative they 
would go over_my dead body ne 
they would get her place.’””’ From 
a woman of marked natural business 


+} Shrewdness she eventually became 


a predestined victim to a cause 
greater than herself. ‘‘She would 
gallop to the rescue of her men ac- 
companied by her pack of dogs, 
singing, ‘Nous sommes les enfants 
de Gasconne.’’’ With her own hands 
she tore down the red flags with 
which the agrarians had marked an 
arbitrary division of her land. When 
Obregon informed her, “I will not 
modify the decision in your affairs. 
The resolution is final,’’ she wrote to 
her sister: “I am going down Sun- 
day, but to what? To see it cut up 
piecemeal, ruined. My work of five 
years given over to the rabble, the 
men who have trusted in me de- 
ceived and cheated, and I can't stop 
it! I shall oppose it, risk myself, 
what gain? Failure—the word that 
has never existed for me., San: Pedro 
is not just my hacienda; it’s part of 
Me as my very body.’’ In June, 
1924, she wrote, “I am sorry I am 
the cause—but lose me—as I lose my- 
self—in the great struggle against 
barbarism."’ 

The range of Mrs. Evans's letters 
is perfectly extraordinary. © They 
give stirring pictures of revolution- 
ary Mexico, bodies hanging like toys 
on Christinas trees, the ears of pris- 
oners being sent in to the authori- 
ties, rebels, bandits, agitators, 
crooked officials, swaggering bra- 
vocs, bewildered Indians—a frank 
returr to medievalism. To outline 
the correspondence ig to outline the 
history of Mexico since 1917, to see 
hope deferred, to see a net closing 
around @ courageous woman. On her 
return in 1917 she found her ranch 
betrayed by a cheating administra- 
tor, but got the wheat. The papers 
of that time were full of such items 
as “No one killed today but one se- 
ficra and two children.” In October, 


_| 1918, she got a complete return of 


the hacienda by Carranza, signed by 
Berlanga (Secretary of the Interior) 
and appropriate orders to the Secre- 
tary of War to protect her. Her 
ranch was then seized by bandits; 
she got a pass from them to get her 
crops in. (" —* aoe, it —> a 
chance of gain 80,600 pesos, 

sides the — —— “Death is * 
to be feared, but life.”) Then came 
a@ fight for her water rights. Her 
major-domo was kidnapped. She re- 





fused to ransom him.

300 pesos was exorbitant for a ma- 
jor-domo, and I had my inner feel- « 
ing of certainty that they would not 
shoot my man, so I held out.” 

In June, 1920, she writes, “I have 
sold my wheat, at the best price any 
one has got; 50 cents more, but my 
wheat was a better grain, owing to 
having been watered in time.’’ She 
drove off Rosas, an agragian leader 
who was dividing the land, at the 
point of a gun. Her guard was 
wounded. ‘‘It was strange and pitiful 
to see his face change. e never 
complained. I was afraid’ he was 
bleeding internally, for his face 
turned such wonderful colors, purple, 
yellow, crimson, then a ghastly livid 
hue, and his eyes grew dim—made 
me think of a dying bird’’ (May 5, 
1921). 

One ghastly incident she_ relates. 
The Mendizabels, from whom Evans 
had bought San Pedro, decided to re- 
move the bodies of their grand- 
parents from the hacienda chapel. 
The tombs were broken open, the 
mummified remains broken up to fit 
in small boxes, and brusquely taken 
away by the impious grandchildren. 


1 had been in bed an hour per- 
haps and was growing drowsy 
when I heard some one crying at 
my window. The most gentle at- 
tenua sobbing; the most pitiful 
sounds you ever heard. I never 
for a minute thought cf the spirits, 
but -called the girl to light the 
candle. She heard it too—but the 
strange part is, I said it was at the 
back window and she heard it at 
the front, and neither did she think 
of spirits.

From 1923 on 8 net closes over 
Mrs. Evans. She returned from an 
interview with the Secretary of Agri- 
culture to find her land already 
divided. She tore down the division 
posts. In May her field workers 
were imprisoned and the ranch at- 
tacked by 150 armed agrarians. She 
drove them off. In September, sev- 
eral hundred attacked and planted 
some ground. She plowed it un- 
der. “I felt I was ‘facing a lie in 
arms’ and that’s a worthy way to 
die.’’ In October, fifty soldiers were 
detached to protect her. In Decem- 
ber the h was ked and 
burned by an armed rabble of Fed- 
eral agrarions — $20,000 damages 
were done. Manuel Montes and José 
M. Samehes, who led the attack, were 
appointed “Guardians of the Region."* 
In December she wrote, ‘‘I just 
won't give up.’’ The revolution of- 
fered a chance, but Warren's di- 
plomacy defeated it. The United 
States put an embargo on arms to 
the revolutionists and sent munitions 
to the Obregon forces. (‘‘Nine-tenths 
of ‘the people, high and low, favor 
the revolution—if the United States 
Keeps its hands off Obregon is beaten 
now.”"’) 

In May, Warren advised her to ac- 
cept 100,000 pesos in bonds for her 
estate, She refused, as it was worth 
five times as much. While absent, 
Montes and Morales (who is here ac- 
cused of burning San Pedro) divided 
the Rosario (part of the estate), and 
Obregon ordered her to pay $2,000 
in taxes, for the months since his 
troops had burned her ranch. After 
this payment, Obregon confiscated 
her land as a *‘public utility."" Cum- 
mins, the British Minister, was first 
besieged in his legation and then ex- 
pelled ty Obregon. The American 
Embassy refused its protection to 
Mrs. Evans. (‘‘Warren was all the 
American millionaire with me’’— 
July 14, 1924.) Secret orders were 
sent to the military guarding her 
not to interfere with the agrarians 
who were attacking her property and 
shooting at her from ambush. After 
this she requested the soldiers to 
leave, as she feared treachery. After 
a trip to San Martin for the payroll, 
she was ambushed by twelve meu 
and shot from a distance of thirty

If, however, we have seemed 
more harsh«than hecessary toward

Mrs. Speyer has a keen under- 
standing of many things, including 
certain types of women, as is shown 
in ‘“‘Kleptomaniac’’; and she has a 
nicely stimulating wit which she ex- 
ercises at times.

HE title of Mr. Joseph Wood 

Krutch’s new book on Poe 

does not hold the implications 

of -mere euphony which a

It is to be taken literally, and 
at the same time seriously, for at the 
first dip into his pages one is at 
once aware of a bright light being 
cast into dark places by an exceed- 
ingly competent and well-directed 
use of a scientifically-ground lens.

In this important field of 
combined literary art and scientific 
research, Mr. Krutch has contrived 
to distinguish himself in a double 
sense; his book is not only the most

This reviewer heartily distrusts 
the modern tendency to exalted en- 
comiums, but it is his candid opinion, 
nevertheless, that Mr. Krutch for 
the first time lets in a flood of 
genuine daylight not only upon the 
question of whether Mr. Poe had a 
“soul” or not, but on what kind of | 
a soul it was. The result of the in-| 
quiry seems to be that Mr. Poe had} 
a very lively soul indeed, and that, 
all the trouble, all the poems, and) 
nearly all the stories arose because | 
he could not possibly get along with 
it unless he imagined it to be some- j 
thing different from what it really | 
was. The ‘dream -aliases”’ that cer- | 
tain types find necessary to assume 
in order to disguise from themselves 
the true self are devices which 
psychology has aptly labeled ‘‘de- 
fense mechanisms,’’ and in the use 
of these, as Mr. Krutch very ably 
points out, lies the explanation of 
Poe. In his actions, but above all 
in his creative work, their presence 
is pathetically apparent. 

Space forbids any explanation of 
the nice methods 
by which ‘‘the 
doctor’””’ has ar- 
rived at his con- 
clusions, but the 
latter are some- 
what as follows:

Added to 
this was something -which very 
nearly corresponded. to sexual im- 
potence. To offset the first he con- 
ceived himself the hero compounded 


present in all the early poems; and 
later a hero who plainly shadowed 
forth his sexual predicament in such 
stories as ‘“‘Berenice’’ and “Ligeia.”

A sadistic tendency is notably pres- 
ent in such tales as ‘‘Arthur Gordon 
Pym’’ and ‘‘Berenice."" The hero- 
ines of the Baltimore period and up 
until as late as 1839 are palpable 
likenesses or the desired opposites of 
his invalid cousin and child-wife, 
Virginia Clemm, whom he married 
when she was a little over 13 years 
of age. The sentimentally purblind 
who have spilled oceans of perfumed 
ink at the altar of this littie girl 
will be horrified ‘to see her presented 
in the guise of her real tragedy in- 
stead of in the disguise of prettinese 
which is usually provided her. Suf- 
fice it to say that Poe's wife was 
mentally childish, bodily immature, 
barren, a victim of tuberculosis and 
the pathetic object ‘of her cousin- 
husband's self-baffled caresses. The 
relation of Mrs. Clemm in this burial 
alive of the affections receives from 
Mr. Krutch a just tribute. Without 
Maria Clemm, Poe would have died 
in the streets sooner. 

In Philadelphia, about 1840, Poe 
began. to suspect that -he might go 
ingane, and immediately projected a 
new hero who was the embodiment 
of all logical processes, the unerring 
detective, the solver of cryptograms 
and plots, the hero of the tales of 
ratiocination. So necessary did this 
new conception of himself become to 
his peace of mind that Poe carried 
over the idea and completed it by in- 
sisting in his philosophy of composi- 
tion that he really composed logically 
upon deliberately chosen themes. As 
a matter of fact he was forced to 
write within a narrow range of in- 
terests and with the peculiar sym- 
bols which his consciousness forced 
upon him. He became more and 
more self-centred and at the same 
time suffered an exaltation of the 
ego that in ‘‘Eureka’’ shows that 
he had iden' himself with God. 
In. this exaltation, and in the grow- 
ing impotence, Mr. Krutch does not 
lay a sufficient stress upon the 
effects of opium. . 

The death of Virginia in 184 
torced Poe to try to replace her by 
another feminine symbol. Unfortu- 
nately for him, this involved a real

ERHAPS the increasing interest 
in the United States in our own 
folksongs of cowboy and negro 

and in the Southern hill country 

variants of old English ballads 
will. extend a welcome also to this 
collection of English songs of the 
eighteenth and nineteenth centuries. 
Mr. Scot’ has brought together al- 
most a hundred of these songs, both 
words and music of each one, with 
much the longer list belonging to 
the latter time.

woman, and a series of hectic “‘friend- 
ships’’ and en ts, i ag 
various fluttered and flattered ladies 
from New England to Richmond, 
now occupied the scene until the end. 
Tn all this, various stimulants played 
their part, but they were, as Mr. 
Krutch shows, only attempts to 
escape into oblivion and vicarious 
worlds. They were effects and not 
prime factors. The quarrels and the 
heart-breaks, which imevitably ac- 
companied the passage of this strange 
soul across time and space, lent an 
infernal radiance to the journey. It 
is not likely that it will soon be 
forgotten. 

Some estimate has already been 
attempted of the author’s method in 
studying character. It now remains 
to suggest what may possibly be his 
place in the not inconsiderable shelf 
now allotted to Poeana. Poe's biog- 
raphers can be roughly grouped into 
two classes: the Booers and the Coo- 
ers. He has been fairly ably ma- 
ligned as a Prince of the Powers of 
Darkness, or a mere Nasty Man; 
and,he has been cooed over as Uncle ~ 
Sam's most notable black sheep, or 
the sweet fireside companion of Vir- 
ginia Clemm. About half a century 
after Poe’s death Professor George 
E. Woodberry, an able scholar and 
a just man,-econtributed a life which 
was based on the then known facts. 
Professor Woodberry, however, was 
baffled by Poe's personality and it 
required a trip to Italy to soothe his 
Victorian sensibilities. “The rest of 
Poe’s biographies may be designated 
for the most part as intellectual junk 
containing a considerable volume of 
first hand material used for propa- 
ganda. Mr. Krutch now steps into 
the field. His book is not a full 
biography, nor does he claim that it 
is. It is, however, a key to Poe's 
mysterious and baffling character to 
be applied to all that has gone before 
and as such it ts a notable advance 
and a contribution. 

In justice to Poe himself it should 
be borne in mind by Mr. Krutch’'s 
readers that he has deliberately lim- 
ited the scope of his inquiry to the 
latter half of Poe's life and that we 
have here only a truncated cone. 
The section, however, is correctly 
plotted, despite a few minor errors 
inherent in any literary research of 
this proportion. The curious trage- 
dies of Poe’s youth which fixed the 
direction of his life curve yet remain 
to be graphed. The latter part of 
Mr. Krutch's book is given over to 
an attempt to evaluate Poe's place 
in literature. On the whole, this sec- 
tion of the volume, ‘*The Philosophy 
of Composition,’’ is less satisfactory. 
The author's literary judgments may 
be safely appealed to posterity. With 
the major of them this reviewer dia· 
agrees on ponderable grounds.

But the comedy surveyed by 
her keen and ironic mind is some- 
how in its final. literary realization 
less a comedy of manners than a 
comedy of people. She polishes off 
her worldlings and wits with such 
amazing finesse that they are not 
only convincing worldlings and wits 
in the exact. sense that Michael Ar- 
len’s, for example, are not,’ but vic-

COVER CHARGE. By Cornell -Wool- 
rich. 286 pp. New York: Boni 4

> parody Browning, not too 

grossly to parody Browning— 
Nor was it sweet; at least, not en- 
tirely. On the other hand, neither 
was it utterly bitter. - But what is 
this ‘‘it’’ that we are talking about? 
Well, it is ‘Cover Charge,’’ by Cor- 
nell Woolrich, one of the .latest out- 
givings of the jazz school of fiction 


Naturally ‘‘Cover Charge’ is a 
novel of New York, if not the birth- 
place the principality of 


certainly 
Jazz. We gathered as we made a 
sort ‘of subway, strap-hanging trip 
{next stop Brooklyn Bridge) through 
the pages (the only kind one can 
make with this type of novel), that 
there were several young men and 
| women scurrying through the book; 
that they became involved in dubious 
| love affairs, and some love affairs 





not at all dubious; that there was 
something about the war; also some- 
thing about the armistice; that there 
were cocktails, automobiles, Green- 
wich Village apartments—in_ short, 
all the accessories of modern jazz life 
as seen by the novelists of jazz, of 
whom the greatest, if not the first, 
was James Joyce, and of the whom 
the last is not yet. 

And who shall say but that, when 
we have run the gamut of romanti- 
cism, realism, sentimentalism—when 
we have run through all of these, 
who shall say but that jazzism has 
not also a place, is not also entitled 
to recognition? One can but wonder 
what Walter Pater, writing distin- 
guished essays on style, would have 
done with this school had it arisen 
in his day. And yet is it not barély 
}possible that here is just as true a 
reflection of life as was ever given 
by the romantic or the realistic or 
the sentiméntal school? Life does 
come hugger-mugger; the purely ex- 
traneous is forever clattering in and 
routing the essential. The tempo of 
life is not serene; the saxophone will 
not down. If the mareh of life is 
largely an aftempt to keep step to 
a music to which it is impossible to 
keep step, so in its pattern it largely 
parallels that other modern inven- 
tion, the moving picture, in ‘which 
possible sequence of events is forever 
dashed by the cut-in scene. We do 
not want too many jazz novels, any 
more than we wish to listen all the 
time to jazz orchestras or all the 
time sit at the movies. But we are 
not unwilling, In view of their right 
to be heard, to-hold a brief for the 
jazz novelists. ‘ 

But to come to the specific after 
the weneral. How well, according to 
such standards as one may glimpse 
for these crusaders in motley, is 
“Cover Charge’’ executed? The 
meaning of the title would have been 
obvious even if Mr. Woolrich’s pub- 
lishers had ‘not been at pains to ex- 
plain “it; the ‘cover charge is what 
we incur when we reserve the table, 
it is what we must pay before we 
leave. It is the fee for pleasure— 
and when did. pleasure fail to exact 
its fee? , 

And Mr. Woolrich has done fairly; 
one would wish he had done better. 
It is clear from his-pages that jazz 
fiction is not so simple as it looks. 
It is barely possible—what not hdl 
of. these experimenters have per- 
ceived—that some of the immutable 


them. Least of all, not utterly to be 
ignored is the principle of selection.

Mr. Woolrich, by ig- 
noring the principle of selection, 
blurrs his tonal effects. In this he 
is behind Dos Passos.

Mews of the day. Quite un- 

usual good luck for an Athe- 

nian orator of the fourth 
century before Christ! This is 
the decision of M. Georges Clem- 
enceau, forceful demiurge, accus- 
tomed to difficult tasks, whose por- 
tion it was, as the President of 
the Council of the French. Ministry, 
to play a prominent réle in the 
victory of 1918 and in the draw- 
ing .up of the Versailles Treaty. 
Every one knows that at the close of 
M. Raymond Poincaré’s seven years’ 
term M. Clemenceau was a candidate 
for the Presidency of the Re- 
Public, but was defeated by Paul 
Deschanel. Since leaving his post 
of power M. Clemenceau has been 
living in ferocious retirement, some- 
times in Paris and sometimes in the 
Vendée, where he owns a country 
home on the shores of the Atlantic. 
When he was elected to the French 
Academy he refused to make ‘his re- 
ception speech, which was very un- 
pleasant for the memory of his pre- 
decessor, the critic Emile Faguet, 
whom this deprived of a eulogy to 
which he was entitled by the rule# 
and regulations. Thus M. Clemen- 
ceau does not attend the sessions of 
the Academy. He no longer is a 
member of the Chamber, nor of the 
Senate. He does not appear in pub- 
lic any more, and makes no more 
speeches; he may be writing his me- 
moirs or something else—but he, who 
used to be a prolific author and an 
indefatigable journalist, for a long 
time did not publish the slightest 
book or the shortest article. Now, it 
is true that

I8 little volume on Demosthenes 

has, therefore, taken on the 

proportions of a great event. 
It appears in modest form, in the 
collection ‘Noble Lives, Great 
Works" (Noble vies, grandes 
oeuvres), of which there have al- 
ready been published a mediocre 
biography of Victor Hugo, by Mme. 
Mary Duclaux; an excellent one of 
Lamartine, by M. Paul Hazard; one 
of Henri Poincaré (the great mathe- 
matician and cousin of Raymond), 
by M. Paul Appell; one of Henri 
Fabre, the Homer of the insect 
world, by M. Maynial; one of the 
religious explorer, Charles de Fou- 
cauld, by M. René Bazin, and the 
life story of the fearless aviator, 
Guynemer, by M. Henry Bordeaux. 
They are small books, whose aim is 
to popularize and edify. 

M. Clemenceau made his a politi- 
eal manifesto. For him the life of’ 
Demosthenes is primarily a great 
example, always of interest, which 
he uses to admonish the people of 
France, and perhaps the allied na- 
tions also. Demosthenes dedicated 
all his activities, all his oratorical 
genius, all his patriotic fervor, to 
the battle for the independence , and 
greatness of Athens against the 
menace of the King of Macedonia. 
In the beginning Philip was this 
king. him Demosthenes 
pronounced his Philippics and Olyn- 
thiacs. With all his eloquence he 
adjudged the people of Athens to de- 
fend Greek autonomy against this 
ambitious, conquering monarch, who 
personified what we today call mili- 
tarism and imperialism. 

Athens represented democracy and 
the highest form of civilization from 
an in literary and artistic 
point of view; it was the glorious 
city of Aeschylus, Sophocles, Euripi-

Parthenon and the statue of Athena 
Promachos. A century before, the 


. She 
could still repulse the attacks of the 


ereignty of the intellect against mili- 
itary despotism and brutal force. 
And she would surely have been suc- 
cessful in this if she had followed 
Demosthenes sufficiently. 

*,* 
NFORTUNATELY tthe Athe- 
nians, though intelligent and 
artistic, were fickle, thought- 

less and hostile to anything that 
bored them. They loved beautiful 
works of art and fine speeches. 
They fett it was tiresome to- fight 
against the half-barbarian Macedo- 
nians’ and refused to believe that 
they were so formidable, the more so 
as other, pacifist orators (some sin- 
cere, others bought by Philip) as- 
sured them that an understanding 
could be reached with this King. 
Eventually hesitation, delays and 
unpreparedness (as we would say 
today) brought about defeat. Philip 
conquered at Chaeronaea. His son, 
Alexander, destroyed Thebes before 
‘eaving for the conquest of Asia. 
Antipater vanquished the Athenians 
at Crannon. Athens was not de- 
stroyed, but was reduced to the state 
of a vassal of the Macedonian before 
she was annexed by Rome. Her his- 
toric role was finished. 

Free peoples of today, take heed! 
You have already known terrible 
perils, which you have escaped only 
by a miracle. If you do not listen 
to your Demosthenes, if you are not 
vigilant, foresighted, always on the 
defensive, you will, sooner or later, 
be enslaved by some Philip or Anti- 
pater. 

This is M. Clemenceau’s thesis. 
Undoubtedly there is some truth in 
it—a people that wishes to remain 
free must be strong. It is equally 
incontestable that Demosthenes was 
a patriotic hero and the greatest 
political orator of all time. You 
will be convinced of this if you wil! 
reread his speeches in the new criti- 
eal edition of ‘‘Harangues,”’ printec 
in the original together with the 
French translation, published by M. 
Maurice Croiset (Guillaume Budé 
Collection). But many things have 
changed. The Greek cities were 
jealous of one another and did not 
want to unite. The civilized nations 
cf today have begun to learn the 
necessity of union. We may hope 
soon to have an era of universa’' 
freedom and peace. Again, Alex- 
ander was of great service to civili- 
zation by Hellenizing the Orient. It 
is doubtful whether Athens could 
have Hellenized the Gauls directly, 
as M. Clemenceau thinks. A fas 
cinating theory, but improbable! 
You will remember the lines of Ham- 
let: 


The time is out of joint. O cursed 
spite 

That ever I was born to sev it 
right! . 


In this. respect the Athenians 
were somewhat like Hamlet, only 
more gay. The vexatious King of 
Macedonia had all the strongholds; 
so there is some excuse for their 
desire to dedicate themselves to 
thought and beauty only.

One weeps, one 
laughs at a vulgarity and blatancy 
that is no more. Mr. Sullivan ren- 
ders his best service in passages of 
his book, not numerous enough, in 
which he eyokes these agreeable 
tears and cachinnations. 

This is the ‘first of four volumes. 
Ostensibly, it applies to the years 
from 1900 to 1904; in fact, Mr. Sul- 
livan found himself totally unable to 
keep within time limits. The twen- 
tieth century had its foreshadowings 
in the nineteenth; the nineteenth 
sprawls across its proper border into 
the twentieth, like a boundary line of 
the Versailles Treaty. It is easy to 
see that Mr. Sullivan’s history will 
not be conspicuous for its exact and 
logical organization’ He will wan- 
der about and lose himself occasion- 
ally. But he is a guide whom no 
one eager to understand his own 
time can afford to overlook. He is 
gathering together the raw material 
of a period as important as that of 
the Renaissance or the Crusades, 
and he is the first man who has done 
this particular thing in America. 
The result may not be history in the 
traditional sense, but—which may be 
better—it is admirable journalism.

NE of the leading lawyers of 
the country for many years and 
prominent in some of its most! 

litigations, Samuel J. 
Elder won the high regard not only 
of his associates at the American 
bar but of both his immediate friends 
and his countrymen generally. Mr. 
Taft, who while President offered 
him a position on the Supreme Court 
bench, says of him in the introduc- 
tion: ‘‘As long as American birth, © 
inheritance and environment shall! 
continue to produce in our great | 
communities leaders of men with the ' 
power and spirit of Samuel — 
our country is safe.’’

IMMIGRANT ODYSSEY 
WHAT AMERICA MEANS TO ME. 
By Jacob Cash, as Told to Frank 
A. Rexford. Illustrated. 129 pp.

ACOB CASH, who is Marshal ef 
the City of New York, lived in 
Warsaw during his childhood in 
the 1880s, was in a pogrom, felt the 
iron hand of the Czar’s rule and the 
terrors of persecution. He was no 
more than 8 years old when the de- 
sire and the determination were 
born in him to leave all those hideous 
experiences behind him and flee to 
America where, he. ‘*had heard talk, 
pogroms were unknown and religious 
freedom prevailed.” For six years he 
toiled in a hatshop, saving every 
“‘copeck’” possible. At last, when he 
was 14, he had saved enough to get 
him out of-Russia and by chance he 
found a man who made a business 


of smuggling people across the Ger- | 


man order. He made his escape, 
but his money was taken. His book 
tells, Very briefly, but in interest- 
ing, vital narrative how he worked 
his way, at one thing and another, 
until he reached England. There he 
found freedom and work, but Amer- 
ica still-lured him on and after four 
years he landed in Philadelphia. The 
~chapters which tell of the oppor- 
tunities he found or, made, his 
travels, his experiences, his expand- 
ing fortunes, form a typical saga of 
the enterprising immigrant. Then 
eame the Spanish war and, he says, 
“‘My country * * * needed fighting 
men. A few brief years ago I had 
needed her, and she had given me 
every opportunity. I would indeed 
have been ungrateful had I not given 
up everythig.g to serve her.’’ Thestory 
of how, hecause freedom and op- 
portunity made clear the way, his life 
after the war developed, broadened, 
grew richer and fuller and more suc- 
cessful and how he endeavored, in his 
gratitude, to help make good Amer- 
icans out of the immigrants of later 
years, is told in rapid but vivid and 
impressive outline. There are several 
chapters intended for the reading of 
sg newcomers that explain very 
aply and clearly the local, State 
md Federal governmental principles 
amd methods and the purpose and 
procedure of the courts. An appendix 
carries the Constitution of the United 
Mates. 

It is a question whether such a 
heok as this, vital with personal ex- 
perience and aliye in every line with 
Gratitude and love for the country 
that has meant so much to its author, 
is more needed by the immigrants for 
whom it was written or by those de- 
scendanta of the ‘‘Old American’* 
stock—and there are enough of them 
to make them quite as much a peril 
as newcomers can possibly be—who 
have lost the vision and forgotten 
the spirit of their forebears. At any 
rate, the United States Patriotic So- 
ciety, which is distributing the tittle 
volume at cost, will not make a mis- 
take if it sends the hook to members

‘Thomas Strayton 
was an immigrant, a Cernishman 
who, with his wife, Maida, had come 
to the United States in the year 1848. 
He was an ore miner, found a job in 
Northern New Jersey and did so well 
that ‘‘the gold rush of the following 
years left him unmoved."’ ‘He and 
hig -wife had one child, a boy he in- 
sisted; despite her protests, upon 
naming Torquay. When this boy 
was about 3 years old Maida left her 
husband and went to live with an- 
other man. Her act tore Tom Stray- 
ton’s life up by the roots, making 
him for a time a wanderer, with his 
heart full_of hatred for all women. 
Every woman, he declared, was black 
and rotten at the core. He had be- 
gun to instil this belief into Tor- 
quay’s infantile mind. before they 
came to Hopetown, then dominated 
by the Damon Glassworks. Torquay, 
as he grew up, had various difficul- 

ties with his hard, intensely auto- 
cratic father; at one time he ran 
away, and he stayed away, not alto- 
gether of his own will, for no less 
than five years. When he returned, 
a robust youth of 19 or’20, he had a 
rough-and-tumble fight his: fa- 
ther; but presently ‘‘his was 
seized in the hot clamp of a -merci- 





onies from their mother country,’’

*Damons had stood for ‘everything 
that was best and most cultured in 
: Hopetown,” and their passing marked 
the passing of ‘‘the American indus- 
trial aristocracy founded by Caspar 
Wistar in 1739.”

The development of the tale is en- 
tirely conventional, from Strayton’s 
triumph over the Damons to the ro- 
mance of his granddaughter and 
young Ralph Damon. There.is a 
moment when the introduction of 
Mega, the colored woman of aristo- 
cratic descent, promises.something a 
trifle out of the ordinary; but it is 
a hope quickly disappointed. The ac- 
tion covers a period of some sixty- 
odd. years, leaving Torquay an old 
but convinced at last of the 
depth and fidelity of his wife's love, 
a love .so great thgt nothing, not

T sterling player, Louise Clos- 
ser Hale, between times has es- 
sayed the role of writer. Two 

chatty travel books of hers stay in 
the reading public’s happy memory. 
Now she makes her bow as. novelist 
with a warmly human story of the 
theatre, ‘‘Home Talent.’’ So much 
sentimental twaddle concerning the 
stage and the aspirations of young 
genius for it has appeared in fiction 
form that the story lover is bound 
to welcome the note of authenticity 
which Mrs. Hale strikes. With her 
it is not a. case of creating ‘‘atmos- 
phere’’ or of the piling up of adjec- 
tives into a und.’" She 
knows so very patently whereof she 
writes that the reader says to him- 
self complaisantly, ‘‘This is the real 
thing:’’ 

In actual working out, Mrs. Hale 
has blended two very definitely pop- 
ular appeals. National interest in 
the theatre as’ an institution may 
Nave slackened somewhat in the last 
few years with the dwindling of 
“the road,’’ but ‘the interest in the 
people of the theatre undoubtedly 
continues. Coupled. with this. Mrs. 
Hale chooses to write of small-town 
life. Not even the rush of small- 
town tales that followed in the wake 
of the successful ‘‘Main Street” has 
seemed to blunt the delight which the 
public takes in reading the minor 
variations of detail made by each 
writer on this familiar theme. In 
Mrs. Hale's wind-swept High Platte 
peopled by Yankee types who had 
gone West such readers will gain 
new joy. : ; 

Acutely conscious herself of the 
vicarious release from representa- 
tions which the stage gives the au- 
dienees who nightly enjoy her art, 
Mrs. Hale adapts the same psycho- 
logic postulate to’the fashioning of 
her novel.

S novel éxemplifies an old, old 
theme, but a theme that will 
perhaps continue to be empha- 

sized and preached until the present 
social order gives place to a better: 
the theme that man does not live by 
bread alone, that the possession of 
gold may mean the essence of hap- 
Piness, and that in some ways the 
person of means may be poorer than 
the pauper. Damaris Packe, the hero- 
ine, begins by being offered what 
proves to be the choice between wealth 
and love; a rich old invalid aunt 
promises her the inheritance of a for- 
tune if she will delay her marriage 
a while, and Damaris, having reluc- 
tantly consented, finds that she is 
likely to delay her marriage forever, 
for the young man takes fright and 
sets off for parts unknown. The rest 
of the book is devoted to showing 
how Damaris attempts to patch to- 
gether the tatters of her life; how 
she provides for her elder brother 
and ‘his sprightly, impudent young 
daughter; how she finds her life be- 
coming increasingly meaningless, her 
gold without value to purchase the 
warmth and joy she craves, her de- 
votion to her relatives of but small 
service to them or her. 

Had the book ended at this point 
and showed Damaris facing the. in- 
evitable results of ther choice, it might 
have possessed some value as a social 
document. That value, however, is 
carefully nullified by the author, who 
does not forget that a popular novel 
must end happily. And so in the fi- 
nal chapter the departed fover has 
duly recovered from his pique, and 
(to quote Miss Macnamara’s highly 
original phraseology) ‘‘their lips met 
and across the darkness of Damaris 
Packe’s sky sprang once more the 
glorious arch of Hope’s rainbow.’"’ 

But in ‘spite of its obvious conccs- 
sions to the conventional, the book 
is by no means without merit. It is 
for the most part pleasingly and in- 
terestingly written, and itis apparent 
that the author can actually feel and 
sympathize with the trials and suf- 
ferings of her heroine.

HE climax of the vivid career 

of Aristide Briand came in the 

events of the past week. A 

fortnight ago the world waited 
for him. Since America was not 
there to introduce the game of poker, 
forty-eight countries played patience 
at Geneva. Diplomatists from the 
four quarters of the globe, from 
large countries, from medium-sized 
countries, from little countries; di- 
plomatists whd have achieved the 
highest reputation for skill and will; 
diplomatists whose prestige is hardly 
less than the prestige of the 
great powers they represented, idly 
turned their thumbs, politely 
screened their yawns and gazed 
anxiously in the direction of the 
railway station. 

There was nothing to be done. 
they decided, until an _ indolent- 
looking Frenchman -with the fag 
end of a cigarette hanging from his 
lip. strolied leisurely in, shrugged 
his shoulders, cocked his head on 
one side, gesticulated slowly and 
deprecatingly with soothing - eccle- 
siastical -hands, and drawied in a’ 
deep voice with an air of drollery 
that seemed to be a crystallization 
of most everyhody’s thought. 


- Until Briand Came 
Joshua caused the sun to stand 
still for twenty-four hours, but the 
earth voluntarily stood still for the 
better. part of a week because M. 
Briand was absent. You may search 
history through and through, but I 
doubt whether you could. find any 
incident even remotely resembling 
, this, which in its implications was 
nothing short of stupendous. 
in the old days of absolute mon- 
archy. the courtiers lined up in the 
ante-chambers and galleries of the 
palace to greet the appearance of 
the sovereign, who was the sun of ob- 
sequioux satellites... At Geneva, on an im- 
mensely magnified scale. was surely a simi- 
lar picture. International destinies de- 
pended upon the somewhat shabbily clad 
personage with over-long hair who would 
take the centre of the stage with disarming 
jest and caressing gesture. 
There were Chamberiains and Cecils. 
There were 1 b and Paul-B 
There were Luthers and Stresemanns. There

Some men possess a 
strange dramatic touch, and, in contradic- 
tion with, popular belief. dramatic touch 
does not as a rule manifest itself flam- 
tboyantly.. It may declare itself ~ quite 
simply... Generally those who .aim at 
theatrical effects make little impression;

Rather does dramatic tonch reside 
in quiet but appropriate movements .- 
and observations. 

Certainly, in the. case of Aristide 
Briand his peculiar deftness. con~ 
sists not in blowing great fluttering 
bubbies but in pricking them. Wher 
things have puffed themselves up to 
a climax he comes to supply af 
anti-climax. He comes with one of 
those little commonplaces of genius 
which reduces an overswollen ques- 
tion to its proper proportions. 

Let others manufacture complica- 
tions and fabricate difficulties. _ Let 
others pose heartbreaking problems. 
It is the réle of M. Briand to uf- 
tangle complications with a word, to 
dismiss difficulties with a wave of 
the hand, to dissolve problems to 
their simple elements with a smile. 
His solutions. are indeea dissolu- 
tions; a tiny spot of Briandic acid, 
ahd there is a chemical precipita- 
tion. 


A Piercing Intelligence 
You may or you may not care for 
M. Briand, but you cannot deny to 
him the rare gift of penetrating i- 
telligence. His mind is at once ana- 
lytical and synthetical. It pulis the 
problem into its component parts 
and it applies a formula vivid and 
swift as a flash of lightning. Per- 
haps the best description of his ub- 
doubted ability is that which sup- 
poses that political or diplomatic 
questions. do not appear to him ag 
gigantic arithmetical operations, but 
present ‘themselves in terms of al- 
gebra in which everything: futile 1s 
suppressed. 

His equations look astonishingly 
easy, and one is surprised to find 
that contradictions fal] into- accord 
with each other and antinomies are 
reconciled. There are those» who

A conference of influential barbers 
was urged by several despairing ton- 
sorial artists, and finally, alarmed 
by the chaotic condition of the coun- 
try’s beards, a solemn session of the 
National Barbers’ Convention was 
opened in Philadelphia in February, 
1851. There were twenty-four beau- 
iifully groomed delegates. Their 
hair was neatly combed, their beards 
exquisitely trimmed, and they came 
from four fair cities—New York, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore and Pitts- 
burgh. 

The minutes of the meeting de- 
veloped that several tonsorial mis- 
sionaries from the seaboard had at- 
tempted to introduce the coiffure & 
la Bressant and the friz à la Capoul 
among the Pittsburgh ironworkers. 
A few mangled survivors were re- 
counting the heroic episode. The 
friz & la Capoul, a lofty, tightly 
curlec structure of singed hair de- 
signed for open-hearth workers, 
finally landed three barbers and a 
number of steel tuppers in the Mo- 
nongahela River. Other observers 
reported that Boston drummers ahd 
Wall Street runners were greatly 
taken with forked beards and spit 
curls & la Capoul; but with the latter 
they were often unwilling to venture 
out at night. Fair visitors to Man- 
hattan were warned against black’ 
silky mustaches and check vests. 
Then the convention adjourned,

Meanwhile, over in New York, a 
furor had been raised by the advent 
of M. Henri Poujol, a renowned 
Parisian barber, a sensitive esthetic 
soul and a man of great wit. Poujol 
carefully observed the whiskers of 
his adopted land,’and his sensibilities 
were deely shocked. He hurled let- 
ters at the press and exhorted native 
barbers to go back to the smithy. 
He objectd to the practice of train- 
ing native beards on wire trellises 
hung from the chin; and while he ad- 
mitted that the length of New York 
beards obviated the necessity for 
shirts, boiled or otherwise, he claimed 
they were carelessly kept and badly 
trimmed. He implofed local barbers 
to telt him what kind of farm impie- 
ments they employed in grooming 
the New York mustache.

THE GLASS SKYSCRAPER IS ON THE HORIZON | 
Architects Now Have Vision of the Great Building Whose 4 
Four Walls Are One Expansive Window

CCORDING to ihe late Louis 
Sullivan, that great pioneer 
of modern building, a change 
in architecture has always 
been preceded by a change in the 
architect’s thinking processes. “‘‘As 
through the years new men came 
with changed thoughts, so arose new 
buildings in consonance with the 
ehange of thought—the building al- 
ways the expression of the think- 
ing. 

But in one important particular, 
modern thinking has not kept pace 
with the modern change in architec- 
ture. For although we P

have been building in steel 
—a revolutionary departure 
of method—for a generation 
or more, neither the archi- 
tects nor the public have 
yet begun fully to think of 
buildings in terms of steel. 
or perhaps it would be more 
accurate to say, begun: to 
see in terms of steel. It 
may have been this slow- 
ness to grasp the full pos- 
sibilities of a new and ut- 
terly different material 
that caused Sullivan’s life- 
jong quarrel with His con- 
temporaries; for in his own 
triumphs, such as the Pru- 
dential Building in Buffalo, 
he undoubtedly had taken a 
great step toward pure 
thinking in steel. 

Thinking and seeing in 
steel mean accepting, with- 
out subterfuge or conceal- 
ment, the look of steel. 
This we do in certain kinds 
of structures, such as 
bridges; but where habita- 
ble buildings are concerned 
we cling to our masonry 
minds and masonry eye- 
sight. Unless the under- 
pinning of a great structure 
looks some twenty times as 
strong as it actually needs 
to be, we are dissatisfied; 
we feel a sense of insecurity 
due to the logic inherited 
from centuries of stone 
building. It is a curious 
fact that we want the cor- 
ner piers of a biilding to 
be the largest; yet these 
corner piers carry, actually, 
less of the weight than do 
any others—one-haif as 
much ag the lateral piers. 
and one-quarter as much as 
those on the interior. 

Othet examples of this 
habit of depending on our 
woefully arrested eyesight 
abound on all sides. Let us 
consider only two, familiar 
to every commuter. 

First, the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Station. Here we 
enter through an enormous 
Roman facade and portal. 
In the magnificent vestibule 
and the astonishingly spa- 
elous passenger concourse 
the same ftmpression pre- 
vails, of an imperial splen- 
dor reminiscent of the first 
century B, C. But al} this 
imposing stone is a mere 
masquerade, which becomes 
slaringly apparent as soon 
azn we have penetrated 
further, to the enclosure 
where the trains arrive and 
depart.

to extraordinary altitudes, light has 
become more of -a problem than 
ever,” said Mr. Ludlow.

More has never been a question 
about the therapeutic value of light.

true that our horizons have been ex- 
tended in this matter. Architects 
see new possibilities in light, and 
particularity in its transmission 
through materialx, never 
before realized. 

‘There is the esthetic op- 
portunity offered by build- 
ing with glass. Here a 
new world opens up to us. 
There iy no doubt in my 
mind that when we have 
properly solved the design- 
er’s problem of fusing glass 
walls with steel construc- 
tion we shall be able to 
build structures of the ut- 
most beauty. A thing ix 
beautiful often if it is sim- 
ply logical. The first step 
is fully to accept the new 
building logic that follows 
from the employment of 
steel. We must accept 
the steel skeleton, without 
masks of any kind. Hith- 
erto we have used amall 
units of brick or terra 
cotta to cover up the frame- 
Work and make it look 
solid; but these small units 
or opaque curtain walls are 
only a convention, a hang- 
over from the days wheh 
the walls supported the 
weight of the building. 

“With the coming of the 
glass -building the steel 
framework will be com- 
pletely expressed in the ex- 
terior design.’’ 

Buildings in which glass 
is freely used have not, of 
course, been entirely. un- 
known. Stanford White 
first introduced the grill- 
and-giass lighting for banks 
in the Knickerbocker Trust 
Company, famous in’ its 
day, but now completely 
transformed. The Rodin 
‘Studios on Fifty-seventh 
Street, designed by Cass 
Gilbert, present a north 
wall almost entirely otf 
glass. The transition from 
these tentative efforts to 
the glass skyscraper build- 
ing is really a step in ‘‘the 
evolution of the window,"’ 
which Mr. Ludlow deacribed 
as follows: 

“In the heavy masonry 
construction of fifty years 
ago the window was a 
mere slit, and. each window 
was an individual factor in. 
the looks of the building. 
With the coming of the 
skyscraper, windows in- 
creaged in size, yet they 
Jost their individual im- 
portance and were merged 
into whole columns of win- 
dows, vertical shafts that- 
became units in the facade. 
The next step to be taken 
is the one we are discuss- 
ing: the enlargement of the 
window from an opening in 
the wall to the wall itself.

ROM far Tibet comes a new 
cousin of the Violet family to 
gladden the world; and so 
great is the popularity of that 
family that hundreds of people read 
about the newcomer with keen in- 
terest and are eager to have it, or its 
descendants, in their gardens. 

A Chinese botanist; R. C. Ching, 
jm the staff of the National. Geo- 
graphic Society, plucked the blue- 
3yed stranger from its native Tibe- 
tan hillside. A camel caravan, a 
goatskin raft and fast steamships 
bore it to Occidental civilization. An 
eminent German scientist put his re- 
sources of mind and laboratory to 
work on it, and at last pronounced 
it a variety of Viola the dictionaries 
had utterly overlooked, so modestly 
had the bloom hidden itself away. 
‘The new pliant is therefore chris- 
tened Viola Chingiaua, its discoverer 
is congratulated, there is great re- 
joicing, and Viola Chingiana can 
sing, with Thackeray’s flower: 


A humble flower long time I pined, 
Upon the solitary: plain, 
‘And trembled at the angry wind, 
_ And shrunk before the rain. 
And oh! ‘twas in a dleseed hour 
A passing wanderer chanced to 
see, 
And pitying the lonely flower, 
To stoop and gather me. 


In popularity the violet vies with 
the rose, the lily and the carnation. 
But for the discriminating beau so- 
‘licitous of his belle’s favor a bunch 
of violets is still the preferred of- 
fering. Orchids and sweetpeas also 
have, at times, made bold bids for 
preference but without seriously 
_. impinging on the vogue of the bou- 

quet of modest, sweet-smelling blue 

flowers. 


For a time last year florists said 
the sweetpea threatened the suprem- 
acy of the violet, in part, because 
of the in the fashi of wo- 
men’s dress; but the explanation 
was too subtle to be very clear to 
the layman. The violet held its 
own, and with the new ‘‘Mrs. Lioyd 
‘George,’’ displayed recently at the 
flower show, it is likely to continue 
- as the favorite. ‘‘Mrs. George,’’ by 
the way, is a single with a small ro- 

‘gette in its centre. It was only a 
sub-deb last year, but has now had 
its coming-out party. 

Writers from Shakespeare and 
Goethe to the love-sick swain who 
succumbs to the urge to burst into 
verse have all paid poetic, or at 
’ least, rhyming tribute to the unob- 
trusive and shyly tempting - violet. 
The greatest of English poets writes 
in ‘“Twelfth Night” of “violets dim 
but sweeter than the lids of Juno’s 
eyes.” And aguin of “the sweet 
south that breathes upon a bank of 
violets, stealing and giving “odor.” 





Mrs. Osgood, in ‘'Garden Gossip,"’ 
gives to the flower a feminine trait 
when she says: ‘‘The violet thinks 
with her timid blue eye, to pass for 
a blossom enchanting shy.’’ 

The scent of the violet helps to ex- 
plain the popularity of the flower. 
The delicate odor of fresh 
violets, unlike any other 
perfume, holds a fascina- 
tion which, like the elbow 
of Gilbert’s Katisha, “few 
can resist." Goethe sums 
it up when he says: ‘‘The 
violet’s charms I prize in- 
deed, so modest ‘tis and 
fair, and smells so sweet.” 
““Modest, fair and sweet’’— 

a temptation fot easily to 
be put aside in poetry or 
prose and not.to be ignored 
by botanist, florist or lay- 


man. 

An old proverb holds that 
beauty without grace is a 
violet without smell. But 
there have been poets who 
admired the perfume of 
the dying quite as much 
as of the living flower. 
Thus we find Montgomery 
observing: * 
The violets were past their prime, 

Yet their departing breath 

Was sweeter, in the blast of death, 

Than all the lavish fragrance of 

the time. 

And Shelley writes: ‘The violet lay 
dead, while the odor flew on the 
wings of the wind o’er the waters 
blue’’—recalling to mind the deep 
pathos of Ophelia’s madness, in 
the midst of which she sighs: 
“I would give you some violets, 
but they withered all when my father 
died.’" ‘ 

“April’s Loveliest Violets” 

Blue persists in the common mind 
as the striking note of the violet’s 
color scheme:

In recent years Miss Harriet Mul- 
ford of Hempstead, L. I., has de- 
veloped a variety of viola, and T. 
A. Weston of the Florists’ Exchange 
is counting the days when he, too, 
will ask florists to see and admire @ 
hybrid of V. cornuta, the Jersey gem, 
which he has been nursing along for 
two years or more. - 

A violet lacking in sweetness of 
fragrance is not wanted by the pub- 
lic nor by the florist. When prop- 
erly grown all varieties of V. odorata 
(sweet violet) give forth a delicate 
perfume, but the odor soon fades 
once the flower has been separated 
from the plant. Thirteen hours 
frem the moment of picking is the 
limit of time within which it will 
maintain its distinctive atmosphere. 

Surpassing Fragrance 

The violet of song and story, of 
history and fiction must have been 
a variety of odorata because of the 
insistence of writers upon its sur- 
passing fragrance. It grows wild 
throughout Europe and Northern 
Asia. 

In considering the violet it should 

be borne in mind that viola 

is the classical name for 
the progenitors of both the 
modern violet and the hum- 
ble pansy, for in the begin- 
ning violet and pansy were 
sisters. At first classifica- 
tion of the many violas of 
the world was a difficult 

_task because closely allied 

species hybridize freely in 
~ mature. In Eastern North 

America alone some eighty 

hybrids have been identified. 

This is greater than the 

number of pure varieties. 

In Europe there were found 

eighty-three hybrids among 

102 species. 

The viola is ‘often blue, 
sometimes white, sometimes 
yellow or purple or a com- 
bination of some of these 
hues. A hundred years ago 
or more a lover of flowers 

in Italy, it is believed, was moved, as 
Thackeray says, ‘‘to stoop and gath- 
er’’ a specimen of Viola odorata. He 
dug deep, taking up roots and ail. 
The specimen was carefully trans- 
planted and tended, and through di- 
vision~ of the crowns and judicious 
selection was developed later in Italy, 








Germany and France into the fra- 
grant violet of today. 

Lord Gambier of Uxbridge, Middle- 
sex, England, did a like thing with 
another variety of viola and brought 
it to perfection in the glorious pansy 
of the, modern garden. 

Tastes for violet varieties change 
with locality. Fifth Avenue, New- 
port and the “‘Hempstead set” prefer 
the double-petaled Marie Louise. 
Boston’s Back Bay belles are partial 
to the single variety. In this, Bos- 
ton and Europe see with the same 
eye, are captive to. the same per- 
fume. London, Paris and Rome all 
give preference to the singie bloom. 

Growers, professional and amateur, 
have been struck by the fact that 
the violet is decidedly of the country. 
It does not thrive in the city, nor 
does it do well in suburbs too near 
large centres of population. John 
Banister Tabb celebrates in these 
lines the violet’s true habitat: 


The violet, in ‘its timid way, seems 
to bespeak the fresh, clear rural air 
uncontaminated by urban exhala- 
tions and smoke-fog. It is best 
grown in frames or, if outside, in a 
shaded spot where it can get an 
abundance of moisture. The soil 
should be fertile. 

The season’s growth should be 
transplanted every year, otherwise 
the plants will run together in a tight 
mat, giving few and poor flowers. 
Eigteen inches should be allowed be- 
tween every plant and, as they make 
growth, all runners should be cut off 
until well into the middle of Summer. 

Most growers for the market put 
up violets fifty flowers in a bunch 
backed by twenty to twenty-five 
leaves, or the blooms are picked and 
tied, roughly, 100 in a bunch and 
placed in water until the time for 
packing in boxes. Experts say a 
grower ought to get 100 salable 
flowers from a plant but admit that 
fifty comes nearer to: what he actu- 
ally gets. 

For the New. York market Rhine- 
beck-on-the-Hudson is the centre of 
the violet growing industry. Ama- 
teurs the country over are taking 
up the plant-more and more every 
year. As with other kinds of 
flowers, every year’s flower show 
brings out an increasing number of 
exhibits from home gardens, and the 
amateurs get a fairly large share of 
the prizes. ;

Amundsen’s American — Won Spurs as Explorer

Yet this was not 
Mr. EUsworth’s first hazardous 
journey into the Unknown, as is re- 
vealed in the following article in 
which he @escribes his career.

great-grandparents were 

among the first white set- 

tlers on the. Western Re- 

serve of Ohfo. From them 

I must have inherited my love of 

the frontier, the outskirts of civil- 

ization. Among the hunters, trap- 

pers, scouts and “two-gun men’’ of 

the earty American West are to be 

found my boyhood heroes.-- Some of 

them. were good bad men, others 

were bad good-men. But théy were 

all brave and fearless, and as long 

as I live they will ride their phan- 

tom horses across my memory. 
Today only a few are left. AM the 
others have gone west—to — 

the eternal west beyond the 
setting sun. I have known 
many of them; I have done 
most of the things that the 


hunted buffalo, lived among 
the Indians, prospected for 
gold and dragged the sur- 
veyor’s chain across the 
unmarked Western prairies. 

Leaving college in 1962; I 
jommed, as an axeman, the 
first survey party sent out 
by the Grand Trunk Pacific 
to explore a route for’ 
a transcontinental railway 
across Canada. We became 
lost in the country north of 
the English River in On- 
tario, and after exhausting 
our food supplies lived on 
horse meat and wild berries 
until we found our way out. 
Those who have camped in 
the vast country north of 
Georgian Bay, where the 
forests seem limitless, will 
appreciate to some extent 
what this meant. 

For five years I followed 
these surveys through a 
vast and imperfectly known 
country, where, our only 
companions were. Indians 
and trappers. After run- 
ning a line through the 
Beaver Hills in Saskatche- 
wan I was transit man on 
the first survey through the 
Yellowhead Pass in British 
Columbia. . 


As we were competing for 
the pass against the Cana- 
dian Northern Railway, we 
left Edmonton quietly one 
Spring midnight, and after 
tramping two hundred miles 
with our instruments on our 
backs, rafting rivers and dragging 
pack horses out of bogs by day and 
fighting the pests that interminably 
swarmed about us by night, we 
reached the pass first, after the loss 
of four horses—three fully packed 
animals falling off a cut-bank into 
the Athabasca River and drowning, 
- while the fourth died from eating 
wild parsnip. 

A resident engineer in charge of a 
party at the Prince Rupert terminal 
of the railway, I witnessed a spec- 
tacle seldom seen by any human be- 
ing—a fight to the death between 
two “thresher’’ whales ahd a iarger 
whale, the threshers taking turns in 
1 i like 1 clear of the 
water and landing, with a report 
that was audible a mile away, on 
their victim's back, the object being 
to keep his head under water. 

Gasping and wheezing for air as 
he slowly drowned, the great whale 
lay half immersed in a churned-up 
sea of blood-flecked foam, flopping 
his huge tail from side to side in an 
effort to rid himself of his tormen- 
tors. But those wolves of the sea 
were not to be thwarted. As they 
slowly drove the great whale into 











shallow water, dusk closed about the 
scene, and next day the placid wa- 
ters of the bay showed no evidence 
of that titanic struggle between 
those primitive monsters of the 
deep. 

Although we were living the wild, 
free life of the frontier on those 
surveys, we were at the same time 
blazing the way for civilieation; 
ahead of us pushed the prosp 
while in the vanguard followed the 
settler. .On the trails west of Ed- 
monton I was astonished at the 
number of “‘prairie-schooners” that 
Passed us, headed toward the Peace 
River country, eight hundred miles 
to the northward. 

In the life of today, these gaunt 
men and stern-faced women, trudg- 
ing patiently along beside their 
creaking loads, drawn by a span of 
oxen, seem like a chapter out of the 





past. They described to us in glow- 
ing terms the fertility of that far- 
away land toward which they were 
headed, and I vowed that I would 
never rest. content until I had seen 
for myself the wonders of the Peace 
River country. 

In 1908, after having traveled 
about in a box car for a year as 
resident engineer on construction 
work for the Canadian Pacific, west 
of Montreal, my opportunity to go 
to the Peace River came. With an 
old prospector for a companion, I 
started from Port Essington on the 
Pacific, ascended the Skeena River, 
and, after crossing the divide, 
dropped down unto the headwaters 
of the Peace, where we made a trade 
with an Indian for his ‘“‘dug-out” 
canoe, and after a journey of al- 
most a th d miles reached Ed 
monton. 

We panned for gold in most of the 
streams flowing into the headwaters 
of the Peace, and while my com- 
panion camped on the river, I went 
into the back country hunting moose 
with the Beaver Indians. These In- 
dians live in encampments, each en- 
campment consisting of a dozen or 











more families. Each family takes its 
turn at hunting. When a kill is 
made, the other families all move 
up, and there is feasting and song 
until the last morsél is devoured, 
when another family takes up the 
hunt; and so on, each family con- 
tributing its share to the welfare of 
the tribe. 


From plenty to starvation—for 
game is scarce on the Peace—these 
Indians, like-all others I have seen 
in the West, accept the inevitable 
with stoicism and fortitude and are 
happy. In their charactcr are many 
traits that I respect and admire. If 
one finds them deceitful an@ cun- 
ning, this quality is mostly trace- 
able to the white man with whom 
they have come in contact. 

These Beaver Indians are nomads. 
They continually follow the game as 
it migrates from place to place, and

they disdain to live at the Hudson 
Bay posts. Because game is scarce, 
it is not exceptional for the men of 
the families to tie bandannas about 
their heads to keep perspiration 
from their eyes and cover fifty 
miles a day at a dog-trot across 
country in search of moose. 


A Deadly Knife Throw 


These Indians are poor shots, but 
I saw one young buck draw his 
hunting knife from its sheath while 
riding through a willow thicket and 
pin a partridge to a log with it a 
hundred feet ahead of his horse, I 
remember one family that stopped 
on their way down stream to camp 
beside us. They had been living for 
more than a week on nothing but 
wild berries, yet the man of the fam- 
ily had been daily covering such dis- 
tances as I have mentioned in search 
of meat. 


When an old squaw, with a black 
pipe in her mouth, spied a porcupine 
skin which we had thrown into a 
back-eddy and which, to my knowl- 
edge, had been swirling around in 
it for at least a week—I, myself, 
having killed the animal with the 








butt of my loaded shotgun, both bar- 
rels discharging between my side 
and upraised arm and blowing the 
stock clean from the barrels—she 
fished it out, and after patiently 
picking out every quill boiled the 
hide and drank the soup. 

Although more than thirty years 
had passed since the wanton exter- 
mination of the buffalo from the 
Western plains, a small herc still 
survived in the foothills of the Bit- 
terroot. Mountains of Montana as 
late as 1910. The story of these buf- 
falo may be interesting. 

In 1873 Michet Pablo, a Mexican 
living In the Flathead Valley, bought 
from Walking Coyote, an Indian, 
twelve calves which he had captured 
on the Milk River in Canada. Walk- 
ing Coyote, who was married to a 
Cree woman, one day shot her in 
anger. He fied to Canada, made his 


home among the Piegan Indians, but, 
Indian-like, soon became homesick. 
It occurred to him, also Indian-like, 
that by returning home with some 
captured buffalo, it might appear 
as an excuse for having left. He 
captured fourteen calves, killing two 
for meat. 

Pablo turned these twelve calves 
loose on what is now the Flathead 
Reserve, a rugked country, fifty 
miles long by forty wide, and 
hemmed in on all sides by the Bitter- 
root Mountains, except on the north, 
where lies Flathead Lake. The buf- 
falo made this region their home and 
aid not leave, for the valleys so lie 
that the Winters are mild and the 
food abundant. When the reserve 
was opened up for settlement in 
1910, the Canadian Government ne- 
gotiated. for the sale of whatever 
buffalo might be found on it. Inthe 
great round-up, which lasted nearly 
four years, 700 head were captured 
and went to form the nucleus of the 
immense herd that the Canadian 
Government now owns. 

Through my acquaintance with the 
Canadian Commissioner I was per- 
mitted to join in the round-up, and 





— to follow the ‘‘outlaws,” 
uneonquerable old. veterans of the 
herd who pushed high up into the 
rocky fastnesses of the Bitterroota, 
there to make their last stand along 
the edge of the timber line. 

This was undoubtedly the last wild 
buffalo hunt to take place in the 
United States, for these peaceful val- 
leys and foothills, tucked away in 
the heart of the Bitterroot Moun- 
tains of Montana, have been opened 
up to settlement, and the few ‘‘out- 
laws’’ that remain are rigidly pro- 
tected in their homes along the 
timber line, 

Closely intertwined with the his- 
tory of thé buffalo is the romance of 
the Indian. The two were inseparable. 
It is almost impossible in our civili- 
zation of today to realize the value 
of the buffalo to the Plains Indian. 
During his lifetime its meat was 
his sustenance, its skin covered his 
dwelling and clothed him, and, after 
death, wrapped in the robe upon 
which he had sat before his tipifire, 
he journeyed:to his ‘‘happy hunt- 
ing grounds."’ 

From Montana I wan- 
dered to Nome, Alaska, 
where I was employed as 
an engineer with gold ‘‘ny- 
draulicking.”’ Sti I was 
not satisfied—“a boy’s will 
is the wind’s will, and the 
thoughts of youth are long, 
long thoughts."' Beyond the 
“last frontier,’’ beyond even 
the outermost edge of dis- 
covery, toward that huge 
tract in the Polar Sea 
marked “unexplored,’’ lay 
my dream. How should J 
ever follow into that land 
of far horizons? 

Strange to say, the day 
dreams of the boy became 
the realities of later life. It 
was inevitable that Roald 
Amundsen and I should 
meet, for ours were kindred 
spirits. We met in Paria 
during the World War; 1 
was in the aviation service 
and he was.on a tour of 
inspection of the trenches 
as a guest of the American 
Government. 

During our half hour's 
talk together I told him of 
my interest in Polar ex- 
ploration and remarked that 
I hoped some day we might 

_ Join forces. I don’t think 
he took me seriously; he 
no doubt thought me just 
another young fellow look, 
ing for adventure. 

It was not until the Fall 
of 1924 that I saw him 
again, this time in New: 
York, where he had come 
on a lecture tour. I myself 
had but just returned from 
South America, after com- 
pleting, with Professor Sin- 
gewald of Johns Hopkins 
University, a geological 

cross-section of the Andes Moun- 
tains, through Central Peru, from 
the Pacific to the headwaters of 
the Amazon River. I don’t believe 
he remembered our first meeting, 
although to my inquiry he replied, 
“Oh yes!’’ But I was not to be 
denied longer. 

Newspaper reports of contemplated 
airplane expeditions into the Arctic 
became more and more frequent, 
and where there is smoke there is 
always some fire. I finally con- 
vinced Amundsen of my ‘seriousness 
and of the genuineness of my desire 
to be in on this pioneer work, and 
so we at last stood on common 
ground. 

Although it was my father who 
made our Polar flight of 1925 possi- 
ble, the thing had been Roald 
Amundsen’s life dream, and I 
thought it showed the greatness of 
the man that he was willing to share 
equally with another in the adven- 
ture. I was glad, for that reason, 
to see the expedition go solely under 
the Norwegian colors. The only 
reservation I made was that I should 





be the only American to accom- 
pany it. 
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BOOTLEGGERS OF ANCIENT ART 
FLOURISH IN THE NEAR EAST 


Mediterranean Nations That Possess the Sites of Early Civilizations 
Have Difficulty in Preventing Exportation of Relics

OOTLEGGING in ‘antiquities 
has grown to be a great in- 
ternational industry. Most of 
the natives who live near the 
sites of ancient civilizations are en- 
aged in it. 

Greece; Italy, Egypt, Syria and 
Turkey make it a prison offense to 
gsend archaeological objects out of 
those countries. Nevertheless, mu- 
seums, dealers and private collectors 
ef Europe and America are getting 
them faster than ever before. This 
is made possible by an elaborate 
antiquity running system which cov- 
ers the whole Mediterranean. . 

Once smuggled out of the country 
of its origin, the bronze, marble, 
vase or jewel becomes an ordinary 
article of commerce. The taint of 
bootlegging does not attach to the 
ultimate receiver. The museum or 
dealer is not obliged to inquire into 
the history of the article or to assist 
Greece and other nations in the en- 
forcement of narrow-minded and 
selfish laws. ‘ 

One of thé show pieces in the Mu- 
seum of Fine Arts of Boston came 
wrapped in a newspaper under the 
arm of a Brockton shoemaker. This 
was a solid gold Greek bowl, weigh- 
ing nearly three pounds, with an 
inecription in archaic Greek charac- 
ters which read *‘The Kypsetids ded- 
icated (this bowl) from Herakleta.’’ 
The gold alone in this object is 
worth more than $00. Several 
times that amount was paid for it. 
According to the Brockton man, the 
bow! was found near Olympia by his 
cousin, a shépherd hoy. One morn- 
ing after a rain the boy saw some- 
thing shining in the ground. Greek 
boys keep their eyes on the ground 
after every rain, for a downpour 
often lays bare. ancient coins and 
relics. The shepherd geied it 


richest city in Greece. Kypselos 
built the treasury at Delphi, which 
contained an immense treasure in 


the fees paid by clients of the oracle. j 


Herodotus saw there the hailf-ton of 
gold which Croesus paid the oracle 
for the worst professional advice 
that history records. He saw bowls 
that contained $150,000 worth of 
gold each. A few centuries later the 
treasure had disappeared through 
ancient conquerors, bandits. and 
grafters,. Of all the gifts dedicated 
at Delphi and Olympus in the time 
of Kypselos, the bowl at the Boston 
Museum is the only one known to 
be in existence today. 

A fine head of Demeter in the Bos- 
ton Museum was acquired from a 
Greek candymaker in a small town 
in Pennsylvania. Relatives in the 
old country had sent it on to be sold 
‘n America. One of the most prized 
vossessions of the museum is an 
‘yory and gold statuette of the snake 
goddess of Crete. Its period is about 
1600 B. C., when the prehistoric 
civilization of Crete was at its height. 
How this piece was found and smug- 
gled out is a secret. 

Important Acquisitions Here 

Since .the war the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art has, according to one 
authority, acquired more fine objects 
of the classic Greek period than all 
the museums of Europe have re- 
ceived during the same time. Some 
of the acquisitions of the Metropoli- 
tan have come from the sale of pri- 
vate collections. The majority, how- 
ever, has been- purchased from 
American and European dealers who 
have agents in every region where 
archaeological objects are ‘found. 

The Berlin Museum paid $300,000 
last year for an archaic painted 
statue of the goddess Demeter, dug 
up a short distance from Athens. A

orate nine out of ten recital programs 
in the music world; when ultra- 
modern Stravinsky, the caveman of 
Russian music, composes dissonant 
variations on the venerable Thurin- 
gian, it is high time to examine the 
cause of this widespread public in- 
terest. For truly there is an epi- 
demic of Bach today. 

What manner of man is_ this 
Johann Sebastian Bach, long wor- 
shiped by the discerning few? He 

_ is still regarded by many as an ob- 
scure organist and a rather stuffy, 
narrow-minded, eccentric composer 
of straitjacket fugues and dull coun- 
terpoint. Berlioz once remarked 
that in a fugue, above all in a Bach 
fugue, one voice chases another and 
together they all chase the listener 
out of the hall. But the modern ver- 
dict is increasingly at variance with 
this antiquated point of view. Acute 
critics long ago foresaw the develop- 
ment of public interest in the man. 
Sir Hubert Parry, the eminent Eng- 
fish writer on music, once remarked: 


His Consistent Humanity 


“Of all the composers whose per- 
sonality gains in fascination and 
whose individuality becomes more 


"and more eloquent with the passage 


of time, Johann Sebastian Bach 
stands foremost—no other maater 
shows in small things as in great 
“the same degree of consistent hu- 
mManity.’* 

Hundreds of writers have written 
about Bach and thousands of musi- 
clans have played his works. The 
fruit of public appreciation is begin- 

_ ning to ripen. 

“‘Why keep on playing Wagner?’ 
gome one asked Carl Bergmann, an 
early conductor of the Philharmonic 
Society, in the days when Wagner 
was considered bizarre and ultra- 
modern. ‘‘Nobedy wants to hear 


“Don't -dey?’’ spluttered Berg- 
mann. ‘‘Den dey vill hear him until 
ley do!’’ 

And they did. So has it been with 
Bach. 

After a ceaseless trickling of Bach's 
_ music through concert halls for 150 
years, men are beginning to under- 
stand Bach as a man. They begin 
to senae dimly that he was not only 
a great musician, but also a great 
personality. ‘More and more the pub- 





lic r that Bach was not a stiff, 
pedantic and dusty inhabitant of 
musty organ lofts, but a splendid 
and poetic personality; a man of 
ceaseless activity, who composed a 
monumental mass of great music. 

Johann Sebastian was born in 
March, 1685, in the little Thuringian 
town of Eisenach, famous for its 
music. _ His family can be traced 
back in Thuringia as far as the 
Reformation. ‘There was a long line’ 
of musical ancestors. One forerun- 
ner combined fiddling and carpet 
weaving; another was a miller and 
baker, with a merry taste for music. 
Three of Bach's forebears weré sent 
to. Italy to study music.

When Bach lost his voice he be- 


he familiarized himself with the 
great organ music of the masters, 
and at 18 became organist of the 
New Church at Arnstadt. This was 
in 1704. 

His nature was restless and he 
never overcame a boy's love of 
travel. Securing four weeks’ leave 
from the church, he walked fifty 
miles to Liibeck in order to hear 
Buxtchude play the organ. He over- 
stayed his leave three months ard 
when he.returned to Arnstadt there 
was a rumpus. The consistory took 
him to task. It complained that 
Bach’s variations on the chorales 
were so “surprising’’ that the con- 
gregation often forgot to sing; that 
he bewildered the congregation by 
“many strange sounds” (shades of 
Schoenberg and Stravinsky!), and 
that he had no choir practice what- 
ever. Some one informed. the local 
pastor that Bach was in the habit 
of slipping out of the organ loft dur- 
ing @ prosy sermon and sipping a 
pot of beer across the street. 

In November, 1706, the complaints 
became even stronger. Bach ac-

tually admitted that he had per-

guished musicians, and three daugh- 
ters. 

Concert tours took Bach to Ham- 
burg, Halle, Cassel, Leipsic and 
other towns. He played on and 
tested new organs throughout Ger- 
many, where’ his art and his opin- 
fons were highly respected. 

In 1717, on an expedition to Dres- 
den, Bach, at the Saxon King's ‘in- 
vitation, heard the celebrated French 


organist, Marchand, play a number 


of variations on a French air. When 
he was through, Bach, somewhat 
maliciously, sat down at the instru- 
ment, took the same theme Marchand 
had treated and extemporized twelve 
more brilliant and original varia- 
tions on it. 


Marchand Left Hurriedly 

A public contest was arranged for 
the fotiowing day. Bach proposed 
to give Marchand a number of 
themes for the French organist to 
improvise on, and. the Frenchman 
was to set him a similar task. At 
the appointed time Bach and a large 
audience assembled jn Count Fiem 
ming’s salon, but no French cham- 
pion appeared. Finally a courier an- 
nounced that Marchand had hur- 
riedly left Dresden that morning. 
Bach performed alone for his au- 
dience and received an ovation. 

In the same year he accepted the 
post of master of music to Prince Leo- 
pold of Anhalt-Kéthen, and in this 
prolific period of musical activity pro- 
duced the first part of the celebrated 
“Well Tempered Clavichord.’’ ~ 

While Bach was in Carishad with 
Prince Leopold his wife died. A year 
and a half later he married Anna 
Magdalena Wilken, daughter of the

Encouraged by 
this’ generosity, Bach now married 
Maria Barbera. By this. marriage 
he had eight children—five sons, 
several of whom became distin- 








court trumpeter in the ducal band 


at Weissenfels. She bore him thir- 


teen children, six of them sons. 
Anna Magdalena was a cultivated 
and gifted woman, endowed with a 
good voice. 4 

Meanwhile Bach was constantly on 
the lookout for a more remunerative 
position. in 1723, after competitive 
examinations and many difficulties, 
he wag appointed organist in the 
Themasschule at Leipsic, a position 
he occupied until his death. Here 
he endured the deadly routine of 
singing classes, burial services, re- 
ligious examinations, classroom 
work and composition. But for all 
that it seems to have been one of 


Bach always kept open house in 
Leipsic. ._His music room was 4 
mecca for artists and musicians of 
every land. Sometimes he had dif- 
fiquity in getting rid of bores. One 
Frenchman, in his own eyes a great 
organist, insisted upon playing for 
Bach every day until that master 
was driven to exasperation. He sent 
for his celebrated pupil, Ludwig 
Krebs, cantor of Altenburg, dressed 
Krebs as a wagoner with a long 
whip, and coached him in his réle. 

One morning Bach introduced the 
wagoner to the Frenchman ag- 2 
neighboring peasant with a slight 
taste for music. The wagoner sat 
down, played a simple air in ac- 
cordance with his supposed char- 
acter, and then proceeded to de- 
velop a fantasia that spread out on 
the clavier’s keyboard all the riches 
of Krebs’s marveious art. 

**You see,’ said Bach to the dum- 
founded Frenchman, ‘‘that is how 
mere wagoners play in our coun-- 
try.”". The Frenchman dashed out 
of the house and never returned. 

Frederick the Great’s friendship 
for Bach testifies to the: latter's 
widespread fame as an organist and 
clavecinist. In 1747 the Prussian 
monarch persuaded Bach. then 62 
years old, to visit Potsdam. Fred- 
erick, an ardent flutist, was about 
to commence his daily concert when 
a list of Potsdam arrivals, with 
Bach's name at the top, was placed 
in his hands. The King at once laid 
down his flute in great excitement 
and cried: 

“Gentlemen, old Bach has 
rived!”’ 

After this last expecition Bach’s 

eyesight: began to fail and he under- 
went two biundering operations. 
After a siege of blindness he recov- 
ered his- sight, but passed quietly 
away on July 28. 1750. The only 
record of his death. is preserved in 
the Leipsic town library. It runs 
as follows: 
’ “A man, age 67, Johann Sebastian 
Bach, musical director and singing 
master of the St. Thomas School, 
was carried to his grave in the 
hearse, July 30th, 1750.’’ 


Intellect and Humor ° 


Bach’s burial place was later root- 
ed up and made into a road. When 
Schumann later searched for his 
grave the sexton shook his head, re- 
marking that ‘‘there were many 
Bachs."’ 
Bach's outstanding characteristics 
are read in his strongly marked face. 
Intellect is revealed in the nobie, 
broad foreh hed eyebrows, 
between which a line of temper runs. 
Humor, which was always rippling 
out, can be seen in the lines of the 
mouth and nose. He was benevolent 
and generous to a fault. Although 
he possessed a quick temper he was 
impartial—almost fanatically seo—and 
repeatedly praised works and per- 
formances by men who were his 
enemies, : 
Todav, when the world stands on a 
threshold at the end of the first 
quarter of a new century, when men 
glance back upon a period of formal 
conventions and established convic- 
tions (many of them shattered by

BORDER YEARNS TO LEAD ITS OWN LIFE © 


Closing Entry Ports on the Mexican Line Annoys Pleasure 
Seekers and Business Men of Both Sides |

OWN along the Texas-Mexi- 

can border, where the Rio 

Grande forms the interna- 

tional boundary, and thence 

on. to the West, where the 
line is represented by a row of cast- 
iron monuments and a barbed-wire 
fence, the people on both sides have 
their own notions as to the merits 
of the Mexican problem. 

To them it is not a question of 
Government ownership of oil, confis- 
cation of land or expulsion of preach- 
ers. . Bombastic oratory and diplo- 
matic duplicity do not enter into it, 
They read about these things and are 
annoyed. They want to be restored 
to the status wherein they enjoyed 
a quiet, neighborly existence and 
traded back and forth with one 
another as friendly people should 
trade. , 

The border people don’t want in- 
ternational misunderstandings and 
they don't want war. In the last 
fifteen years they have seen s0 
much of these things that they are 
tired of them. -Hence when some in- 
dustrious correspondent writes to his 
paper in the. East accusing Uncle 
Sam of abandoning his traditional 
policy—which the border people don’t 
think he ever had—of extending full 
protection to .Amefican interests 
abroad, they suggest to the young 
man that he go way back and sit 
down. 


Against Rocking the Boat 

Or again, when Representative 
‘airplay, from along the snowy 
Canadian frontier, waxes eloquent in 
Washington and twists the eagie’s 
tail with. lurid comments about 
Mexico’s misbehavior, the people 
down on the line, who have to live 
with the question, cry out with one 
voice, “Aw, dry up! You're rock- 
ing the boat.” < 

In the estimation of the border 
people, rocking the boat is about all 
that the politicians and the diplo- 





Americans who. dwell along the in- 
ternational boundary and are not en- 
gaged in gun-running ur bootlegging 
would like nothing better than to be 
allowed to live in peace and harmony 
with one another, but they cannot. 
They cannot, because, as a result 
of recent changes which the Consti- 
tution of the United States has 
undergone, a transformation has 
taken place in the Mexican towns 
that now and then causes the Fed- 
eral authorities on one side or the 
other to get cross and shut the gate. 
The situation is annoying. 

Without any desire to criticize any- 
body or to take sides in an appar- 
ently endless argument, here is what 
has happened and is happening in 
regard to the opening and closing of 
the border. ports: 

Before the adoption of the Eigh- 
teenth Amendment Juarez, a town 
one may take as an example because 
it is the largest and most progres- 
sive town on the Mexican border, 
was nothing more nor less than an 
ordinary sun-baked Mexican village. 
It was no more vicious than its sister 
city El Paso, on the opposite side 
of the Rio Grande. In those days the 
tourists who crossed to Juarez went 
on Sunday afternoons to see a bull- 
fight, or on week days to look at the 
old church and to tramp along the 
dusty, unpaved streets, which were 
lined on both sides with low, flat- 
roofed, bullet-scarred. adobe houses. 
In the town as it used to be there 
were only the normal number of 
saloons and a few innocuous dance 
halls, scantily patronized by Ameri- 
can customers. 

Then came prohibition, and Juarez, 
which had been dozing quietly be- 
neath its own: vines and fig trees for 
two -hundred years, awoke with a 
start. It awoke to the tread of an 





army of advancing thousands. It was 
an army of thirsty Americans. At 
once the old town prepared to meet 
the assault. It did a good job. 

A prosperity that it had never 
dreamed of was legislated upon it 
by ‘the passage of our Voilstead act. 
Juarez paved its streets, tore down 
its adobe buildings, replaced them 
with substantia] brick structures and 
installed therein fancily furnished sa- 
loons, dance halls and restaurants, 
standing shoulder to shoulder along 
whole blocks. In brief, through the 
genial operation of our laws and 
with, as the Town Council openly 
stated, our welcome financial assist- 
ance, Juarez became & warm, glow- 
ing spot on the border to: which 
Americans from great distances 
focked in large numbers. Many also 
came from near-by points every day. 


The End Came at Last 


It is proverbial that Americans, 
unlike any other race of people on 
earth, will do things abroad that they 
won't do at home; and so in Juarez 
on many occasions Americans have 
behaved hilariously. The habit has 
grown apace and, as the months 
have rolled on, the old Mexican 
town, recognizing its possibilities, 
has yielded to the American demand 
and increased its recreational facili- 
ties. 

The end came at last. It had to 
come, and Juarez suddenly found 
that it was the bone of contention 
between two antagonistic American 
elements. 

The church and reform elements 
of El Paso warited to close the port 
at an early hour in the evening and 
to have strict passport regulations in 
effect at all times, in order to prevent 
people from going to Juarez and in- 
duiging in dissipations. On the other 





hand, bibulous Ei Pasoans, for obvi- 
ous reasons, and most of the mer- 
chants, for commercial reasons, 
wanted the port to remain open as 
many hours a day as possible. 

The reformers scored the first vic- 
tory. They petitioned Washington, 
just as has been done at Tia Juana. 
to close the port, and Washington 
did so. The results were not what 
the reformers expected. They had 
thought that as soon as they closed 
the bridge across the Rio Grand the 
obedient El Pasoans would quit 
drinking. They were mistaken. 
They had failed to take the boot- 
legger into consideration, 

With the port open the bootleggers 
in El Paso could not thrive, because 
all a thirsty citizen had to do to sat- 
isfy himself was to board a street 
car, ride for five minutes and get 
anything he wanted, from a giass of 
beer to a quart of champagne. 
With the port closed it was differ- 
ent. El Paso couldn’t go for its 
liquor, but its liquor could come to 
Ei Paso, and it did. People who had 
been in the habit of buying liquor 
by the glass in Juarez now bought it 
by the bottle in El Paso; and so, 
after a while, the pressure was re- 
leased and the port was opened again 
until midnight. This continued un- 
til an argument arose in regard to 
gambling. 

In the argument about liquor 
Juarez had not participated, because 
it didn’t care whether liquor was 
sold by bartenders or by bootleggers. 
But it felt differently about gambling. 
Gambling in Mexico is a sort of na-| 
tional pastime; and Juarez had 
paved its streets with the funds paid 
to it by an American for the gam- 
bling concession. Hence when Hl 
Pasoans began to protest against 
slot machinés, roulette wheels and 





faro banks, the Mexican officials _ 
went into the bridge-closing bus- 
ness on their own accourit. 

Before the argument ended a Mex- 
ican Baptist was conducting an anti- 
vice crusade in Juarez and succeed- 
ing with it; the Chamber of Com- 
merce of El Paso was split inte any 
number of warring fragments and 
80 was the Chamber of Commerce of 
Juarez. Husbands and -wives, on 
both sides of the river, quit speak- 
ing; merchants were busily boycott- 
ing each other; politicians were sit- 
ting on the fence; the reformers 
were going around in a circle; the 
dissipators dissipated warily when- 
ever and wherever they could, and 
the gate at the bridge gave up all 
semblance of regular action and 
opened and closed regardless of the 
convenience of everybody and with 
no thought of the embarrassments 
that it was causing. — 

Morals Versus Money 

Article 27 of the Mexican Consti- 
tution, in the wildest of its frenzies, 
has never caused any more commo- 
tion than has the opening and closing 
of the port at Juarez. The situation 
is as difficult as it can well be. 

The question is morals versus 
money. In its settlement the citizens 
of two local communities are deeply 
interested, and two Federal Govern- 
ments are juvolved. For four years 
the wrangle just now getting under 
way in regard to the port at .Tia 
Juana has been going on in regard 
to the port at Juarez. It seems prob-

These windows are the gift of a 
parishioner who thereby expresses 
his appreciation of the church’s co- 
operation in holding a service every 
Sunday which golfers may attend, 
proceeding immediately thereafter to 
their sport. : 

Travelers who have visited the 
famous old town of Leon, renowned 


for its importance in the medieval | 


history of Spain, doubtless recall the 
beautiful Gothic cathedral. In the 
clerestory of the nave, so high up 
that to view it well an opera giass 
should be used, is one of the most 
famous leaded windows of Europe. 
It deals with sport. Its brilliant 
blues and reds have preserved to 
mankind for all time scenes of kings, 
queens and courtiers behaving them- 
selves in a fashion seemly to royalty 
of the Middle Ages. 


Gems of Spain 


“To walk into the Leon Cathedral 
is my idea of walking into the glory 
of God,” wrote a discriminating 
traveler, who had spent hours wan- 
dering up and down the aisies of 
that cream-colored gem of Spain’s 
Gothic art and gazing at its win- 
dows, which gieam with an even 
greater vividness than do the crown 
jewels of the house of Aragon. 

The magnificently luminous glass 
of Leon is all glazed in color, giving 
its interior a more vibrant atmos 
‘phere than can penetrate through 
the more kombre tones of Chartres 

* and Le Mans. The noble structure 
was begun in 1199 and was -not 
finished until toward the close of 
the fourteenth century. In its 230 
windows saints and martyrs dwell, 
immobile chroniclers of their joys 
and sorrows throughout the ages. 

_ The morning sunlight filters 
through six of the sparkling open- 
ings in the stern stone walls whose 
jeweled mosaics tell the story of the 
Virgin and her Child. Not far re- 


x 


fourteenth centuries, the chase. The 
King and Queen are in the centre 
of this gay throng. 
As if to remind future generations 
that Spanish grandees hunted abroad 
as well as at home, minor panes are 
devoted to such exotic creatures as 
the camel, the monkey and the ele- 
phant. And, lest it be forgotten 
that the members of the court had 
other ways of occupying themselves, 
symbolical figures representing 
learning form a part of the bright 
pattern. 

Nor is its sport window Leon’s 
only reminder of secular life. One 
Lazaro, who in later years restored 
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Joseph Henry Is Portrayed as a Master Scientist and Devout

the windows, gave rein to his 
imagination, putting some worldly 
comments into the restorations. He 
carried out a philosophical thought 
by making the lower section of his 
windows suggest the life of mortals. 
Here is the earth, and springing from 
it are growing things:- vines that 
Teach upward to the _ treforium, 
where are introduced coats of arms, 
royal, episcopal and noble. Not until 
the~ third and highest section is 
reached does he represent things be- 
longing to‘the sphere of the spirit. 

To be sure, there are not many ex- 
amples of secular life reproduced in 
a manner so free from all ecclesias- 
tical connection as in the sport win- 
dow of ‘Leon. It must be bu. ue in 
mind in dealing with this particular 
giass that it is supposed to have 
been designed for, and that it was 
placed in, the royal palace at Leon, 
from which at the time of the chap- 
el’s destruction it was removed, to 
find its permanent home in the ca- 
thedral. Here and there throughout 
the churchés are found subdivisions 
in the windows dealing with subjects 
far removed from Bible stories and 
biblical characters. To hark back 
for a moment to the proposed design 
for our American cathedral, it may 
be remembered that an angel’s pres- 
ence is shown at the top, where in 
the centre of the rose.it is crowning 
the victor. 


In Myriad Hues 


The windows of Europe’s churches 
were the colorful story books of the 
Middie Ages. Though in myriad 
hues they conveyed the legends of 
saints and of recorded sacred epi- 
sodes, they spoke to those that wor- 
shiped beneath them in the lan- 
guage of their day. The Biessed Vir- 
gin often wore the garb familiar to 
the artist; and into the faces of 
magi and shepherds he would draw 
features known to himself and to 
the whole township. More often 
than not he put his own portrait 
into a position where it could gaze 
down upon the tourists hailing from 
lands of whose future discovery he 
did not dream. 

There were countless portraits 
placed in windows by the direct de- 
sire of the donors, as for example 
in the Cathedral of Evreux, where 
the Canon de Ferriéres is depicted 
kneeling at the feet of the Virgin, 
offering her a window. In that same 
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Churcu, at Albany, N. Y. 





splendid house of worship the —— 
dows become historians, recording 
famous events. 


Even medieval times were not |. 


without their strikes, so the two 
glowing Renaissance windows of 
Grand Andely remind us. Their 
four lights relate how St. Clotilde, 
wife of Clovis, Merovingian King 
of the Franks in 493, became medi- 
ator in a labor dispute that arose 
during her reign. The workmen 


employed on the construction of the! 


cathedral had laid down their tools, 
owing to a lack of wine. The good 
Queen put an end to their grum- 
blings by performing a miracle that 
provided them with the desired bev- 
erage. : 

As in Mr. Cram’s drawing,- so in 
many of the completed works of the 
structures of the Middle Ages the 
donors are shown busy at their char- 
acteristic occupations. The most 
notable examples are found in the 
great cathedrals of Le Mans and of 
Chartres. In the choir of the for- 
mer are the glorious gifts of some 
of the powerful guilds of those days. 
On one is inscribed ‘‘verrine & dra- 
piers”; in it the dean of the guild 
is shown clad in a coat of green and 
dark purplish brown, turned back 
to reveal the wealth of its fur lin- 
ing. This window commemorates 
the Hfe of St. Théophile. Others 


were given by the furriers, the inn- 


keepers, the bakers. Even players 
of draughts and backgammon are 
present, for they, too, made their 
offering to the chef d’oeuvre of their 
city. 

In that age of fine craftsmen re- 
ligion was the central point around 
which all life turned. The cathe- 
drals that grew up im-the cities were 
the pride of all men who made con- 
tributions—none being too humble tc 
send in a gift. The gambler was 
as worthy as the King, when it 
came to finding his place in. the 
window. 

In the midst of the gorgeous pa- 
geant of patriarchs, prophets, apos- 
tles, saints and kings that sweepr 
across the glass of Chartres, unaris- 
tocratic but none the leas proud rep- 
resentatives of powerful trade or- 
ganizations hold their own. It is 
said. that in Chartres, for the first 
time in the history of ecclesiastical 


|art, much was made of the donors. 


In the windows of the nave and in 
the chapels frequent ornamentations 
are found containing figures of 
members of the arts and trades, who 
Made gifts toward the advancement 
and adornment of the edifice either 
in money or in manual labor. 
Bakers are portrayed at their

ovens. Scenes from the daily lives 
of the butchers, the money lenders. 
the tanners,. the shoemakers and 
many others are illustrated, each 
forming: a part of the whole; like 
some exquisite miniature grafted on- 
to a larger painting. The more no- 
ble benefactors are accompanied by 
their coats of arms, attired in the 
full regalia of their rank and sta- 
tion. 

Both Chartres and Notre Dame de 
Paris contain zodiac windows, in 
which the.signs are accompanied by 
figures symbolizing the agricultural 
occupations of each of the twelve 
months. Other early windows in 
France, whose greens, blues and 
‘reds told a tale of secular life, are 
lost to the modern world, according 
to Monfaucan, who, in his ‘‘Monu- 
mens de la Monarchie Francaise” 
recounts that in the stern.old church 
of St. Denis they giorified the mili- 
tary events of the First Crusade, in 
the time of Philip I of France. 


Superb Examples in York Minster 
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OLD TESTAMENT PICTURED ANEW 


Abel Pann, an Artist of Jerusalem, Has Worked Eight Years at His Difficult 
; Task of Illustrating the Bible and It Is Still Far From Complete 


By LOUIS RICH 

OT since the monumental 
work of Tissot, comprising 
700 water-color illustrations 
of the Bible, has anything 
been attempted approaching in mag- 
nitude the task of Abel Pann of 
Jerusalem, who is compieting a 
series of 500 pastel drawings telling 
the story of the Old Testament. The 
work has already consumed eight 
years. Several years more will be 

required to complete the series. 
Mr. Pann undertook to illustrate 


the great Hebrew epic because he} 


was conscious of the paradoxical fact 
that while almost every nation had 
produced its Bible Mlustrator, the 
nation whose genius was responsible 
for that sublime Book had failed to 
do so. 


‘In the Spirit of the Text 

The artist was dissatisfied with the 
conventional biblical pictures, whose 
characters impressed him as lifeless 
and lacking in temperament. The 
types, he thought, were altogether 
too Aryan; the postures and move- 
ments too ecclesiastical. His idea 
was to picture the heroes of the old 
testament as they are represented in 
Holy Writ, namely, as human beings 
made of flesh and bone, with all 
their virtues and vices. We wanted 
to illustrate the book biblically; and 
in this, authorities on art say, Pann 
has succeeded. 

The artist attempted no new con- 
ception of fanciful interpretation of 
the ancient religions classic. His il- 
lustrations are strictly in the spirit 
of the text. No extraneous or pan- 
theistic elements are found in them. 
The pictures ‘are wholly based upon 
the incidents described, and thus 
carry out pictorially the purpose of 
the original. 

Pann’s works take the onlooker 
back to the time and place of Abra- 
ham, Isaac and Jacob. Yet they are 


thoroughly realistic, representing life | 


and nature as one still finds them 
today and, as they are known to 
— —— The land.

the sky. the garments, the counte- 
i and the movements are those 
characteristic of the home of the 
biblical patriarchs and are not pro-

The value of Pann's drawings is 
therefore enhanced by this fact—the 
fact that they are faithful reproduc- 
tions of original customs and fash-

nography, all the externalities of his 
art having been worked out in mas- 
terly fashion by Tissot, who had 
spent nine years in the Holy Land 
studying atmosphere and types and 
recenstructing the world of the Old 
Testament from its traces found in 
present-day Palestine. 

What Pann has added is the keen 
understanding of the spiritual! signifi- 
cance of biblical narratives natural 
to one who is familiar with the 
traditions and legends of Hebrew 
literature. For this reason Pann's 
works bear a stamp of genuineness 
often lacking in the works of other 
Bible illustrators. Critics have pro- 
nounced them interesting aids to the 
understanding of the Old Testament, 
combining, as they do, the luminos- 
ity and colorfulness of landscapes 
with a striking delineation- of char- 
actern re-enacting for us, with na- 
}turalness and ‘pathos; the ancient 
legends. 


The Qid Testament Drew Him 

Before embarking on his venture 
ten years ago, Pann; like Tissot, his 
distinguished predecessor, was very 
remote from the subject of his pres- 
ent illustrations. He, at 30, was pre- 
occupied with French art, and in the 


full bloom of his talents as a genre’ 


painter—infected with all the pas- 
sions for lightness, gracefulness and 
levity characteristic of the Parisian 
school, Then, again like Tissot, Pann 
underwent a change of heart and be- 
came engrossed’in the Old Testa- 
ment. 

Abe] Pann .began his career in 
Papile, Lithuania, which at the time 
was under the merciless heel of 
Russia. He carried impressions of 
his early youth to Paris, where he 
gave form to his artistic gropings in 
a series of pogrom pictures known 
under the collective name of ‘The 
‘Cycle of Tears.” Pann had not wit- 
nessed any pogrom himself, but he 
represented the scenes so tragically 
and so powerfully, affecting so deep- 
ly. those who had lived through 
Jewish massacres, that the collec- 
tion has come to be regarded as a

pictorial epitome of all that his race: 
has had to suffer under the yoke of 
oppression in Slavic countries. These 
pictures are now in the Bezalel ~ 
Museum of Jerusalem. 


During the first years of the war 
@ prominent firm in Paris published 
reproductions of his pogront pic- 
tures. Their indictment of Russian 
tyranny was so telling that the 
French Government prohibited the 
sale of the pictures, arguing that 
they reflected damagingly upon an 
ally.

In Paris Pann met Professor Boris 
Schatz, head of the Bezele| Schoo! in 
Jerusalem. Attracted by the work of 
the artist, and correctly appraising 
his aptitudes, Professor Schatz sug- 
gested that Pann undertake the 
work previously attempted by fa- 
mous artists of all periods and races, 
among them Raphael, Michelangelo, 
Rembrandt, Doré, Chasseriau, Jan- 
dron, Tissot and others. The artist 
at first laughed at the suggestion, 
but later accepted it and left for Pal- 
estine, where for eight years he has 
been working on the largest commis- 
sion” ever accepted by a modern 
artist. . 

Pann’ draws his themes on tinted 
paper whose choses color makes a 
fitting and harmonious background 
for the subject of the pictures. This 
method of representing scenes and 
episodes adds to their lyric quality 
and gives the onlooker a feeling of 
spiritualized reality. In his treat- 
ment of biblical characters Pann 
shows himself entirely free from the 
traditions of formalistic religion. He 
has had to overcome the natural 
shyness instilled in him by an in- 
tense and pious approach to a subject 
held sacred. Critics assert that there 
is not a trace of religious propaganda 
in his works. They are simply the 
outpourings of an artistic impuls 
that has found its opportunity for 
expression in the materia! that has — 
served as the foundation tor many 
creeds.

MONG the more authoritative 
anthropologists, to whose 
measurements of the human 
anatomy mankind owes s0 
many triumphs of statistics, there 
has arisen recently something of a 
sensation over the discovery of a ra- 
tial type unrecognized hitherto by 
art and science, and called the Mezzo- 
Rrow. 
Henry Fairfield Osborn in this case, 
hut the late President Harding, 
whose oft-quoted thesis on Normalcy 
first revealed to the expert psycho- 
amalyst the importance of the av- 
erage man. 

The actual word, Mezzo-Brow, is 
due to an English writer who, for 
this reason, prefers to remain anony- 
mous; and as a technical term it 
is, of course, mezzo-Italian—other 
examples being mezzotint, mezzo- 
soprano and the mezzanine floor of 
The coffin of 
Mohammed, also midway between 
heaven and earth, is perhaps the 
best example of mezzo-interment.

Even Presbyterians, when 
divided between Moderns and Funda- 
mentals, sometimes elect a Mezzo- 
Moderator.

Hitherto we have supposed that, let 
us say, Poets’ Corner in Westminster 
Abbey contained the dust and the 
bust of persons who, however defi- 
eient in the prosiness of the twen- 
tieth century, did at least lisp in 
numbers till the numbers came. 
There is hardly one of these men 
who, if asked to spell abracadabra 
backward (which is today the final 
objective of the most elaborate 
schools), would not have been classed 
as amoron. Even the Deity would 
be reckoned among the  feebie- 
minded, for over creation the Creator 
was curiously slow. 

The idea that to be great you must 
be quick, snappy, smart—that in- 
stead of thinking for yourself you 
must “react,” whatever precisely 
reaction means—has filled Olympus 
with apparent imbeciles, like Homer, 
who was blind; Beethoven, who was 
deaf, and Buddha, who was merely 
good.

N the bleak dawn a steamer re- 
cently warped to the granite 
pier of the Island of Iona, o 
the west coast of Scotland, the 

sacred island of the Hebrides and 
tiny eradle 6f Sootland’s religion, 
nationality and _ civilization. The 
ship carried the body of Ina, Dow- 
ager Duchess of Argyll and the 
friends and retainers who came to 
bury her, according to her directions, 
within the shadow of the Church of 
St. Columba, the Westminster Ab- 
bey of Scotland. 

Preceded by pipes playing High- 
land laments for the dead, the little 
procession—the coffin~borne on tie 
shoulders of Campbell and McNeill 
retainers—wound its way from the 
sea to the tomb that. had been pre- 
pared for it in ground rich with the 
dust of the royalties of Scotland, 
Ireland, Norway and France. 

Iona, also known as Icolmkill (the 
Island of the Chapel or Cell of St. 
Columba), is but three and one-half 
miles long by one and one-half miles 
wide—a speck on the seas; yet not 
even Edinburgh and Glasgow, with 
their long and vivid histories, played 
so great a part in the making of the 
early kingdom of Scotland.

In the little ruined oratory near 
the main door of the present Abbey 
Church are two stone coffins: one 
is said to be that in which Columba 
was oringally interred, the other 


that of Blaithmac, one of the saint's 
successors, who was killed by 
pirates when he refused to divulge 
the place where the shrine of 
Columba had been hidden. Queen 
Margaret, wife of Malcolm Can- 
more, restored the desecrated mon- 
astery in the eleventh century. In 
1208 the Celtic community was e'‘ther 
absorbed or driven out by the Bene- 
dictines, who built a monastery and 
@ nunnery there. In the ninth cen- 
tury, when the western isles were 
ruled by the Kings of the Isle of 
Man, Iona was the seat of the 
Bishopric of the Isles, and the honor 
was restored to it in 1507. 

With the triumph of Protestantism 
in Scotland came the end of Iona’s 
glory. In 1561, when the monaster- 
jes of Scotland were suppressed 
by the Scottish Parliament, Tona 
shared the fate of the rest. The 
scattered monks vanished, probably 
traveling to the more hospitable- 
Continental countries and taking 
with them the acripts of the old 
library. Legend says that most of 
the scripts were buried on a near-by 
uninhabited island. Be this ag it 
may, some of the books of the library 
of Iona have appeared in Contin- 
ental libraries, some in Switzerland 
and others in Bavaria, carried 
there, perhaps, by the monks who 
fled Protestant legislation.

From the time of the Reformation 
to the closing years of the last cen- 
tury, Iona was a mere deserted ruin. 
Then Scottish pride roused, and on 
June 9, 1897 (the thirteen hundredth 
anniversary of the death of Columba), 
representatives of the Protestant 
churches of Scotland met there to 
commemorate this saint. Two years 
later the eighth Duke of Argyll pre- 
sented the ruins to the Church of 
Scotland, and in 1905 the Abbey 
Church was restored and fitted for 
worship. Yet even in its eighteenth 
century state of ruin Iona moved Dr. 
Johnson to write “That man is little 
to be envied whose patriotism would 
not gain force upon the Plain of 
Marathon, or whose piety would not 
grow warmer among the ruins cf 
Tona.”’ 
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KEY TO ETRUSCAN CIVILIZATION 
MAY SOLVE ANCIENT RIDDLE 
- Italian -Architect Believes That He Can Decipher Fragments of a

NOTHER step forward in the 
modern world’s effort to un- 
derstand the civilizations. of 
the past has apparently been 
taken. The mystery of ancient 
Ktruria, whose inhabitants domi- 
nated Italy before the days of the 
Romans and possessed a civilization 
that in many ways rivaled that of 
Greece and Egypt, may be unrav- 
eled after having baffled historians 
for hundreds of years as a conse- 
quence of a recent discovery by a 
Milanese architect, Antonio Caval- 
lauzzi. 

This young architect. who has 
stepped from obscurity into promi- 
nence among scholars by virtue of 
his claims, professes to have discov- 
ered the long-sought ‘‘key” that will 


make possible a deciphering of the } 


language of an extinct people. He 
has translated more than one hun- 
dred Etruscan inscriptions in a man- 
ner that, archaeologists say, seems 
reasonable, leading them to hope that 
the solution of the riddle is finally 
near at hand. 

Several historians have in times 
“past hit upon formulas that promised 
to make a few inscriptions intelligi- 
ble. But thus far every theory has 


collapsed in the tests. The secret: 


of the Italian “Sphinx"’ remained un- 
disturbed. 

Cavallazzi’s key, however, has ap- 
parently stood the test of a large 
number of trials. In every instance 
the inscriptions deciphered make 
sense, tallying with what would be 
appropriate to the object on which 
they were found. Hiervglyphics on 
drinking cups translated themselves 
into Bacchanalian jokes and toasts. 
Inscriptions on mirrors contained 

pli ts—possibly catering to 
the vanity of the pre-Roman Italian 
belles. Mottoes on arms incited to 
prudence and valor. Funeral inscrip- 
tions referred to rites and sacrifices.

Cavallazzi’s discoveries point 
two the existence of a great pre-Hel- 
tenic Greek-like idiom, spoken not 
only by the Etruscans but also by 
all the peoples inhabiting the north- 
ern shores of the Mediterranean in 
prehistoric days. It presumably was 
the another tongue from which clas- 
sical Greek itself sprang. 

The simplicity of his “‘system’’ has 
been rather a shock to scholars. For 
this aboriginal language, according 
to Cavallazsi, was very like classical 
Greek. The key with which he fi- 


nally deciphered the inscriptions was, 
in fact, a classical Greek dictionary, 
an instrument that has been lying 
literally at the elbows of the many 
scholars who have searched for it so 
long in vain. The language of the 
Etruscans was so close to Greek 
that once Cavallazzi had worked his 
way through the maze of mistaken 
cues with which scholars have sur- 
ded the jent idiom, the real 
structure of the Janguage became 
evident, 

At last the way now seems opened 
to penetrating into the real story of 
Etruria, whose history—save for oc- 
casional fragments gleaned from al- 
lusions in works of Greek writers— 
has been lost since the Etruscan 
civilization fell under the superior 
weight of Rome’s military strength. 


Etruscan Language Died Out 

Although many of Etruria’s ethical 
and political institutions went into 
the structure of the great Latin civi- 
lization that raised itself over the 
ruins of this vanquished people, the 
story of the nation itself was not 
preserved. Whatever Latin docu- 
ments may have existed on the sub- 
ject were destroyed when Rome was 
burned by barbarians, in the first 
century of the Roman Rep It

pared favorably with that of Egypt. 
Ruins of their cities reveal an’ ad- 
vanced knowledge of: principles of 
engineering. This race built beauti- 
ful palaces, strong fortresses, bridges 
and perfectly constructed walls. 
From the engineering point of view 
their methods contrasted sharply 
with those of the Romans. They did 
not know the use of cement. The 
stones were fitted snugly one above 
another. Nor did they know the 
arch. Their “arches’’ were square 
or triangular, never departing from 
the principle of straight lihes. 

~ Etruscan gardens were filled with 
statues and the homes of the aristoc- 
racy with works of art. Their por- 
celain vases are highly prized. They 
were masters in- alabaster. Their 
paintings reveal an elementary 
knowledge of design and show traces 
of what may have been Egyptian in- 
fluence. Etruscan painters had not 
learned the art of tinting. Only one 
color was used in each picture. Thus 
in a sketch of a landgcape every ob- 
ject was green, red or brown. 

They had a pantheistic religion, 
part of whose poetry may be found 
in the early beliefs of. the Romans. 
They are believed to have possessed 
a regular legal code, based on a 





being the policy of the Romans to- 
impose their own tongue on all con- 
quered races, the spoken language 
of the Etruscans was soon forgotten. 
The Etruscans, whose stronghold 
was the region now known as Tus- | 
cany, possessed a civilization infi- 
imitely superior to that of the early 
Romans; but they were not equal to 
the Latins in military proficiency. | 
| Their civilizution was already old’ 
‘and the veriod of effeteness had set ! 
‘in. As a consequence they tried to’ 
make up for their lack of fighting ; 
' stamina by allying themselves with 
the barbaric tribes to the North. 
| It was against the Etruscans, it | 
will be recafied, that Horatius and 
his two companions held the famous 


| while Roman soldiers marched to! 
safety on the other side. And dur- 
ing one. of the Etruscans’ periodic! 
ruids on Rome the genial Cincinna- 
tus “left his oxen standing in the 
field’’ and rushed to the aid of his 
countrymen. Etruria was finally 
conquered during the fourth century, 
B. C. 

The Wtruscan civilization is be- 
lieved to have reached its height be- 
tween the fourteenth ‘century, B. C., 
and the time of the founding of 
Rome. Its period of greatness was 
about the time of the later Egyptian 
Pharaohs. From drawings in their 
tombs and from instruments found 
among ruins of their cities, historians 
have been able to conjure up a par- 
tia] picture of their life. It is known 
that the Etruscans had a well-devel- 
roped system of agriculture. They 
cultivated grapes, made wine and 
raised grains. They used plows 
and ox-carts.

In the ‘*Y’’ on the top of 
this hill, which now boasts many 
villas belonging to Florence’s Amer- 
ican Winter colony, formerly 
nestled, historians -hold, a city of 


-150,000 inhabitants. The Etruscans 


always built their cities in the shape 
of a bowl—between two hills, or in 
a natural cup.on the top of a range 
of hills. The amphitheatre, the resi- 
dences and the baths were.in the 
holiow of the bowl; the temples, 
fortresses and the walls around the 
rim. 

Part of one of the walls, with its 
immense blocks of stone, is still 
standing—almost as perfect as when 
built several thousand years ago. 
Along the road beside_it teams of 
oxen pass drowsily, drawing little 
red wagons, said to be identical in 
construction with those used by the 
ancient inhabitants of the city. The 
Etruscans are believed to have relied 
exclusively: on oxen as heavy beasts 
of wurden, since these were tougher 
and surer of foot on the high moun- 
tain trails than horses.

Pre-Latin Language That Has Long Baffled Scholars 


The ruins of the baths, in the bot- 
tom of the ravine (visited by thov- 
sands of American tourists every 
year), date from’ Roman occupatian. 
Some of the stones in the amphi- 
theatre, where classical plays are 
still given in the Spring, are be 
lieved to have formed part of the 
original Etruscan open-air theatre. 

The only other genuine relics: are 
several huge stones in the basement 
of the modern Franciscan monastery 
at the top of the hill (formerly the 
site of the fortress) and a walled-in . 
subterranean passageway that con- 
nects what was tlie outer wall with 
what may have been a second line 
of defense further back in the city. 


A Corrupt Archaic Greek 

Cavallazzi became intrigued with 
the idea of deciphering Etruscan in- 
scriptions during his study of the 
origin of architectural forms in Italy. 
After experimenting for some time 
with the various keys previous 
scholars had. proposed, he detected 
what seemed to be a striking re- 
semblance among the ascratchings 
found in the ruins. Continued study 
led to a belief that the groups of 
characters, hitherto believed to have 
been single words, were™in reality . 
combined words made up of a series 
of abbreviations. In rare cases where 
the inscriptions. contained entire 
words, these proved invariably to be 
Greek. From this Cavallazzi began 
to suspect that all might be Greek 
or quasi-Greek. He got out his dic- 
tionary and set to work. 

Dividing the common words into 
syllables or initial letters and com- 
paring the results with his Greek 
lexicon, he discovered, he says, that 
all the words were of clearly define? 
Hellenic origin—a corrupt, archaic 
Greek, it is true, but nevertheless 
definitely Greek. From this Caval- 
lazzi drew the conclusion that abbre- 
viations were the constructive ele- 
ments of a language representing 
the primitive stage of a Greek idiom 
in a pre-Homerlc epoch.

LD Henlopen Light, which 


Franklin 137 years ago as in 
danger of being washed away. 
Today’ it is threatened again—so 
fiercely threatened that hope of sav- 
ing it for longer service has almost 
been abandoned. After saving hun- 
dreds of vessels with its mighty rays 
and seeing - many a good ship go to 
pieces on the perilous sands it seems 
to be doomed at last by the relentless 
sea.

‘ “IR give you no cows, but if you 
don't get out of here I'll give you 
some bullets!"" So spoke old Keep- 
er Hedgcock, who tended Henlopen 
Light in the Colonial era of 1780, to 
the British Admiral’s envoy, who 
wished to buy meat for his Majesty's 
frigates at anchor off the Delaware 
Capes. The keeper had ears attuned 
to the echoes of the Liberty Bell 
drifting down the Delaware from dis- 
tant Philadelphia. 


Set Afire by British 

The gold-laced British official was 
angry. He retorted that he could 
send a few bullets himself, and re- 
treated to his longboat. Old Hedg- 
cock, smoking his pipe in the door- 
way of his eight-sided tower, con- 
templated the seven-foot thick stone 
walls thereof without excitement. 


They could well defy the Big Berthas 
of 1780. 

A landing party rather than the 
expected bombardment surprised the 
* keeper and his assistants. It was 
well for them that fully a mile sep- 
arated the lighthouse from the sea 


in those days, insteed of the scant 


fifteen yards or so that now alone 
protect it from the ‘waves. There 
was time for them to seek shelter for 
themselves, and very likely for the 
disputed cows, in the deep pine 
woods behind the lighthouse. These 
were the same woods in which, a 
few years earlier, the famous pirate 
**Bluebeard’’ buried the gold he had 
looted. from ships along the Atlantic 
Coast. : , : 

The British, finding nothing at 
hand to confront the landing party, 


gether with the circular table on 
which it rested, and the tiny reflec- 
tor. Henlopen was justly proud of 
‘this lamp equipment, for at that time 
the world’s most famous beacon, the 
Eddystone Light of England, was 
still burning tallow candles. 





as It Looks Today. 


But the British made no impres- 
sion on the sturdy stone walls, which 
have held as tightly to this day as 
when they were brought up Lewes 
Creek and first built into a tower, 
160 years ago. Of sixteen Colonial 
lights now remaining in the United 
States, five are able te boast their 
original masonry towers. Henlopen 
is one of the five. 

*,* 

The beacon extinguished by the 
British ‘was relighted after eight 
-years and has burned without stop, 
except on one occasion (the bom- 
bardment of Lewes in the War of 
1812) down to a few months ago, 
when the United States Government 
built a new tower further back from 
the perilous beach and installed a 
new light. 








From the hand-lamp, which burried 
whale oil, then lard oll and, finally, 
coal oll, the beacon grew to several 
lamps with reflectors; then to an 
Argand lamp, and at last to the sys- 
tem that was In use when the Light- 
house Service decided the old light 
was doomed, and dismantied it. 

Gradually but surely the sea has 
gnawed away the sands which so 
long protected the tower, built twelve 
years before the, Declaration of In- 
dependence was signed. Hundreis 
of storms have dashed the sea foam 
high against the stone turret and 
entirely over the near-by dwelling 
house of the lightkeepers. North- 
east gales have swept the sand in- 
land, burying under a great dune the 
forest of. pine in which the keepers 
of 1777 sought shelter from the in- 
vaders. Where in 1764 the tower 
was a mile inland, the sea by 1890 
had cut the distance to a quarter of 
a mile, and now the light stands on 
the very brink of the ocean. 

There have been relatively few 
wrecks since. the coming of steam 
vessels, the building of the Delaware 
Breakwater, the placing of the 
Breakwater Light and the s‘ation- 
ing of a lightship with a competent 
fog signal at the entrance to Dela- 
ware Bay. Yet shipping gives the 
treacherous coast very careful at- 
tention. 


A Famous Shipwreck 
’ Perhaps the most sensational 


‘| wreck on the Delaware Coast was 


the English brig De Braak, in 1789. 
Heading full-sheeted into Lewes for 
fresh water, she was capsized by a 
gale, and nearly ali on board were 
lost. The grave of her Irish Cap- 
tain, James Drew, may be seen -in 
St. Peter’s graveyard in Lewes. 
The De Braak, armed with a dozen 


against 
Napoleon, came from a cruise in the 
Spanish Main with loot of a million 
dollars in gold and silver metal. Sev- 
eral expeditions under the Govern- 
ment have failed to discover this 
treasure. Henlopen lightkeepers now 
living. can remember that on the 
last of these expeditions a brass but- 
ton of the pattern worn on a Britich 
uniform was picked up, giving hope 
that the ship would soon be found. 
But the button was the only treasure 
ever recovered from the brig. 
The present oi} house of the Hen- 
lopen Light stands on the site of a 
dwelling that Washington and other 
early Presidents visited for brief rec- 
reation and rest from the cares of 
state when they came to make offi- 
cial inspections of the lighthouse. 
So, at least, tradition has it. Cer- 
tainly the early Presidents took a 
personal interest in the business af- 
fairs of the lighthouse, for they 
signed their names to oil bills con- 
tracted by Henlopen Light. Execu- 


tive attention could be given to small 
details in those days. 
*,° 

But Henlopen's stirring times have 
not all been in the distant past. Dur- 
ing the World War the keepers were 
busy looking for submarines and 
spies. For the period of the war 
the light was placed under the 
Jurisdiction of the Navy Department 
and was in charge of the command- 
ant at the Lewes base, Submarine 
or spy might readily think that ex- 
tinguishing the light would be a 
profitable business, resulting in se- 
rious losses to shipping. No one but 
persons with credentials of the high- 
est type was allowed on the 200 
acres of the light reservation dur- 
ing the great conflict. 

Two or three persistent strangers 
hung about, bu< could not gain ad- 
mittance. The keepers searched the 
sea for periscopes, not knowing what 
moment a shell might shatter the 
lantern of the tower, One night a 
mysterious light was seen, but the 
intruder was gone when the grounds 
were searched. Then came the sub- 
marine at last. 

The tanker William Pratt- was 
steaming into the bay, bound for 
Philadelphia. Suddenly, a mine blew 
up beneath her. She was seriously 
damaged but did not sink. Although 
submarines were lurking for sev- 
eral days in the adjacent waters, the 
light keepers did not see one. until 
several weeks after the attack on 
the Pratt. The U-boat was lying 
flush with the surface of the sea. 

The Diamond lightship was sunk 
‘by a submarine; but the lightship 
at the direct entrance to the bay was

housekeeping difficulties of a keep- 
er’s wife at Henlopen. These diffi- 
culties were mainly caused by sand 
that blew into food on the table; 
sand that ground into the window 
panes until they were clouded and 
dim; sand that was tracked into the 
house by entering feet; sand that 
had to be swept off the porch like 
drifted snow. On extremely windy 
days the keeper and his family were 
obliged to go in and out of their 
house by a window to save opening 
tiie door and letting drifts of sand 
enter. 


Now the old light comes to its final 
tragedy. Undermined by the rav- 
ages of the sea for a century and a 
half, its foundation has crumbled to 
such an extent that a man can siand 
beneath it. The Government has 
given up hope of saving the tower; 
the Rotary and other service clubs 
of Delaware have employed the best 
engineering talent of the country to 
devise means of preserving the 
beacon, all to no avail. There re- 
mains one faint hope of keeping the 
old light standing. 

A few weeks ago the Clyde Line 
steamship Lenape took fire off the 
Capes. Her Captain put on full 
steam and managed to beach the 
vessel off Lewes, within sight of 
Henlopen Light. Passengers and 
crew. were safely taken off in the 
dir hours of a foggy morning, but 
the vessel was abandoned to its fate. 
The fire burned for a week, leaving 
only the blackened steel hull.

New Charm and 
Made Possible 


Beauty in Homes 
by Renaissance: 


Of Ancient Craft 


By WALTER RENDELL STOREY 
ILES are by no means un- 
familiar to the New Yorker. 
He sees them every day in 
the white walls of subway 

stations, in immaculate noonday 

lunch rooms, and soon he will be able 
to admire glistening miles of them 
lining the new Hudson River vehicu- 
lar tunnels.‘ But these are tiles in 
their least attractive, their humbilest 
form. It is in the newer homes, as 
well as in churches, banks and pub- 
lic buildings that the art of the 
modern American tilemaker is shown 
successfully aiding the architect with 
touches of charming color, interest- 
ing surfaces and decorative design. _ 

What is happening is that color, 
which the exterior of the American 
heme has always lacked, and in a 
lesser degree the interior also, is now 
being restored to its position as an 
integral and important part of archi- 
tecture. From the time of the white- 
painted houses of Colonial times, 
severe in their classic lines of Puritan 
New England, and the more ex- 
pansive but still white Georgian 
homes of the South, color has not, 
until recently, counted very “much. 
But today tinted stucco, tile roofs of. 
many hues and tile-enriched facades 
are bringing back to architecture 
something that has been lost since 
Renaissance and Gothic times. 

The ‘‘dead hand of the past,’’ as 
Claude Bragdon has well designated 
the force of tradition in architecture, 
ts lessening somewhat and our for- 
mer shyness about the. use of color 
is being overcome. We know now, 
for one thing, that the Greeks, so 
revered by Georgian architects, did 
not leave their structures in a pure 
white state, as was then supposed, 
but, on the contrary, painted their 
buildings with brilliant colors. Peas- 
ants’ homes in Southern Europe are 
still gayly decorated, and, as a New 
World precedent, in Mexico City 
there remains the colorful *‘House of 
Tiles,’’ built in the sixteenth century. 


In America, within the last eight 
or tem years, the use of tiles as a 
medium of decoration for the outside 
of buildings has greatly increased. 
The most marked use of tile is 
found in the southern parts of our 
country, where (as in California and 
Florida) bright sunlight and Spanish 
traditions .seem to Call for poly- 
chrome accents on the sun-drenched 
walls, as well as for masses of color 
to lighten up deep-set doorways and 
the shadows under eaves. 

Again, the stucco finish, found now 
30 much on structures in even North- 
ern climates, often geeds. tiles to 
break up an otherwise monotonous 
surface. The varied color and sur- 
face of the tile is an ble con- 
trast to the roughness of plastered 
walls. The need tiles met 1,000 
years ago in Spain, Italy and Persia 
reappears today in twentieth century 
America. 


Tiles in Variety of Uses 


These colorful bits of pottery are 
not only appearing on the exterior 
of our buildings; they are also ad- 
ding color to the interior... The ex- 
tent to which tiles and kindred 
forms are used inside the modern 
house is astonishingly great. Not 
‘ong ago tiles were confined to the 
bathroom, where, in chaste white- 
ness, they gave little suggestion of 
the color and design that today may 
be found in this remarkabiy adapta- 
ble form of pottery. In hall floors, 
dadoes, wainscoting, friezes, decora- 
tion around windows and doors, fire- 
places—there are a few of the more 
common uses of this age-oli ware. 

The demand for tiles of renl ar- 
tistic worth has developed a number 
of potteries in this country whose 
business it is to supply architects 
and home builders with ready-made 
or specially made tiles in a variety 
of design. What makes these con- 
cerns different from the ordinary 
businesses that supply mortar and 
laths and boards to the builder of 
homes is the desire to make an ar- 
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tistic product, and a wide knowledge 
and sympathy with the many prob- 
lems of taste and art brought to 
them by their customers.

NDER the expansion of realty 
developments many a historic 
homestead has been forced to 

. + give way, and among the 
latest to undergo transfer in the 
course of a Florida land boom is a 
dwelling near Tallahassee that once 
sheltered naturalized royalty. The old 
home of the eccentric Napoleon 
Achille Murat, son of King Joachim 
of Naples and Prince of the Two 
Sicilies as well as a cousin of Napo- 
leon III, has yielded to the advance 
of Fiorida realtors. ‘The Pritice 
prided himself upon his United States 
citizenship and while in this house 
did much through his writings to 
interpret the spirit of the New World 
to the Old. 

“*He is a scholar and a man of the 
world, very skeptical but very ear- 
nest and an ardent lover of truth; I 
blessed my stars for my fine com- 
panion and. we talked incessantly,’’ 
was the tribute paid to him by Ralph 
Waldo Emerson, who met him in 
Piorida, whither he had gone to re- 
cover his health. Prince Murat, 
after his experience of the courts of 
Europe, proved himself an excellent 
addition to the citizenry of his adopt- 
ed land. He married an American— 
mone other than the grandneice of 
George Washington—and as a public 
official of Tallahassee, lawyer and 
soldier, achieved for ‘himself an envi- 
able reputation. He and his wife 
were buried in the Episcopal ceme- 
tery at Tallahassee. ; 


Murat as an American 


Those were quiet years which Prince 
Murat enjoyed in the luxurious and 
colorful haven of his plantation. The 
days of his youth had heen tinged 
with the crimson of revolution. -His 
father, King Joachim, who had been 
made ruler of Naples by Napoleon I, 
under whom he had served as a Mar- 
shal, was shot by his new subjects. 
His mother, Queen Caroline, the 
youngest sister of Napoleon, took the 
boy Achille to Frohsdorf, Austria, 
where he received his education. The 
lure of liberty was strong in him, 
with the result that he sailed for 
America when he was 21 to join his 
uncle, Joseph Bonaparte, in exile. 
Not long afterward Prince Murat 
purchased his estate near Tallahas- 
see and became an American citizen. 
As a friend of Lafayette he welcomed 
the great Frenchman on. his visit 
here in 1825 and by him was intro- 
duced to Catherine, the daughter of 
Colonel Bird C. Willis of Virginia, 
whom Murat married the following 
year. There were occasions when 
the Old World exerted its call upon 
Prince Murat; once he returned and 
accepted a commission as a colonel 
of Belgian lancers. Again and again 
during his brief stay abroad he ‘was 
stopped in the streets by old soldiers 
of Napoleon who greeted him with 
cheers and sobs. The family likeness 
was so pronounced that the grena- 
diers and cuirassiers could not be 
prevented from mistaking him for 
the “Little Corporal.’’ 

Upon his return to America the 
town of Tallahassee attained the dis- 
tinction of having a prince of the 


rat filled this office so acceptably 
that he was elected Aiderman and, 
later, Mayor. For a brief interval he 
went to New Orleans; where he pur- 
sued the study of law and was ad- 
mitted to the bar. Florida was 
thrown into tremendoux excitement 
over war with the Semimole. Indians; 





Prince Murat offered his services and 
as aide de camp to General R. K. Call 
followed -the fortunes of his adopted 
flag. 

Fever struck him down in the tan- 
gied swamps, The Princess had ac- 
companied him on the campaign and 
nursed him unremittingly despite all 
dangers. There were times when the 
savages were so close to the Ameri- 
can camp that it was forbidden to 
strike a light in the tents at night 
for fear of a flight of hostile arrows. 
Through all the hardships and perils 
‘Princess Murat remained at the side 
of her soldier husband until the suc- 
cessful conclusion of the war brought 
them home to the Tallahassee’ plan- 
tation. — 

There Prince Murat wrote his vol- 





blood as its-postmaster. Prince Mu- 





umes “America and the Americans.” 
They had a wide influence in France 
and were later translated back into 
English. Many of his statements 
and conclusions concerning the Amer- 
icans of his time would seem to hold 
as true a full hundred years after 
they were penned. For example: 

**At the present epoch the Amer- 
ican Union affords us the best model 
of government. What alone sur- 
prises mie is that the nations of 
Europe are not governed by the 
game principles:”” ~* 

And how does the following com- 
pare with conditions today? ‘Active, 
energetic and ‘persevering _competi- 
tion is the secret mainspring to our 
American system. Fortune, power, 
love and riches, all these treasures 
are the rewards of the skillful and 
enterprising.. The continual competi- 
tion—this unceasing strife, ag it 
were—of all against all, creates an 
activity in the general intercourse 
of society, producing the most happy 
result. I haye become an American 
citizen by habit and in. heart and 
feel honored in bearing the title of 
citizen of the United States, as also 
in the proofs of esteem and attach- 
ment which I have everywhere ex- 
Pperienced on the part of a people 
the most reasonable and the least 
susceptible in the world of heing 
dazzled and led away by appear- 
ances.’” z 

A resident of the South and a 
planter, it is not surprising that 
Prince Murat in his survey of Amer- 
ican institutions, politics, religion 
and manners should predict that the 
United States would develop into an 
agricultural rather than an indus- 
trial nation. For the. most part, 
however, hts observations were of a 
keen, enduring character, interpret- 
ing the new country with fidelity 
and affection. 

Brilliant and level-headed, Prince 
Murat was also eccentric. His 
handwriting was so illegible that an 
order for flour which he entrusted 
to a servant to take to a store twen- 
ty miles away was deciphered as a 
request for a horse. lancet. The 
manufacture of dyes was one of his 
favorite hobbies, and at one time his 
wife returned home to find that the 
Prince was thrusting all the table 
and hed linen, together with her 
dresses, into a huge caldron in the 
yard. zs 

After his death, which occurred in 
1847, Princess Musat visited the 
French court where the Bonapartes 
had been restored to power and she 
received “a royal reception.”” She 
refused, however, to make her home 
at the court, insisting that she must 
return and care for her slaves, who 
had been freed by the Civil War. 
Emperor Napoleon III granted her 
an annuity of thirty thousand franca 
following the loss of her possessions 
in the war. 8. M. EB.

If I had only a little French or 
German, or even a slight command of 
Spanish or Italian, it would have multiplied 
the enjoyment of my trip a hundred, yes a 
thousand times——and I shall never know 
(although I can make a good guess) how 
much less it would have cost me! 


I am sure I paid the cost of the Eiffel 
Tower in taxicab fares, because I could not 
bargain—and I may, in some places, have 
paid for the hotels themselves—for I could 
not read the long bills of items I settled for! 


In the shops I didn’t know how to ask 
for what I wanted to buy; in the restau- 
rants I ate the queerest combinations of 
foods, because I had to point to dishes at 
random. 


Ignorance of Languages Kept Me 
On Beaten Paths 

I started to walk about Paris, but every- 
where the obstacles of an unknown lan- 
guage prevented me from seeing, or even 
finding, the most interesting places. And 
when I got lost, as I did almost every day, 
I could not understand the perfectly good 
directions that the gendarmes gave me. 
I fell back upon the “charabancs”’ (the 
European equivalent of our “rubberneck” 
sightseeing wagons). and in this way I 
went over the beaten paths with the other 
travelling Americans who shared my own 
deplorable language handicap. Of course I 
saw Notre Dame, the Seine, the Bridges, 
the Eiffel. Tower, the Louvre, the Arc de 
Triomphe, the Latin Quarter—but I might 
as well have been seeing them on the screen 
of a movie theatre in New York! 


There was I, in the Paris of Du Maurier’s ⸗ 


“Trilby,” of Daudet’s “Sappho,” among

> 'HING, among the adjuncts 
of modern costuming, sug- 
gests the utilitarian common- 


place more than the every- 
day umbrella of Western civiliza- 
tion—which it derived from the most 
ancient eastern civilizations. One may 
not wholly deny it romance, for more 
than one short-story writer has given 
amusement and made money out cf 
‘*Fwo Under an Umbrella.’’ Nor is 
it. absolutely divorced from _ senti- 
ment, as one knows who mourns its 
lafcenous removal, or the forgetful- 
ness of the borrowing friend; we 
miss it grievingly when it is gone. 
Ordinarily gratitude is not a highly 
developed virtue in human kind, so 
perhaps we have taken the umbrella 
as if nature, that need not be 
thanked, Had evolved it in its spare 
minutes. It is therefore agreeable 
to_know that the European peoples, 
reflecting upon'the umbrella and its 
social values, acknowledge one more 
debt to the Orient. 

German newspapers called 1925 
the 175th anniversary of the intro- 
duction of the umbrella into Europe, 
iating its use from ‘Jonas Hanway, 
English traveler and philanthropist, 
who startled London on a rainy day, 
Oct. 28, 1750, by holding an um- 
brella he had brought from China." 
But as a matter of record Michael 
Drayton; writing in 1620, men- 
tioned its use in England; Swift 
referred to it in his writings in 1710, 
while in the British National Portrait 
Gallery is a picture of Sir Henry 
Unton, who died in 1596, in which he 
carries an umbrella. Gay in 
“Trivia,’’ written in 1712, says: 

Good housewives, underneath th’ 

umbrelia’s oily shed, 

Safe thro’ the wet on clinking pat- 

tens tread. 


At this period the umbrella was 
made of oiled silk and muslin and 
sometimes of oiled paper. In Beau- 
mont & Fietcher’s play. “Rule a 
Wife and Have a Wife,’’ written in 
1624, Altea thus speaks to the newly 
married Margarita: “Is your heart 
at rest; now you have got a shadow, 
an umbrella, to keep the scorching 
world’s opinion from your fair 
credit?" Husbands, in their long his- 
tory, have been called: all kinds of 
names, but that of “umbrella’’ has 
quaint, though effective, novelty. 


A Dual Protection 


The Doges of Venice employed the 
umbrella in the twelfth century, and 
in 1752 Colonel Wolfe wrote to Lon- 
don from Paris’ that the citizenry 
“carried the umbrella both against 
rain and sun’’ and expressed wonder 
that it “has not been introduced into 
Engiand.’’ Hanway, who brought 
one from China before his death in 
1786, became the promoter, the 
champion of its use in London. 

The umbrella in its first state was 
the sign of rank for royalty. ‘The 
skulls of the proletariat had to go 
unprotected. In ancient Rome and 
Greece the view of the umbrella was 
iifferent ; anybody might carry the 
~“ppliance at will; but a man who 
sought its protection lived ever after 
under the aspersion of mollycoddle; 
it was the shielder of the gentler 
sex from the complexion-spoiling 
Phoebus. 4 ; 

. Longfellow remarks that “‘into each 
life some rain must fall,’’ but he 
does not say how much. Hanway 
was no dry advocate, but he held 
that in London's dampness one might 
have too much of a good thing: 
hence his umbrella crusade. Jonas 
Hanway was born at Portsmouth 
in 1712 and became a traveler of 
note; he lived at Lisbon, St. Peters- 
burg, round the shores of the Cas- 
pian, at various periods, and jour- 
neyed to China, and through Persia 
‘with his trading caravan. Settling 
down in London, he wrote volumi- 
nously on his travels and other top- 
ics, and was one of those restlessly ac- 
tive people who, not very impressive 
yvrsonally, nevertheless accomplish 
‘ch. Carlyle refers to him (giving 
iin. the tifle of ‘sir’ without justi- 
fication) ‘as “a dull, worthy man’* 
whose remarks about Berlin. ‘remind 
-ouc. of an extinet Minerva’s owl.” 
Mine. O'Arblay “found Hanway

boresome with his newspaper quota- 
tions- and anecdotes, but, then, a 
woman who reverenced poor George 
III was liable to entanglement in 
character conclusions. Hanway at- 
tacked tea drinking, rousing the ire 
of Dr. Johnson and dragging the 
Oracle into controversy for the first 
and last time, as Boswell declares; 
he brought about the improvement of 
London streets, badgering the au- 
thorities after the manner of the im- 
portunate widow of Scripture, and 
getting results; he formed a Marine 
Society to help get the British Navy 
manned; he championed the cause of 
pauper babies and boy chimney- 
sweeps whose mortality figures ran 
high, and bettered their condition; 
he advocated and established Sunday 
schools for both mental and moral 
improvement of the neglected young 
folks, 


He Put Things Across 


Thus if the intelligentsia of the day 
eaeered ate him, he had the knack 
of putting things across—quite use- 
ful things—and was an obstinately 
strong finisher on the reform mara- 
thon -track. For thirty years he 
flaunted his umbrella’in the faces of 
jeering Cockney chair and coach 
men, first: regarded as crank, then 
fool, and last of all, . benefactor. 
When he had established. the um- 
‘relia habit among his fellow coun- 
trymen and went hence, England set 
up. a monument in his honor in 
the north transept of Westminster 
Abbey. Se 

Hanway has no claim to inventers’ 
honors; the umbrella was a very 
ancient contrivance. It . figured in 
the relics of Nineveh; Japan ‘used 
it from the beginning of its empire. 
Anglo-Saxon pictured scripts show it, 
and long before them the records 
of Greece and Rome. Up to Han- 
way’s time, however, the umbrella 
was in London either a novelty, the 
imported fad of the curio-hunter, 
or the cxtreme copier of foreign 
modes, or used for the protection of 
the woman and her delicate fineries. 
Robert Toft, who made his will in 
1618, bequeathed “an umbrella of 
perfumed leather, with a gould 
fryndge abowte yt, which I broughte 
out of Italie.’’ 

An unusually bold London dandy 
might adventure forth, using the 
umbrella to attract attention to his 
fashionable trappings, but he was a. 
mere freak and quite unrepresenta- 
tive. It was at this stage that Han- 
way set himself to popularize. the 
umbrella. The difficulties attending 
his crusade may be glimpsed if one 
turns to Disraeli’s ‘‘Literary Mis- 
cellanies.’’

One John Mac- 
donald about this time ve. ured. to 
carry through the London streets an 
umbrella he had bought in Spain, 
but “he “could not, with any comfort 
to myself, use it. the people calling 
out ‘Frenchman!’ and “Why don’t 
you get a coach?’”’ So his sister, 
who was walking with him, had to 
“quit his arm’’ because of the coarse 
abuse hurled at them. 

The umbrella menaced vested Lon- 
don business interests, and if men 
were able to carry rain-protectors 
about with them, there would be the 
less‘ trade for chairman and coach- 
man. There has been little change 
in the appliance since Hanway de- 
cided that its covering should be silk, 
though innovators have sought to 
improve it. A Frenchman thought 
it. would be bettered if it had a 
lightning-rod addition, but, obvi- 
ously, the device only commended 
itself to the man- with suicidal in- 
tentions; “then a German, utterly 
oblivious te the. sentimental aspect 
of thé appliance, fancied that a glass 
window or two .would improve 
matters; still later a misguided 
genius proceeded to equip his um- 





brella with electric lights. Evidently

Dickens deemed it worth describing 
in detail: ‘‘The old giril’s umbrella 
is of flabby habit of waist, and seems 
to be in need of stays—an appearance 
that is probably referable to its 
having served, through a series >f 
‘years, at home as a cupboard, and 
on journeys as a carpetbag.. She 
never puts it up, but generally uses 
the instrument as a wand with which 
to point out joints of meat or 
bunches of greens in marketing, or 
to arrest the attention of tradesmen 
by a friendly poke.’’ 

What appliance commonly carric¢ 
as appanage of costume has the 
multifarious uses of the umbrella, 
apart from its specific utility? Mrs. 
Carrie- Nation did not despise its 
militant. aid, nor did the followers 
of Mrs. Pankhurst in Suffragette 
days. There are few articles of dress 
that have the character-revealing 
qualities of the umbrella; we get a 
glimpse of mind and soul in the per- 
fectly folded instrument—the soul to 
whom the wrinkle of wrong crease is

SHARK OF THE AIR

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TWO THEATRES ASPIRE TO REPERTORY 


By H. I. BROCK 

IMULTANEOUS announcements 
were recently made from the 
Neighborhood Playhouse and 
the Theatre Guild of plans for 
putting jnto effect a ‘program of 
alternating plays during a given 
period, these plays to be acted by 
the permanent company of the the- 
atre. What was hopefully advertised 
to happen was in each case described 
as a return to “repertory.”’ Since 
that sort of thing had gone out in 
the larger theatre world of New 
York—according to that veteran ob- 
- Server of the stage, J. Ranken 
Towse—as long ago as 1875, it may 
be worth while to clear up in our 
minds exactly what this- repertory 

system is: Y 

Briefly, then, the repertory system 
is one that exists automatically in 
permanent State-endowed theatres 
abroad where a permanent company 
is charged with the task of present- 
ing to a more or less permanent 
public its regular evening entertain- 
ment, and, thus, is under the neces- 
sity of changing that entertainment 
every day in some cases, every week 
in others, depending on the size of 
the public it serves. 

The Comédie Francaise is a reper- 
tory theatre, and so is the theatre in 
every small German provincial capi- 
tal. Pateatly a really good ‘repertory 
company must have a considerable 
stock of plays ready to put on at a 
day’s or a week’s notice—plays of 
many kinds for many tastes—plays 
in which the members of the com- 
pany are letter-perfect. Patently, 
also, a good repertory company must 
have versatile actors and should ha¥e 
a company large enough to obviate 
the necessity of having every actor 
act in every play. 

Such a repertory company is the 
company of the Metropolitan Opera, 
which is practically the only large 
institution of ours that satisfies all 
the conditions of the definition. Of 
course, the Metropolitan has a larger 
number of ‘‘specialists’’ than a mere- 
ly theatrical company would require, 
but it could never run without the 
shock battalion of all-around adapt- 
able people who can sing acceptably 
a great many parts. Such a reper- 
tory company is the Moscow Art 
Theatre’s troupe of singing actors 
who have just finished their engage- 
ment in New York and started on a 
tour of the country. In its native 
Moscow, Mr. Nemirovitch Dant- 
chenko’s theatre also serves a more 
or less permanent public and the 
frequent change of bill is necessary. 
As a visiting company of players in 
a large strange city, the change of 
bill was not necessary. Nevertheless, 
being a repertory company, the Rus- 
sians were resolved to exhibit their 
whole repertory—and did so. 


Companies From Europe 


Such a repertory company has fre- 
quently visited us in the past—as Sir 
Henry Irving and Ellen Terry with 
their list of plays from Shakespeare 
to Sardou. In othér cases, what has 
come has rot been a repertory com- 
_ pany at all, but a staf, with his or 
his repertory, and a scratch company 
in — very inadequate — “‘support.”’ 
Usually the latter was the case with 
Sarah Bernhardt. There have been 
traveling repertor} troupes of both 
kinds touring the country since the 
big cities ubandoned the plan. It is 
safe to say, however, that from the 
time of Edwin Booth, these com- 
panies have very rarely been true 
repertory organizations; mostly they 
have depended on the repertory of 
the star. ‘ 


In case of a traveling company 
which is going to spend a week each 
in places where the _theatregoing 
population is limited, repertory is the 
natural equi t pecially where 
the company deals in Shakespeare 
or the literary drama in any form. 
The visitors are enabled to get the 
same people out several times over 
during the week~—instead of only 
once. It is a matter of record that 
touring companies with less than 
half a dozen plays in their. carpet- 
hag—sometimes ~not than 
three—used to reap a h harvest 
hefore the movies came along to pro- 





vide a steady flow of local enter- 
tainment. - Shakespeare was very 
profitable and continued to be so 
from the days of Booth to those of 
Robert Mantell and Sothern and 
Marlowe. 

In almost every case, however, the 
repertory of plays was much better 
than the company presenting the 
repertory, and, on the road, the com- 
pany was not large enough to pro- 
vide the reserves that an efficient 
repertory organization requires. It 
was observed, for instance, that, 
when the Moscow Art Studio people 
played ‘‘Carmencita and the Soldier,” 
consecutively, they changed the 
singers of: the principal réles once or 
oftener. in the course of the week. 
The same thing was true of the Mos- 
cow Art Theatre itself when Stanis- 
lavsky alternated, for instance, Mosk- 
vin and Katchaloff as “Tsar Fyodor.”” 
Here, of course,. was the one perfect 
example of the true repertory theatre 
that New York has had the oppor- 
tunity to see in many years, 


True Repertory Theatres 

Other repertory’ theatres—true ex- 
amples—have been the stock theatres 
playing in some of our smaller towns 
and lesser cities—sometimes only in 
the Summer, when better actors 
could be obtained. Some of these 
companies were fairly permanent 
over a ber. of ; others 
were newly recruited every season. 
In the latter case, the principal ad- 
vantage of the repertory company as 





;a@ school of acting is lost and the 


advantages to the audience are apt 
to be minimized. Other repertory 
theatres carrying on successfully in 
recent years have been certain for- 
eign language theatres in New York 
and other large cities, Yiddish the- 
atres especially. Such a _ theatre 
was the German Theatre from which 
Conried rose to be director of the 


| Metropolitan Opera. 


It is such a theatre in essence and 
on a small scale that every amateur 
group undertakes to form. For the 
essentials are a permanent company 
and a changing bill of plays with 
additions from time to time. The 
amateur group is. permanent (while 
it lasts) and change of bill with 
repetitions of previous successes 
from time to time is the automatic 
result of the-conditions under which 
the group finds audiences for its 
shows. 

Thus, all that was lacking to make 
the original Washington Square 
Players, parent group of the Guild, 
into the repertory theatre they 
aspired to create several yéars ago, 
wag the ‘trained actors who must 
provide the versatility without which 
a@ repertory theatre is lost. 

On a large scale, the only serious 
attempt to establish a true reper- 
tory theatre snice 1900—not count- 
ing the Manhattan Opera—was that 
which founded the New Theatre and 
built the fine house in Central Park 
which was to do for the spoken 
drama and light opera what the 
Metropolitan did for music not so 
light. The New Theatre was to 
have a permanent company of the 
most distinguished actors—a contin- 
uing all-star cast of players as the 
Metropolitan has a continuing all- 
star cast of singers...As the enter- 
prise was backed by the same peo- 
ple who were backers of the Metro- 
Politan, there was plenty of money 
and enthusiasm, and hopes ran very 
high. 

One trouble was that too much 
was expected—and the other trouble 
was that too little was done. New 
York missed its chance at an en- 
dowed theatre on a large scale—a 
sort of combination, under private 
instead of State auspices, of the 
Opéra Comique and the Comédie 
Francaise in Paris. 

At- that time, all the praisers of 
old times were feeling sentimentally 
regretful over the passing of the 
stock companies which had flour- 
ished in New York from 1880 to the 


the companies which had lent lustre 
to Wallack's, to Daly’s and to A. M. 
Palmer’s theatres and to Daniel 
Frohman’s Lyceum. Each of these 
theatres had its group of :actors— 





Daly’s, for instance, included at one 


beginning of the twentieth century— 


time Ada Rehan, Virginia Dreher, 
| John Drew, James Lewis, Charlies 
| Fisher and Mrs. Gilbert; Palmer, at 
|the Union Square,. enlisted Clara 
Morris, McKee Rankin, James 
O'Neill, Charles Coghlan and Stuart 
Robson; in the Lyceum company 
were (among others) E. H. Sothern, 
Georgia Cayvan, Mary Mannering, J. 
K. Hackett and Henry Miller. 

These so-called stock companies 
were more or less permanent groups 
of actors who gave together many 
different plays of many different 
kinds. But they were not repertory 
companies. They did not alternate 
their plays or run them in recurring 
cycles, except in so far as more or 
less frequent revivals of classical 
favorites may be regarded as an ap- 
proach to that sort of thing—though 
each revival was apt to be a separate 
production.. To be sure, the short- 
ness of the runs and the continued 
association of the actors in plays of 
divergent type did provide a school 
of versatility and practice in team 
work which has left its stamp upon 
all the players who have survived 
from that period—a stamp which is, 
og ought to be, the envy of younger 
actors who have not gone through 
the mill. Yet praisers of old times 
in those days professed to miss in 
these same actors something which 
they said only the still harder schoo! 
of repertory with its many and quick 
changes could give. : 

Here we are, then. It is clear that 
what the Neighborhood Playhouse 
offers, a triple new musical bill, al- 
ternating with “The Dybbuk,’’ four 
performances each a week for five 


it is an approach to it. The Theatre 
Guild’s plan for next year of three 
Plays in fifteen weeks, these plays 
not run in series as has been the 
custom. but vpon a system of mixed 
recurrence which is yet to be worked 
out, so that all will be running simul- 
taneously—is likewise only an ap- 
proximation to the true idéa of rep- 
ertory. But it might easily be de- 
veloped into a schedule which in- 
cluded half a dozen of the Guild's 
best productions and allowed, as 
now, for the addition of a new play 
to the list every five weeks. 


Plans of the Guild 


That assumes, of course, an ade- 
quate permanent company. An ade- 
quate permanent company is what 
the Guild has conspicuously lacked 
all these years when it has been the 
standing of theatrical joke to say 
that Helen Westley constituted in 
her single self the Guild's entire 
stock company. An adequate perma- 
nent company—or the beginning of 
one—engaged for next season is the 
other important part of the Guild's 
announcement. As announced, the 
company includes six or seven rea- 
sonably well-known names, which, 
of course, does not constitute a stock 
company within the meaning of the 
definition. But the list may he added 
to, and presumably will be, if the 
Guild means business. 

As for the Neighborhood Play- 
house, that organization has been 
building up its permanent company

als—which was precisely what Nemi-

the.fact of the transformation was 
abundantly proved in the manner of 
the presentation of “The Dybbuk.’’ 
To become a true repertory theatre, 
the little playhouse in Grand Street 
needs only to include more of its 
past performances in its recurring 
cycle of current. plays and to 
strengthen the company to the point 
which it can stand the strain of the 
multiplicity of performances and re- 
hearsals which will result. 

The next season ought to show 
whether the plan, which seems to 
turn back the clock so far, and yet 
which hase such obvious advantages 
doth for the player and the playgoer, 
can, in fact, be made to work under 
modern conditions.

Most. communities cannot support 
both street cars and buses.

crude silver cup. The magnificence 
of the container indicated that the 
plain cup must have been held sa- 
cred, and it has been argued that 
this relic was the Holy Grail itself. 
At any rate, estimates upward of a 
million dollars have been placed on 
the object that the Arab wanted to 
melt down for the silver. 


Finds in classic archaeology are 
not unknown in this country. At 
Greystone, Samuel Untermyer’s 
Place at Yonkers, workmen excavat- 
ing for a sewer pipe disinterred three 
years ago a Roman statue of Dem- 
eter. It has a market value of sev- 
eral thousand dollars. It -W&S“prob- 
ably once the. property of Samuel J. 
Tilden. A storm probably blew the 
goddess from her pedestal and she 
was left lying on the ground. Heavy 
marble soon sinks in the soil, and 
at the time the diggers discovered 
her she was several feet below the 
surface. Last year an announce- 
ment was made of the discovery of 
a head of Augustus Caesar that had 
been pumped out of the Hudson 
River. A suction dredger drew it up 
from hard clay ten feet deep in the 
river bed. It was pronounced to be 
| eaten Roman workmanship, but 
so badly battered in the dredge 
pipe that there were no purchasers 
| when. it was offered for sale at 
$1,000 by a local art dealer. This 
head of Caesar was. lost in the river 
in 1830, when fire destroyed a ferry- 
boat which was carrying it across 
the river to the estate of a connols- 
seur living in New Jersey. 

Joseph Brummer, a New York 
dealer, says that a great many valu- 
able classic objects in America be- 
long to owners who do not recog- 
nize their value. - 

“*T have been traveling abroad an- 
nually in search of these things for 
twenty years,’’ he said. ‘Hundreds 
of times I have heard dealers in 
‘I had 
‘a wonderful thing last week, but I 
sold it to an American." Americans 
have been buying this way for a 
hundred years or more, and un- 
doubtedly there are great quantities 
of fine things in private homes all 
over this country. It is probable 
that the present possessors in many 
cases do not understand their value 
and suppose them to be copies or 
modern productions. 

“Cm the other hand, few things of 
any value have been offered me in. 
this country. Three or four people 
come almost every day to sell me 
things. The majority are forgeries. 
Now and then, they have genuine 
objects of no. great importance. 1 
have only twice obtained really good 
things in this manner in New York. 
One was a Greek head. It was ab- 
solutely black when I! bought it, but 
on cleaning it proved to be a splen- 
did thing of the school of Praxiteles. 
Another time I hought here a col- 
lection of fine vases which had a 
value of several thousand dollars.’’ 


Shrewd Local Dealers 








There are local dealers in Egypt, 
Greece and the Near East who are 
able to hold their own against the 
archaeological kings of Paris, Berlin, 
London and New York. A Greek of 
Saloniki made himself wealthy by his 
knowledge of coins and of the weak- 
nésses.of collectors. He acquired in 
; 1914 a hoard of 350 coins of the an- 
i cient city of Mendé in Macedonia 
| which had been turned up by the 
| plow of a Bulgarian peasant near 
| the modern town of Caliandra. The 
coins belonged to the fourth century 
B. C. There were only three other 
coins of Mendé known, but these 
were the work of a great engraver. 
One coin bore a representation of a 
mule, another a Dionysius on a 
mule, and still a third a mule and 
a tree. There were many devices 
on the coins acquired by the man of 
Satoniki, but each hore somewhere 
the figure (lovingly done by the 
artist) of a mule, Which was a sort of 
sacred emblem of Mendé. The three 
previously known coins of Mendé 
were worth from $1,500 to $2,000 
each. The Greek realized that he 
would break the market if he flooded 








it with the 350 specimens all at 
once, so he kept his secret. He went 
first to a private collector in Eng- 
land. . 

“I have a magnificent unique,” he 
said. The collector was thrilled at 
the sight of it. He paid $1,500 
without a murmur. The Greek then 
dropped in on the British Museum 
and sold another of the coins as a 
unique. Then he hurried to another 
British collector and showed another 
Mendé. 

“The only one in the world,’’ de- 
clared the Greek. Aguin his price 
was paid. AYter a quick tour of the 
English collectors, he of Saloniki 
went to Germany and began to re- 
peat his successes, 


Broke His Own Market 


But one day, as the Greek was 
saying, ‘There is nothing else like 
it in the world,’’ the coltector laid 
before him a pencil rubbing of the 
coin and a letter from another col- 
lector which started, ‘‘I have just 
had the good fortune to purchase a 
magnificent unique from Mendé."’ 
The price of the coins of Mendé 
took a quick drop. The dealer, 
however, still got large~prices for 
his coins as rare and fine pieces, 
and today he is offering a complete 
‘series of twenty-seven coins of 
Mendé for $27,000. The total haul

rich from repeated finds, according 
to.Dr. Hirsch.

the world, he says. A Sicilian fam- 
ily from its own property has fur- 
nished him in two years with jewels, 
coins, bronzes and other ancient ob- 
jects worth more than $100,000. 
One family near Tarentum made the 
famous Avola finds. They found a 
jar with 300 Greek gold coins. A 
few years later they found a jar 
with similar contents. After an- 
other lapse of years they made a 
third such discovery. The totul 
value of these finds was approxi- 
mately $100,000. 

Another archaeological .‘‘gusher’’ 
was a garden at Morden Saida in 
Syria, the site of the ancient city 
of Sidon. In 1829 a jar containing 
3,000 gold coins was found in this 
garden. In 1852 another great 
hoard of coins was found a few feet 
away. Eleven years later another 
terra cotta receptacle was unearthed 
containing 3,600 coins. Then a 
speculator bought the property and 
began to mine it systematically, dig- 
ging it to a great depth and sifting 
every pint of dirt. But. not another 
coin was found. 





PARIS MODEL MARKET NO MORE 


Parts. 
O many Paris landmarks are dis- 
appearing that. one cannot keep 
track of them all. Those that 
have to do with the ‘‘Bohemian”’ 
artistic life of the French capital, 
celebrated by so many writers, are 
pecially } ted. One of these is 
the famous ‘‘Model Market,” to 
which artists used to come for models 
—nearly all Italians in the old days, 
and ‘‘professional’’ posers who did 
nothing else for a living. 
Originally the 





*“*market’’ used to 


be held in the Place Pigalle, on the! 


way up Montmartre Hill—now a 
eentre for what the French call 
“‘dancings,’’ and the ‘‘white light 
district” of Paris. : 

Here came all the ‘‘types’’— 
gnarled, bearded old men; swarthy 
children; young women with their 
families (two, three or four infants) 
ready to pose for %iblical groups; 
handsome young men and girls; old 
wrinkled women with earrings, bright 
shawls and high silver combs. There 
were the strong men, too, and the 


Apollo-Adonis types; the Virgins and | 


the Magdalenes. They would wait, 
a noisy group, for the artists to take 
their pick. Remuneration was usu- 
ally 20 or 30 sous the sitting. 


On Monday mornings, instead of 
coming to the market, those whose 
hours were not already booked.in ad- 
vance for some particular picture or 
group of statuary would go to the 
academies and art schools, where, 
turn by turn, 
model throne and took a variety of 
poses, the pupils finally voting for 
the one they preferred. This system 
still obtains at the Ecole des Beaux- 
Arts, though nowhere else. <A regu- 
lar week in the schools was always 
Preferred to casual employment with 
individual artists, because, though 
the pay was less, it was a certainty 
for six full days. At the end of the 
week it is customary for students to 
take up a pourhoire colleetion for the 
model. 

Prices have augmented “al around 
now. ‘The price of a sitting has risen 
to a 15 francs average—10 francs 
for the schools and academies. Even 
at that the models complain that 
they cannot live—which ix not very 
surprising. 

The beginning of the end of the 
Place Pigalle market dates as far 
back as 1875, when Montparnasse 
first began to prove a sérious artistic 
rival to the older Montmartre quar- 
ter across the river. A new model 
market sprang up there on the 
Boulevard, between the Rue Bréa 
and the Rue de laGrande-Chaumiére. 
In time it entirely supplanted the

original one, and has lasted out prac- | 


ticully its half century. But the war 
struck it a blow from which it never 
recovered, and now this market, too, 
is to go its way into oblivion. 

After the war all kinds of new 
regulations covering foreigners had 
gone into force. Models from Italy 
began to have a hard time.

The Italian posing colony became 
more and more depleted, until at last 
an unsympathetic grocer struck their 
market its death blow. He made 
several formal complaints about it. 
alleging it to be not only a stigma 
upon his own grocery establishment 
on the other side of the street, but 
also upon the whole quartier, to 
which he was a newcomer. He has 
finally obtained its official suppres- 
sion. Another of the sights of Paris 
has gone its way. 

An art school in the Rue de la 
Grande-Chaumiére has offered the 
harassed models—or what remains of 
; them—a shelter. Benches have been 
'set out for them in the passage, and 
‘ there come individual artists and the 
‘concierges from neighboring art 
' schools, looking for types. ~ 

But the types have changed, cer- 
tainly, and not for the better, artisti- 
‘cally speaking, in the past ten years. 
; Models are no longer purely profes- 
sional posers. A great many of them 
‘are just ‘‘out-of-works” from other 
trades and callings who have drifted 
in on the chance of picking up an 
odd penny, and who will often desert 
an artist half way through a picture 
if a better job or something in thei: 
own line turns up. 

The women models nowadays are 
mostly French—little under-devel- 
oped, underfed things, with pale 
faces and pricked fingers. The great 
Junos and Amazons have gone. The 
men are Russians, often of the old 
noblesse; Levantines; occasionally 
negroes—the latter much in demand 
just now.

reproach against M. Briand that he 
does not work, that he does not 
study. Doubtless he knows how te 
spare himself superfluous labors to 
leap over intermediate stages which 
must be carefully trodden by 
average men, but it ts foolish to sup- 
pose he is not werking when he is 
drumming a tune with his fingers, 
or that he.is not studying when he 
is looking out of the window of the 
‘Quai d'Orsay or from his hotel on 
Lake Geneva. 

There is no word in the dictionary 
more frequently used in the stupid- 
est fashion than the -word  ‘‘lazi- 
ness,”" and often I am tempted to 
ask that it be erased from the lexi- 
con. Quite apart- from M. Briand’s 
unique position and his extraordi- 
nary gifts, there is no more pic- 
turesque figure in our generation. 

I have already tried to draw his 
portrait in these columns and have 
briefly sketched his earlier career.

He smiles enigmatically, keeps his 
temper and merely reproaches them 
facetiously: ‘‘You have broken a 
Plate over my head and now ask 
me to stick the bits together.’’ 

Good-humoredly, he consents. to 
repair shattered crockery with an 
air of indulgence which makes Par- 
liament appear like a shamed and 
Naughty child. He does not seek 
office; office seeks him.

sacred significance. Romance, leg- 
end and history have made their 
way into the leaded-glass story 
books of England. Though dealing 
with’ the life of a saint, they tell 
their tales in the vernacular. 


Secular pictures of one kind and | 


another have been placed in count- 
less churches. They are found in 
Germany, in Switzerland, in Italy. 
Such subjects are more frequently 
encountered in the carvings that 
adorn both iriterior and exterior of 
the church structures. The people 
of the Middle Ages were so frank 
that often they would treat of things 
scarcely mentioned nowadays in po- 
lite society—certainly not above a 
whisper in our puritanical America. 

Should the sport window attain its 
lofty position in St. John the Divine, 
it would not be the only secular 
church window in New York. Such 
others as are known to the writer are 
memorial offerings. ‘ There is the 
Joseph Jefferson window in the 
“Little Church Around the Corner."* 
In it are associated the figures of 
Christ and of Jefferson and his fellow- 
actor, Holland, to say nothing of 
roistering Dutchmen, old Rip's dog, 
Schneider, and his wife and children. 

Small wonder that this church be- 
came the favorite of the theatrical 
profession. Its pretty interior is 
sweetened by the mellow light that 
seeps through gently tinted me- 
mortals to James Montague and to 
Richard Mansfield; is warmed by the 
glow of the ruby red, the sapphire 
blue and the royal purple-in John La 
Farge’s fine tribute to the memory 
of Edwin Booth. 

One very quaint _and humble 
window records a harrowing episode 
in the history of New York City, the 
race riots. Dr. Houghton, at that 
time rector of the church, gave 
shelter to the persecuted biacks, 
standing for more than twenty-four 
hours at the door and holding back 
menacing crowds. Several of the 
rescued negroes remained as special 
wards of the church. When two of 
them, George and Eliza Wilson, died, 
their friends guve a window in their 
name. 

Queen Victoria Appears 

Rather off the beaten track is St. 
John the Evangelist's, whose square 
interior, in the style of the Colonial 
churches, is severe, yet which con- 
tains a unique window. Queen Vic- 
toria, in profile, placid and calm, 
gazes forth from the slender frame 
of lead encircling the medallion on 
which it is painted. The window 
was the gift of the St. George's 
Society. 

A delightful example of a modern 
subject treated in an old way is the 
stained glass given by the artists of 
Silvermine, Conn.; to commemorate 
the sculptor Solon Borglum. It is 
to be found in the vestibule of St. 
Mark’s Church, New Canaan. The 
upward course Jesse tree branches 
form the lights in which are de- 
picted activities of the members of 
the Silvermine colony.

The color scheme is that common to 
thirteenth and fourteenth century 
glass. The window was executed by 
Putnam Brindley and Charies R. 
Lamb. 

A lovely and somewhat unusual 
window has just been installed in the 
Sunday School of the First Presby- 
terian Church at Albany. It belongs 
to the modern school of stained glass 
made famous in the United States 
by John La Farge and the Tiffany 
Studics. tt embodies the realism of 
an oil painting. In the centre of 
the foreground stands Joseph Henry, 
who in his time (1799 to 1878) was 
considered the most eminent physi- 
cist in the country. 

A most interesting secular addition 
to twentieth century ecclesiastical 
art is the window in the Lady

od is calculated to cut the cost of 
newsprint $15 a ton. If de-inking 
plants are established in metropolitan 
centres of newspaper production there 
will be an annual saving from destruc- 
tion of 275,000 acres of 100-year-old 
spruce wood, 

In Chicago alone, 325 tons of waste 


newspapers could be collected daily | 


and made into fresh paper, thus con. 
serving ninety-seven acres of wood 


every day in the year—wood that has | 


taken many years to grow.

He who gets slapped in 
merry and deliberate self-abasement in 
order to mock at the world with its 


pretensions Evréinoff has placed upon |

To him the clown is the typical 
representative of humanity; the bearer 
and interpreter of its fate, so full: of 
tragedy and comedy. 

This instinct to pretend he finds evi- 
denced in all phases of man’s develop- 
ment. Obedient to it, the savage mu- 
tilates, distorts or otherwise trans- 
forms what he finds in nature, includ- 
ing himself. This can be seen in his 
practice of tattooing, of piercing the 
flesh and bone to provide convenient

Even more remarkable appears this 
penchant for ‘‘show” in the more ad- 
vanced stages of culture.

Make-Belive in Past Epochs. 


In France of the eighteenth century 
the theatrical quality of life so closely 
approximated the mimic life of the 
stage that one could not always tell 
which of the two contained the lesser 
degree of reality. Mannerisms and 
stilted convention were everywhere 
evident in speech—even in house fur- 
nishing. Powder, rouge, beauty spots, 
@ bewildering variety of hairdress, ar- 
tificial codes of behavior reigned su- 
preme. England, until recently, and 
Colonial America also furnish excellent 
illustrations. 

Particularly significant is this —9* 
dency in. the social sphere. Every 
occurrence of importance is made an 
occasion for symbolic representation. 
The birth of a child, his education, the 
hunt, marriage, war, the administra- 
tion o® justice, punishment,’ religion, 
death—all these are turned into events 
carrying a purely theatrical appeal. 

This. propénsity, which the Russian 
Playwright calls ‘‘theatrocracy,’’ per- 
meates civilization and dominates hu- 
man relations, Every man in so far 
as he does not wish merely to exist, 
but strives to attain, some place of 
importance in life, creates out of his 
natural mode of existence a kind of 
theatre ‘for himself. Ability to act, 
Evréinoff holds, should be cultivated 
and developed in every individual. To

He spent the Summer 
months as a wandering performer, 
playing, singing and dancing under 
the windows of the scattered villas of 
the countryside. His first serious mu- 
sical composition, a comic opera, writ- 
ten at this time, was staged with 
great success at his school. 


At the same time, Evréinoff’s mind 
was delving into philosophy and the- 
ology. At the age of 15 he considered 
himself an atheist. At the age of 18 
he knew Nietzsche by heart. At the 
age of 20, following the death of a 
friend, he turned to the Bible an@ dis- 
coursed on it as would a clergyman. 
In 1901 he was graduated from the law 
school and entered Government ser- 
vice in the Ministry of Trangportation. 
In.the same year he was admitted to 
the Conservatory of Music, where he 
joined a composition class conducted 
by Rimsky-Korsakoff.

During the years of Russia's par- 
ticipation in the war, Evréinoff was 
a member of the teaching staff of an 
aviation school. Since 1917 he has 
been touring the world, visiting the 
countries where his plays are staged. 
He had an exciting time while trav- 
eling in Russia during the revolution 
and the civil war that followed it. 

“It was rather  incongruous,’’ he 
said, ‘in the midst of all this turmoil 
and confusion, when passions were 
unloosed and. when questions of gov- 
ernment and civic order were decided 
by the sword amid scenes of rebellion 
and crime, to see myself traveling 
from place to place to lecture on the 
necessity of the theatre in life and 
the theatricality of all reality.. But 
at that time life itself was the great- 
est demonstrator of the truth of what 
I_was preaching. Life showed. itself 
then an enthralling, if cruel, theatri- 
cal spectacle.’’

TREES ON POOR SOIL. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Reference is made to the editorial 
about parks and forests in the Feb, 22, 
1926, issue of your paper. I received 
the notion from reading’ this “editorial 
that the writer was laboring under 
the impression that Only inférior for- 
ests can be produced. upon lands not 
suited for the production. of agticul- 
tural crops. Reference was made to 
Camp Upton, on Long Island, that has 
recently been designated as a nationa! 
forest for timber production, and it. was 
pointed out that these inferior scrub 
lands were not fit for growing forests 
and had better have been turned over 
for recreation and park purposes: If 
you will go into the matter fully you 
will find that often very inferior land 
will produce good qualities of forest 


of the growth which is taken. to indi- 
cate poor soil is the result of the way 

in which the lands have been treated. 
I have made no examination of Camp 
Upton but I should say from knowl- 
edge of lands of this nature in dif- 
ferent sections of the United States 
that the stunted character of the 
growth .is largely due to constant 
burning in the past. . If fires are ex- 
cluded and trees planted thé vegetable 
matter from the decaying leaf litter 
will build up the soil so the trees will 
develop into thrifty stands of ,good 
quality.

We lawyers have.met in our — 
bar associations, and have passed 
solemn platitudiness re.olutions that 
the administration of justice, civil and 
criminal, . is gravely at fault. - We’ 
thereby imply blame, eithe: upon our 
law, or upon the administration of it 
by our Judges or juries. We are woe- 
fully. silent as to shortcomings of our 
own, We are so anxious te remove 
the mote from a,neighbor’s eye that 
we are unmindful of the beam in our 
own. It is always easier to propose 
toreform another man than to re- 


Let me come to my point, — 
further circumlocution, The fault in 
the administration of justice in this 
country, to.which may be traced most 
of the delays in our courts, is not 
due to the bench. but to the bar.. The 
root cause is an erroneous idea, ‘which 
prevails among .us, as to the duty 
which a lawyer owes to his-client. 

Let us take up first, the administra- 
tion of criminal justice. 

The criminal lawyer proceeds upon 
the motion that he owes a dirty to a 
client, ‘who is charged/ with crime, not 
only to defend him against the accu- 
sation, but also in case of conviction 
to. aid him -to evade punishment. 
Whether a given lawyer who seeks to 
save or prolong the life of a con- 
demned murderer by means of some 
quirk in the law is stimulated more 
by the hope of resultirig glory. to 
himself, and. subsequent retainers 
from other criminals, than by an 
honest belief in a supposed duty to the 
client is not for me to say. It is 
entirely immaterial. For that ‘no. such 
duty exists. ~ 

The only duty a lawyer owes to a 
person charged. with crime is to see 
that he has a fair trial,.that the evi- 
dence against him does not contravene 
the rule as to reasonable doubt, to 
introduce any evidence in his favor, 
and to urge legitimate argument in 
his behalf. If his client is convicted, 
then upon the sentence the lawyer's 
duty to his client ends. If-he honestly 
‘believes that the evidence is insuffi- 
cient to warrant a conviction, or that 
the Court erred in any ruling on a 
question of law, he may so advise his 
client and will be justified in: taking 
steps to reverse the conviction. In 
doing so, however, he has no, moral 
or legal right to invoke frivolous tech- 
nicalities merely to prolong’ the life of 
‘the client. * * *

| INOUNCEMENT was made re- 
cently that the Postmaster Gen- 
‘eral had awarded contracts to 
three. American owned and Opergted 
steamship lines to carry mailto Hol- 


South America and to the Medierss- 


-| mean, 


The first —— was tor parcel’ 
post ‘alone and was given to the Amer- 
ican Diamond Steamship Corporation, 
whereby its fast freighters to Rotter- 
dam and Antwerp shall receive prefer- 
ential treatment...The extent of the 
preference is as ‘yet undecided, but it 
is: understood that a seven. days’ Iee- 
way at the port of arrival-is contem- 
plated. 

The parcel ‘post for Antwerp had 
previously been handled by the Red 
Star Line of the International Mercan- 
tile Marine, that for Rotterdarh by the 
Holland-America Line, The American 
Diamond Line operates the following 
vessels to Rotterdam:  Innoko, Ala, 
Anaconda, Coaxet, Oakspring, ‘To- 
malva, Béllepline and Western Plains. 
Its Antwerp service runs the follow- 
ing: - Sac City; Eastern Victor, West 
Eldara, West Arrow, Eastern Dawn, 
Sahale and Sacandaga, - 

Following the.Black Diamond ¢on- 
tract the Post Office Department an- 
nounced ‘two general miail contracts, 
the first to be awarded under’ the 
Merchant Marine act of 1920. These 
contracts “for all mail offered’’ thhave 
been entered into with the~ Munson 
Line, running regular service to Rio 
de Janeiro and Buenos Aires from New 
York, ahd with the Export Steamship 
Corporation, which operates fast 
freight Service to Mediterranean ports. 

New Era for United States Ships. 

Under the terms anhounced the 
Munson boats will receive $3 per.out- 
ward mile, amounting to $500,000 a 
year, it is estimated. The Export 
contract calls for a flat rate of $100,- 
000'a year. The Munson ships, Pan 
America, ‘Sotfhern Cross, “American 
Légion,’ Western © World, maintain 
regplar’ passenger and freight services 
between New’ York and Rio ‘de Janeiro 
and Buenos ‘Aires. The Export lines 
are in cempetition with numerous 
passenger and .freight. lines, notably 
the’ Fabre Line, the Lloyd Sabaudo, 
the Cosulith Line, the Transatlantica 
Italiana, the Royal Spanish Mail, the 
Lloyd Triestino, and the Navigazione 
Generale Italiana, as well as with the 
transatlantic mail ferry, which now 
carries mail for much of the Mediter- 
ranean as well as North Burope. 

The export boats serve all the Medi- 
terraneanh, however, from Morocco to 
Constantinople, Alexandria and the 
Black Sea area, and maintain regular 
and reliable service with these vessels: 
Saucon, Carenco, City of St. Joseph, 
City. of Eureka, Qssa, Saugus, Coeur 
d’Alene, ‘Sinsinawa, Liberty Land, 
Corson, Hog Tsland and Blair. . “ 

These contracts are taken by ship- 
ping men to indicate a new era in 
American shipping. .The Govern- 
metit’s ocean mail policy hitherto has 
been unsettled. Under the terms of 
the act of 1891 mail contracts were 
signed with the old American Line, 
the’ American Mail Steamship Com- 
pany, the New York & Cuba Mail, the 
Red’ D* Line to Venezuela, and the 
Oceanic Steamship Company, running 
to Australasia from San Francisco, via 
Honolulu and Pago Pago...

In 1912 American ships.carried 675,- 
969 pounds-of mail to the 2,302,563 
pounds carried by foreign vessels; but 
the. American ships received $1,269,- 
787.70 to the foreign companies’ 
$1,295,231.49, or equal compensation 
for carrying about a quarter as much. 
In 1921 United States ships carried 
1,107,244 pounds to. the 3,004;796 
pounds carried by foreign ships, and 
receivecé $3,268,206.31 as against the 
$2,348,228.88 paid to ‘foreign compa- 
nies; or 50 per cent, more for ¢arrying 
60: per cent. less. * 

Back of the question of mail. sub- 
sidies is the story of mercantile ma- 
rine rivalry since the age of steam 
came in.

Aids to Foreign Ships. 


From then until 1902. British ship- 
ping. had pretty much, its own way; 
1902 was the year of. the famous 
‘‘Morgan shipping merger” out of 
which arose the International Mercan- 
tile Marine Company. The British Ad- 
miralty took alarm at the American 
absorption of the.White Star Line, and 
subsidized the Cunard Line $750,000 a 
year for twenty yedrs. At thé.same 
time the Admiralty lent money to the 
line for. the construction of two fast 
ships, the Mauretania and the ‘Lusi- 
tanja, at a rate of 2% per.cent. inter-' 
est, which, with thé subsidy, was in 
effect a gift of two vessels to the line, 

In France, Italy, Germany, Austria- 
Hungary and other. minritime coun- 
tries a similar policy of mail’ subven- 
tions was. established, and Was sup- 
plemented by construction and navi- 
gation: bounties.

the science of chemistry permitted any 
real attack.on the problem. Eight of 
thése older’ elements, including .such 
metals as gold and silver and copper, 
were known éven to prehistoric man. 
Others were discovered, more ‘or less 
by. accident,: by the alchemists and 
physicians of the Middle Ages. Adding 
ell of these to the seventy-five dis- 
covered by relatively modern chemists, 
we have @ total of ninety elements, 
mow believed to be known with reason- 
a@ble assurance. 


Two Chemical Elements Missing. 


But evém this does not exhaust. tla 
st. On.the basis of modern atomic 
theory, chemists are able to calculate 
the number of distinct chemical ele- 
ments that ought to exist. Under the: 
conditions existing on’ earth, there are 
at least ninety-two of these: - Accord: 
ingly, two ot the. chemical elements 
@re stil] missing. 

It.4s conceivable, although not ‘prob- 
able, that these. elements. are really. 
lacking in the materials of the.earth. 
The chemists are inclined to. belleve, 
however, that the trouble is merely 
one of insufficient, search. If we. but 
look carefully 
enough for these two missing ¢le- 
ments, we shall probably succeed, they 
believe, in ‘finding them—just as Pro- 
fessor Hopkins reached success in. his 
endeavor to find the new element 
named iilinium, an element the ex- 
istence‘of which had. been predicted 
from atomic theory, as we now pre- 
@ict the existence of the’ missing two. 

The early discoverers. of, elements 
Were not guided, of course, 
same. assurance of existence: and the’ 
game prediction of properties that are 

w.possible. Alchemists who found 
@lements did so quite by accident. 
Concerning most of these early dis- 
coveries few facts have come down to 
us; but there is one, the discovery of 
phosphorus, about which we know a 
Uttle more. 

In the latter part of the seventeenth 
eentury there lived in the City of Ham- 
burg, Germany, a clever and indus- 
tricus alchemist named Brand.’ Like 
other men of his day and profession, 
Brand spent his time in searching for 
the philosopher's stone, that im- 
azined talisman. possessing the’ prop-|- 
erty; ‘every: one believed, of turning 
other metallic substances ‘Into gold. 
For 800 years the search for this mar- 
velous magic had obsessed scientists. 
Berr Brand of Hamburg was merely 
following in the footsteps of still. wiser 
and abler men.

Paralleling these devel nts has 
come an ®xtraordinary * on’ the 
part. of;American buSiness men to take 
the law. in. their own hands and to 
settle their differences entirely outside 
the area of statutory laws and formal 
judicial procedure.. Commercial arbi- 
tration, as this movement has come 
be knowh, has growh with amazing 
rapidity.” Business mien are’ coming 
more and“moré fo submit..their differ-! 
entes* toa ‘third party of their own 
choosing ‘and..to agree beforehand to 
abide by his decision. 

Supporters ot eoenmercial arbitration 
lay particular stress on its voluntary 
and mutual features, and point to the 
enormous saving in time*and expense 
which it provides. When a case is 
taken to court for seftlement now- 
adays it: may take ‘several years to 
get a decision, so clogged are the cal- 
endars; and, besides, the untiecéssary 
expense inyolved, the whole procedure 
tends to extend rather than reduce 
the area and intensity of the dispute: 
An arbitration out of court, however, 
emphasizes the advantages of mutual 
compromise and ¢nderstanding, oper- 
ates with comparative alacrity 
with’ a minimum of lest motion. Then, 
too; the arbitrator: can be chosen by 
voluntary agreement from the list of 
persons who know most about the sub- 
ject at issue.

The fact remains 
that the ‘‘justice’’ which the Gonsti- 
tution was to establish was not merely 
the ordered regulation of human con- 
duct as between man and man, which 
‘we commonly call law. It proclaimed’ 
a higher law than that of govern- 
ment. It was the negation of full sov- 
ereignty, either in the State which 
they were creating or even in the 
péoplé, It again affirmed the great 
abstraction of the Declaration of In- 
dependence that each man has cere 
tain inalienable. rights which the 
State may not justly transgress. 

To vindicate that -principie the 
Constitution was to make a unique 
contribution to the science of govern- 
mént. No longer. should executives 
and legislators be the judges of their 
own power, for when they are their 
power 1s potentially unlimited; and 
the rights of the individual exist’ only 
by sufferance. “The Constitution was 
to establish an independent judiciary 
as the final governmental conscience 
of the nation in matters of constitu- 
tional morality, Beyond that the only

esthetics for a long time. He per- 
formed a second operation with the 
use of ether in the same year he first 
tried it, and again two years later. 

In the meantime W. D. G. Morton 
Was experimenting in the Boston of- 
fice and laboratory of Dr. C. T. Jack- 
son. He becamie interested in den- 
tistry, and made séveral contribu- 
tions to that science. First trying 
ether on animals, he extended the ex- 
periments. Alcohol, laudanum and 
galvanic. shocks. had hitherto been

Definite Statement Wanted. 
American students of the Philippine 


, political situation think that’a clear- 


cut declaration by the American Goy- 
ernment that. independence will sot 
be granted for. at least a generation 
or two will clear up the political situa- 
tion. There would, of course, be a 
violent outcry, but they say this would 
not last long. <A definite statement 

of ‘policy would’ save the face of the 
political leaders and enable them to 
say that they had done everything 
possible for independence, but that 
the American Goyernment had refused 
to grant what they asked. They would 
then be able to turn to other issues 
and to drop the independence cry as 
impractical. 

It would be a mistake to assume | 
that in so doing they would give up| 
the ideal of ultimate independence 
for the Filipino people.* They main- 
tain that the United States is morally 
bound to grant independence. If they 
felt that the postponement of their 


‘|ambition méant the death of all their 


hopes for independence, they would 
undoubtedly cherish a lasting bitter- 
ness toward the United States. 

Owing to the fact, however, that 
they appear reconciled to a continua- 
tion of American sovereignty for many 
years, there is reason to believe that 
they would readily adjust themselves 
to a definite, unequivocal statement 
by the American Govérnment. “Any- 
thing is better than the present un- 
certainty,’’ they say, anf add that to 
know definitely that the granting of 
independeneés has been postponed for 
a generation or more would greatly 
simplify their problems, 


* American Capital Sought. 
American capital will come to the 
Philippines in large amounts as soon 
as the islands receive their indepen- 
dence, Filipino leaders believe. “As 
sooh as we have established here a 
government of, by and for the Pili- 


- | pinos,’”’ said oné of them, ‘‘American

Back of their objections has been the 
fear that the more American money is 
invested in the Philippines under the 
present conditions, the harder it will 
be to réalize that “absolute, complete 
and immediate independence” of which 
they have so long been talking. They 
fear, in other words, that American 
capital coming inte the islands before 
independencs is granted will become a 
factor in the island politics. 

Money’ From Other Lands. 

Under independence they do not fear 
political consequences from American 
in’ ehts. They do, however, fear 
political consequences if, after’ they 
have obtained their independence, 
they are forced to turn to other 
countries fot capital. A few of the 
thoughtful ones among them realize 
that the danger of financial penetra- 
tion by some power other than the 
United States would be great if 
American sovereignty were with- 
drawn from the islands. . 

They do not fear active. military 
aggression, but they fail to see how 
they can protéct themselves against 
peaceful penetration. unless they have 
the support of the. United States. 
Therefore, as between American and 
Other capital, they would prefer the 
American, . They lay the timidity of 
American capital at present and dur- 
ing the last decade to the lack of con · 
fidence of the American investors ih 
thé future of the islands under Amier- 
iean control.

They have gone even so far as to 
try to contéel the naming of Cabinet 
Secretaries, and have sought to make 
these men responsible to the Legisla- 
ture rather flian to the,Governor Gen- 
eral.

When on Dec. 3 last Primo ‘an- 
nounced the dissolgtion of the Mil{- 
tary Directorate and eulogized its long 
list of really remarkable reforms, the 
Catalan problem alone showed that it.

There is much to be said o.2 both 
sides, and each: side has produced its 
intelligent and disinterested advocates. 
On the one: side is the~Captaincy- 
General with an area of 12,400 square 
miles and a population of 2,000,000, 
of whom a majority in origin, lan- 
guage and culture have little in com- 
mon with Spaniards. They are an in- 
dustrious people. Their fields are the 
most productive in the Peninsula. In 
agriculture, mining and. manufactur- 
ing they use the latest and most ap- 
proved machinery. Their exports of 
copper, zitic, maganese, lead, coal and 
salt, of ‘cottons, woolens, gilks and 
laces keep the shipping of the Port of 
Barcelona busy. The productivity of 
the region represents 65 per cent. of 
that of the entire nation. Its taxes 
pay nearly 80 per cent. of the na- 
tional expenditures. 

These things explain why the Cata- 
lans desire political and economic as 
well as cultural autonomy and why a 
highly centralized Government at 
Madrid would desire to prevent. it. 
Had the aspirations of ‘the Catalans 
ended as they began, with the realiza- 
tion of an independent culture, it is 
fair to assume that the Dictator would 
have given them the same encourage- 
ment that. he did when acting as Cap- 
tain-General. But when the Man- 
comunidad went further and hegan to 
make plans for an independent politi- 
cal administration that should direct

_ The political friends. of Governor 
Ritchie in Maryland and other States 
have formally entered him‘in the race 
for the Presidential nomination of the 
Democratic Party in 1928, and an ac- 
tive and-intensive propaganda is under 
way in his behalf. * 

The reasons advanced for the advo- 
@acy of Governor Ritchie as a candi- 
date are based by! those who’ make 
them upon his availability. He is a 
Democrat, they say, and a Democrat 
of the old and strict construction 
school, He is a man of engaging @er- 
sonality and extensive political ac- 
quaintance; he comes from Maryland, 
which is Democratic in antecedents. 
and one of the doubtful and uncertain 
States and so placed geographically 
that it belongs neither to the South 
nor the North and is the next nearest 
State, so to speak, to the national 
G@apital. 

Governor Ritchie, it is*'added further, 
is a gentleman of large popularity in 
his home State, of which he is now 
Chief ‘Executive, and a practical dem- 
onStration of this was given’ some 
years ago when he succeeded himself 
as Governor, an achievement contrary. 
to. the rigid political rules of Mary- 
land, the voters of which have never 
accepted as thein motto “‘one good 
term deserves another.” 

Maryland has never had a President. 
Virginia, to the south of it, had almost 
@ monopoly among the earlier Presi- 
dents. Pennsylvania to the north and 

ew Jersey, too, have been honored by 
the elevation of their citizens to what 
all campaign orators call ‘‘the highest" 
office in the land.” It is time, some 
fervent partisans from ;the State of 
the terrapin, the canvasback and the 
hard and soft shell crab declare, that 
a ryland Democrat should be put 
at the head of the party ticket if a 
repetition of the controversies which 
blighted Democratic prospects in 1920 
and again in 1924 are to be avoided. | 

There is an election for Governor in 
Maryland next year, and it is generally 
understood in that State that Mr. 
Ritchie will run for a third term. A 
trio of active Democratic leaders, Cul- 
len, Kent and Ennis, are in charge of 
the active Ritchie campaign in that 
State and such other States as it is 
hoped to annex. Governor Ritchie 
was the choice of Maryland for the 
Presidential nomination at the Madison 
Square Garden convention in 1924, and 
though he received solidly the votes of 
his own State no special effort was 
made to get delegates for him in other 
States, and under the existing condi-;

One objection urged agair~t 
the. choice of Governor Ritchie, to 
which his advocates are said to attach 
small importance, is the fact that by 
keeping in the race at the last na- 
tional convention with no hope or ex- 
pectation of success Governor Ritchie 
made more difficult the fight. of the 
other candidates to secure the requi- 
site majority—particularly the friends 
of. Governor Smith, who received, no 
help from Maryland, although on 
points of policy outside of the Presi- 
dential nomination Maryland © voted.

Situation Somewhat Complicated. 


The political situation in Maryland is 
somewhat complicated by the fact that 
while the present Governor is a Demo- 
erat the first of’ the United States 
Senators whose term is to expire\is O. 
E. Weller, a Republican. It has long 
been a matter of talk (the substantial 
character of which any reader can de- 
termine for himself) that a sort of 
gentlemen’s agreement exists in Mary- 
land, or has existed in the recent past, 
whereby a considerable number of or- 
ganization Democrats give their sup- 
port to Senator Weller when a candi- 
date, whereas a like number of organi- 
zation Republicans give their support 


to Governor Ritchie under like circum- 
nces. 

*However this may be, and the politi- 
cal altruists reject it entirely, of 
course, there will be a primary in 
Maryland on Sept. 9 to choose candi- 
dates for United States Senator. -It is 
pretty generally understood (so far as 
anything can be understood in politics) 
that Senator Weller will be again the 
nominee of the Republicans, and it is 
also understood that former Mayor 
James H. Preston of Baltimore will be 
a candidate against him for the Demo- 
cratic nomination, but whether with 
the support of Goverfor Ritchie’s 
friends remains to be seen. Mr. Maloy 
—William Miles Maloy—who, as stated, 
expects to run in opposition to Gov- 
ernor Ritchie for the Democratic nom- 
ination, presents a combination almost 
peculiar to Maryland. He is the son 


known generally as ‘'Pat.’’ 

From all this it may be seen .that, 
Maryland continues to live up to its 
reputation of bizarre and sometimes 
confusing politics. Perhaps the prox- 
imity of Baltimore to the national 
capital has something to do with this, 
and perhaps, too, the closeness of 
Maryland and the uncertainty of elec- 
tions there have created a sort of 
floating vote such as does not exist in 
either of the neighboring States of 
ae Penasylvania or. West. Vir- 

nia. : 

It is hardly to be supposed that the 
friends and supporters of the nomina- 
"tion of Governor Ritchie would be as 
early and as active in the field if they 
were not assured at least the earnest 
support of women vo’ generally, and 
a testimony of su support was 
sh in the speech Mrs. Clarence 
Renshaw of Pennsylvé who said at 
the Democratic National Convention of 
1924: “Do not be uneasy.

Popular Enthusiasm Ar d 


‘The Moscow-Peking flight of 4,350 
miles last Summer, successfully \car- 
ried out by six Soviet planes, two of 
them wholly of domestic manufacture, 
dramatized aviation throughout the 
Soviet Union, Since then the Soviet 
press has devoted much attention to 
news about flying, ana there are many 
items setting forth the development of 
new airplane modeis and inventions by 
Soviet engineers. The “Avhole nation 
views the performances of the rapidly 
growing civil air fleet with pride. 

“In the old days,’’ wrote one enthu- 
siastic journalist in Yzvestia after the 
Pe flight, ‘‘foreigners used to say 
that we could produce nothing more 
mechanically complicated than samo- 
vars. Now we are able to manufac- 
ture flying machines that complete 
trips of 4,500 miles.’’ - 

Spurred by the success of th® Mos- 
cow-Peking flight, Soviet aviators have 
planned for this year four more long- 
distance infernational voyages aggre- 
gating about 11,250 miles. Planes of 
domestic construction will be used. 

All. the flights will be started from 
Moscow. The first course, to be flown 
on postal planes, will take the Soviet 
aviators to Kinigsberg, Paris, Rome, 
Vienna, Prague, Warsaw and back to 
Moscow, a’distance of 4,440 miles. The 
second route, to be made on passenger 
airplanes, will include Berlin, Frank- 
fort-on-Main, -Paris, and return via 
Frankfort-on-Main and Kiéinigsberg, 
3,725 miles. The third run will be made 
between Moscow and Angora, with a 
stop at Sebastopol, 1,160 miles. 

The fourth flight will be to Teheran, 
Persia, via Rostov-on-Don, the mineral 
spring resorts in the Caucasus and 
Baky, 1,925 miles. The route to Te- 
heran was recently traversed by two 
Sdéviet machines purchased by the Per- 
sian Government and manned by Per- 
sian aviators trained in one of the 
flying schools in Moscow. 


Important New Routes Planned. 


Several of the new routes te be 
opened this year are of great commer- 
cial importance. A new Yakutsk- 
Irkutsk air line in Siberia, 1,770 miles, 
will connect the Lena and Aldan gold 
fields with the Siberian Railway at 
Irkutsk. Another line will extend from 
Krastoyarsk on the Transsiberian 
through the rich mineral region of 
Yeniseisk, to the northern part of the 


Turukhansk area of northwestern Si- 
beria. The total flying distance will 
be 1,366 miles. At present the over- 
land journey from. Krasnoyarsk to the 
arctic towns in the Turukhansk area
